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PREFACE. 



The absence of Mr. Hutchinson on furlough, whilst this volume was passing through the 
press, has deprived it of the advantages of his personal supervision. The Appendices have 
been added since his departure for Europe, but it is believed they are such as he had in view 
and that they serve sufficiently to illustrate his narrative. 

In some instances, arrangements which were in force when the body of the volume was 
compiled have been since superseded. It has been thought best to print the narrative as it 
was written, and to notify these changes in the Appendices : an opportunity being thus afford- 
ed of marking the direction and nature of public measures, as they have affected local adminis- 
tration, during the last two years. 

The subjoined extract, para. 5, of a letter from the Secretary to Government N. W. P., No. 
1062, dated 28th February 1854, to the Secretary of the Sudder Board of Revenue, explains 
the principle on which the publication has been sanctioned by the Government: — *' The object 
of the Government as declared in the memorandum of the late Lieutenant Governor (issued in 
1844 and printed as No. XXIV. of the Appendices to the 'Directions to Collectors', page 441,) 
is to secure a work in which every species of information which may prove useful in the admin- 
istration of a district shall be thrown together, and connected by an historical sketch of the more 
important incidents and proceedings in each department of the public service. It is evidently 
not essential for the usefulness of such a treatise that the Government should guarantee the 
correctness of every statement, or the soundness of all the opinions which may be indicated in 
it. It will be enough if it be certified that the tabular and statistical details have been, on the 
whole, carefully and accurately compiled, that the maps are correctly prepared ; that all the 
general information indicated in the memorandum has been collected from every available 
source, and that the narrative itself has been composed with intelligence and clearness, and is 
likely to be valuable for reference, to the officers who may be subsequently called upon to 
take part in the management of the district, and to the public."

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STATISTICAL REPORT OP THE DISTRICT OF ALLYGURH. 



PART I. 



GENERAL HISTORY. 



CoBL, the chief town of the dintrict of Allygurh, lays claim to high 
antiquity. It is said to have been founded by Rajah Kosharub Chunder 
Bunsee, in the third yoog^ and to have been originally called Kosambhee, 
which name was changed to Kol, in commemoration of the conquest of 
the demon Kol by Bulram, brother of Krishna. 

2. Passing from tradition to history, we find that previous to the 
Mahommedan invasion of India, Coel was the capital of a small Rajpoot 
kingdom, held subordinate to the kingdom of Delhi, by R%jahs of the Dor 
tribe of Rajpoots. After the defeat of Fritwee Rajah, and the conquest 
of the kingdoms of Delhi and Ajmeer, by Shahabooddeen Ghoree, Coel 
was taken possession of by the conquerors under Mullik Kootubooddeen 
Eibuk, in A. D. 1193. Probably the weakness of the reigns succeeding that 
of Shumsooddeen Altumsh, tempted the Rajahs of Coel and other Hindoo 
states to revolt, for in A. D. 1250, Nasirooddeen Mahmood was obliged 
to send his vuzeer Gheeasooddeen Bulbun with an army to restore the 
royal authority in the country on both sides of the Jumna from opposite 
Delhi to Calinger in Bundlekund. The vuzeer was successful, and sig- 
nalized the conquest of Coel by the erection of a lofty pillar in the 
centre of the fort, the remains of which still exist, with an inscription 
to the effect that it was built in the year of the Hegyra 651 during the 
reign of Nasirooddeen Mahmood by Buhaooddeen Bulbun. 
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3. Ferishta mentions that in A. H. 657 (1259 A. D.) Coel, Jelaysur^ 
Gwalior and Beeana were formed into one Government and given to 
Eibuk Kishlee Khan, the brother of the Vuzeer Gheeasooddeen. This 
arrangement seems to have been continued till the time of Akber, when 
on the introduction of the system of Soubahs, Sircars andDustoors, Coel 
was formed into a Sircar> attached to the Soubah of Agra, and containing 
4 dustoors, and 21 mehals or pergunnahs as follows :

Taking the rupee at 40 dams^ the jumma of this Sircar was about 
R3. 13,45^^73 ; it was also bound to furnish as its quota of militia 4^035, 
cavalry and 78,950 infantry. 

4. The best known of the Governors of Coel under the emperors 
was Sabit Khan, who held the government for many years in the reign 
of Mahomed Shah. He founded a large mosque in the town of Coel, 
and built a fort (which was called after him Sabitgurh,) on the site of 
the present fort of Allygurh. Soon after his time the Jdts of Bhurtpoor, 
who had first rebelled against the Empire in the reign of Aurangzeeb, 
took advantage of the disorder, produced by the invasions of the 
Mahrattas and Nadir Shah, to extend their possessions. Their leader 
SoorujmuU took the fort of Sabitgurh, which name he changed to 
Ramgurh, and made himself master of all the surrounding country. 

5. When Ahmed Shah Abdallee was cantoned at Anoopshuhur dur- 
ing his fourth invasion of India, he took Ramgurh after a siege of a 
fortnight, but restored it and his other conquests to SoorujmuU, on con- 
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dition of his quitting the Mahratta alliance. The Jats retained posses- 
sion of their conquests till about A. D. 1773^ in the reign of Shah Aulum^ 
when in consequence of their having been tempted by the disputes at 
court to excite fresh disturbances in order to embarrass the Delhi Govern- 
ment, they were attacked by Mirza Nujjuff Khan, the Emperor's general, 
who expelled them from their possessions in the Doab and took their 
strong fort of Deeg. Nujjuff Khan changed the name of the fort at Coel 
from Ramgurh to AUygurh and strengthened it considerably. In re- 
ward for his services he obtained the Governorship of the province of 
Agra, the districts of Meerut and Macherri and the whole of the Jat ter- 
ritories in the Doab. On his death, in A. D. 1781, he was succeeded 
in his power and possessions by his protege Afrasiab Khan, but the lat* 
ter's career was brief, for in 3 years he was assassinated by Madhoo Beg, 
probably at the instigation of Madhajee Scindia, who was thereupon ap- 
pointed by the Emperor, as Ameerool Omrah, in room of Afrasiab Khan. 
Scindia immediately took measures to obtain all the possessions of his 
predecessor, and his first step was to reduce the fort of Agra, which he 
effected by the treachery of the KotwaL " Of the whole of the posses*- 
sions of Afrasiab Khan there now remained only Allygurh. It had 
been fortified with great care, and in it were deposited the family and 
treasures of the deceased Nuwab. Jahangeer Khan, his brother, com- 
manded in Allygurh ; he had a strong garrison, and the siege was ex- 
pected to be long and bloody. Early in the month of July 1785, Scindia 
appeared before the place ; contrary however to all expectation, it held 
out but a short time. It has been imagined that the fears of the wo- 
men for the preservation of their honor and effects, had inclined the 
Killadar to pacific measures. Certain it is that Jahangeer Khan signi- 
fying his readiness to negotiate, a treaty was drawn up and agreed to 
by the respective parties. To Khadim Hosseyn Khan, eldest son of 
" the deceased Nawab, a jagheer was allotted, amounting to a yearly 
*' revenue of a lac and a half of rupees.* Scindia then took possession 
" of the fort and with it the whole of the treasures of Afrasiab Khan, 
'^ amounting in specie, jewels, and valuable articles to a crore of rupees. 
The fall of Allygurh established the minister's authority on a firm 
and solid basis. Having before reduced the greater part of the Doab 
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* This jagheer was Talooka Teyothon in pergunnah Atrowlee; it was resumed on the jagheerdar's death in 
1836, and a yearly pension of Rupees 1,553 was assigned to his son Gholam Hosseyn Khan, which was stopped in 
4840 in consequence of his having supported bis claim to the jagheer by a forged deed. 
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** and the countries south west of the Jumna, he now found himself mas- 
ter of the whole of the possessions of the late Nujjuff Khan, with an ac- 
quisition of revenue of two crores of rupees."* 






6. A reverse of fortune compelled Scindia to abandon his conquests 
temporarily, and during his absence the fort of Allygurh was captured 
by Gholam Kadir Khan of Seharunpore on his retreat from Agra to 
Delhi. But in 1788 Scindia completely re-established his authority. With 
a view to secure his possessions for the future and to re-establish the 
Imperial Government in the revolted states of Rajpootana, Scindia set 
about raising regular troops, assisted by the professional abilities of Mr. 
DuBoigne, a gentleman formerly in the service of the E. I. Company, 
who had lately entered into that of Scindia, and on many occasions had 
contributed to the ascendancy acquired by that prince over his competi- 
tors. The force thus raised amounted in the whole to 24,000 men and 
130 guns, commanded by European officers of different nations under 
DuBoigne who had been raised to the rank of general. For the main- 
tenance of this army Scindia assigned, as jaiedad, 52 pergunnahs in the 
Doab, yielding 22 lacs of revenue. The general was allowed 2 per cent, 
upon the expenditure, besides his regular pay of Rupees 6,000 a month ; 
and his head quarters were fixed at Allygurh. In 1796, DuBoigne 
retired to Europe, and was succeeded by Perron. '* This officer came 
to India as a petty officer of a French man-of-war, but desirous of 
mending his fortune, he left the navy, and travelling up the country,. 
'^ first entered the service of the Rajah of Gohud. After the fall of the 
Rana, he entered into a corps commanded by M. Lestineau, then in 
the service of Scindia, as quarter master serjeant on an allowance of 
Rupees 60 a month. M. Lestineau was supposed to have got posses- 
'' sion of Gholam Kadir Khan's saddle, when he was taken near Meerut, 
and to have obtained in it the valuable jewels which that miscreant 
had plundered from the palace at Delhi, and with this booty and some 
money which had been given him to pay his troops, he made his escape 
to Europe. On this occurrence Perron received the command of a 
battalion, but, the troops being reduced soon after, he lost this employ- 
ments When DuBoigne began to form his brigades, he gave Perron 
'' command of the Boorhanpoor battalion, and he conducted himself so 

* pTaacklln'i Shah Aulum. 
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much to the general's satisfaction that he afterwards gave him the com- 
mand of one of his brigades. He subsequently accompanied Scindia 
'' into the Deccan and was with him when he died. He then was attach- 
" ed to the young Dowlut Rao Scindia whose confidence he won, so 
'' that when DuBoigne resigned his command, and M. Fremont, who 
'' was his senior o£Scer, died, it followed naturally that he should 
'' succeed to DuBoigne's position, in which Scindia accordingly con- 
" firmed him.** * 

7. Perron soon succeeded in erecting an independent state out 
of the territories assigned for the maintenance of the army, and reign- 
ed over it in the plenitude of sovereignty. He maintained all the 
state and dignity of an oriental despot, contracting alliances with the 
more potent Rajahs and overawing by his military superiority the petty 
chiefs. At Delhi and within the circuit of the imperial dominions his 
authority was paramount to that of the Emperor. The brigades under 
his command are estimated to have contained 43,650 men, with 464 
guns ; of these, three brigades were stationed at Delhi, Agra, Secundrabad 
and Allygurh, and the rest were with Scindia in the Deccan. With 
regard to the management of this military state, it seems that Perron's 
attention was chiefly directed to the prompt realization of revenue. The 
pergunnahs were generally farmed ; a few were allotted as jaiedad to 
chiefs on condition of military service, and the lands in the immediate 
neighbourhood of Coel were held Khas or Umanee, the revenue being 
collected by the large bodies of troops always concentrated at head 
quarters. A brigade was stationed at Secundrabad for the express pur-' 
pose of realizing collections of revenue. In the event of any resistance 
on the part of a landholder who might be in balance, a severe and im^ 
mediate example was made by the plunder and destruction of his village, 
and life was not unfrequently shed in the harsh and hasty measures 
which were resorted to. The arrangements for the administration of jus^ 
tice were very defective; there was no fixed form of judicial procedure^ 
and neither Hindoo nor Mahommedan law was regularly administered. 
The suppression of crime was regarded as a matter of secondary impor- 
tance. There was an officer styled the Bukshee Udalut^ whose business 
was to receive reports from the Amils in the interior, and communicate

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General Perron's orders respecting the disposal of any offenders appre- 
hended by them. No trial was held ; the proof rested on the Amil's report, 
and the punishment was left to General Perron's judgment. 

8. In 1802, by the treaty of Fyzabad, the British frontier was ad- 
vanced to within 15 miles of Coel. Of the ceded provincies, pergunnahs 
Secundra Rao, Marhera, Akberabad, JuUalee, Putchlana and Gungeeree 
are now attached to zillah Allygurh. Such was the weakness of the 
former administration, that the zemindars tyrannized over the people 
with impunity, levying imposts at their })leasure and applying the reven- 
ues solely to their own use. These petty despots, whose treachery could 
only be exceeded by their rapacity, were at the time of the cession, be- 
coming every day more dangerous to the neighbouring states, in erecting 
fortresses, and training soldiers on their domains, thereby opposing the 
legitimate authority, opening new sources of contention, and forming 
numerous banditti, who acknowledged no law but the commands of their 
respective chiefs. To such a degree of power and confidence had these 
refractory zemindars arrived through the debility of the Government of 
Oudh, that even some trouble was experienced in reducing their 
strongholds, after the change had taken place by the transfer of the 
country to the British authority. This was particularly instanced at 
Sasnee and Bijjeygurh (then in pergunnah Jullalee,) two forts belong- 
ing to Rajah Bhugwunt Singh of Moorsan, which, though attacked by 
the Commander-in-Chief in person, were not carried without the loss of 
many lives. It was the introduction of our system of customs and tran- 
sit duties which prompted the Rajah and other zemindars to rebel. Hi- 
therto in every large village they had their Sayer chubootra at which they 
levied arbitrary duties on goods passing though their estates, and they 
resisted by force of arms the transfer to the British Government of a 
source of revenue which they greatly valued as adding to their power 
and dignity, no less than to their wealth. Rajah Bhugwunt Singh was 
expelled from his forts in March 1803, and his possessions in pergun- 
nah Jullalee were confiscated. 

9. When war was declared against Dowlut Rao Scindia in 1803, 
the British army and General Lake advanced to attack the Mahratta 
possessions in the Doab, and on the 28th of May encamped on the fron- 
tier, within sight of the mosque of Coel. Next morning at 4 o'clock the 
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army commenced its march into the Mahratta territory for the purpose 
of attacking the force of General Perron assembled at a short distance 
from the fortress of AUygurh. The troops moved on to the attack 
about 7 o'clock, when the enemy struck their tents ; and the whole of 
their horse amounting to about 20^000 drew up on the plain in a strong 
position^ their right extending to the foot of Allygurh, and their front 
protected by a deep morass ; while their left was strengthened by the 
nature of the ground on that side^ and the situation of some villages of 
which they had possession. General Lake immediately attacked the 
enemy's left and after some skirmishing they finally abandoned the 
field without daring to run the hazard of an engagement. M. Perron 
and his body guard retired towards Agra, leaving Colonel Pedron in 
charge of the fort with particular injunctions to defend it to the 
last extremity. The following were his orders on the subject to Colonel: 
Pedron : 



'You will have received the answer you are to make to the 
* propositions of General Lake. I never could have believed that for an 
' instant you could have thought of a capitulation. Remember^ you are 
' a Frenchman ; and let no action of yours tarnish the character of your 
' nation. I hope in a few days to send back the English General as fast 
'or faster than he came. Make yourself perfectly easy on this subject. 
' Either the Emperor's army or that of General Lake shall find a grave 
'before the fort of Allygurh. Do your duty, and defend the fort while 

" ' one stone remains upon another. Once more, remember your nation. 

" ' The eyes of millions are fixed upon you.' 
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Strongly as this language savoured of national vanity, it marked 
also extreme art in the attempt made to deceive the English general 
into a persuasion that the commander of the garrison had some 

" thoughts of surrendering the fort ; when, in fact, his aim was to occa- 
sion delay till a mine then actually forming under a traverse could be 
completed, at the entrance of the only gateway to the place. It being 

" therefore obvious, that procrastination would only have rendered the 
conquest more difficult, and that the great objects in view depended 
materially upon carrying this fortress, preparations for the assault were 

^ made, and the morning of the fourth of September was fixed for the 

" enterprize. 
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The Honorable Lieutenant Colonel Monson was appointed to 
lead the attack^ and the force selected for the service was composed of 
four companies of His Majesty's seventy-sixth regiment under Major 
McLeod^ the first battalion of the fourth regiment of native infantry 
*' under Lieutenant Colonel Browne and four companies of the seven* 
teenth native regiment under Captain Bagshaw^ reinforced afterwards 
by the second battalion of the fourth regiment of native infantry. 
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During the night immediately preceding the attack^ two cover- 
ing batteries of four eighteen-pounders each^ commanded by Captains 
<' Robertson and Greene^ and under the general direction of Colonel 
" Horsford, were erected, one at a village near the fortress, and the other 
*' at General Perron's country seat, to protect the approach of our storm- 
ing party. About three in the morning, the whole left the camp, march- 
ing in a circular direction towards the gateway, which was the only en- 
" trance into the fort across the ditch, on their anival within four hundred 
*' yards of which they halted till daybreak. While thus waiting in 
^' breathless expectation, an officer who had been reconnoitring reported 
^* his having seen about sixty or seventy of the enemy seated round a 
^' fire» and smoking under a tree in front of the gateway. On receiving 
this intelligence^ a small party from the seventy-sixth regiment was 
sent with the view of taking these men by surprise and to endeavour 
'^ amidst their confusion to enter the fort with them, when the gate 
might be secured till the arrival of the main body. This design how- 
ever, unluckily failed^ through the ardour of those employed ; but 
though the surprised party gave an alarm on discovering our soldiers, 
^* not one of them escaped to relate the particulars, so that the assailants 
had an opportunity of retiring as quietly as they came ; and the sen- 
tries on the ramparts, while they opened a brisk fire in that direction, 
^^ took the affair for nothing more than a near approach of our videts. 

'* On the firing of the morning gun, which was the appointed 
'^ signal for the assault, the storming party, covered by a heavy fire 
** from the two batteries already mentioned, moved on till they came 
" within one hundred yards of the gate, in front of which was a traverse, 
recently thrown up, and mounted with three six-pounders, from which, 
however, the enemy were dislodged before they had time to discharge 
" them. Colonel Monson then pushed forward with the two flank com- 
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panies of the seventy-sixth regiment^ and attempted to enter the fort 
along with the guard stationed behind this breast-wwk ; hnt^ on reach- 
ing the place^ it was found abandoBed> and .the:&rst gate shut^ while 
the entrance or sortie was raked by two or thK^ ' gunH> and flanked 
by the bastions^ particularly the lower one of the reony opposite to it^ 
and which kept up a most destructive fire of grape shot. Two ladders 
were then instantly applied to the walls, and Major McLeod, of the 
*' seventy-sixth, with the grenadiers, attempted to mount, but being op- 
posed by a formidable row of pikemen, threatening death to all assail- 
ants, they were obliged to desist. . A sik-pounder was then planted 
before the gate to force it open ; but without effect ; on which a twelve- 
pounder was brought up ; though some time elapsed before it could be 
properly placed, on account of the peculiar situation of the gate, which 
^' was near the flank of a bastion. Four or five rounds were fired before 
'' any impression was made upon the gate ; and during the whole of the 
'' interval, which lasted full twenty minutes, the storming party was ex- 
posed to a most severe and raking fire, not only of musketry, but 
grape, from the great guns and wall-pieces. The scaling ladders placed 
against the walls were crowded with the enemy, who left the ramparts, 
and came down by them to contend with us ^hile engaged in the 
'' effort to force an entrance. This was the arduous crisis ; istnd here we 
sustained our principal loss. Colonel Monson was wounded by a pike 
on this spot ; and here four grenadier officers were killed, together with 
the adjutant of the seventy-sixth regiment and Lieutenant Turton of 
the fourth regiment of native infantry. Dreadful, however, as the strug- 
gle was, with death flying and grappling in every direction, nothing 
could appal the determined spirit of the British troops, "who by their 
perseverance amidst these fearful odds and pierilous circumstances, 
succeeded in overcoming all obstacles. As soon as the first gate was 
thrown open, the whole party advanced in a circular direction along 
a narrow road, defended by a strong round tower. This tower was 
pierced with loop-holes, from which a constant and most deadly fire 
was kept up by a number of matchlock-men, while showers of grape 
poured from the neighbouring bastion and the narrow passage. After 
forcing the second gate, which was easily accomplished, the troops 
proceeded along a narrow causeway to another gate, of which iihey 
gained possession, by taking advantage of the confused state of the 
enemy, who, in crowding to get through, gave our party an opportu- 
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nity of passing before it could be shut against them. During this 
time^ the troops were severely annoyed by a heavy cross fire in every 
direction ; but nothing could repress their ardour in the pursuit^ which 
was continued till they arrived at a fourth gate^ leading into the body 
of the place. Here^ new delay and mortification occurred^ for Captain 
Shipton^ of the artillery^ who had charge of the guns^ and who^ though 
wounded^ still remained actively at his post, experienced some difficul- 
ty in bringing up the twelve-pounder ; and when it actually came, the 
gate was found too strongly secured to be forced. Major McLeod, 
however having succeeded in passing through the wicket, and ascend- 
ing the ramparts, resistance gradually lessened, till this fortress, hither- 
to considered impregnable, fell, a hard-earned conquest to the intrepid 

^' band of assailants^ after a most vigorous defence, which lasted nearly 

^' an hour. 
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Though our loss was necessarily considerable, it was far exceed- 
ed by that of the enemy, who had at least two thousand killed, the sur- 
rounding ditch being almost filled with dead bodies, owing to the at- 
tempts made by many of the garrison to efiect their escape that way 
" after the entrance bf our troops into the interior of the fort. Many 
'^ who could swim were enabled to gain the plain on the outside, but 
'' numbers were drowned ; and even the former, through their obstinacy 
in refusing to surrender, were cut up by a picquet of the twenty-seventh 
dragoons. 
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They who yielded were permitted to quit the fort, and be at 
large, by the Commander-in-Chief, who was close to the place all the 
time, observing with the utmost anxiety the result of his energetic 
and ably arranged plan of attack. The fort being carried. Monsieur 
'' Pedron^ who had commanded it^ was conducted as a prisoner to Gene- 
*^ ral Lake. He was an elderly man, clad in a green jacket, with gold 
^' lace anc^ epaulettes ; the second in command^ a Mahratta chief, was 
'^ killed ; and two other chiefs were taken prisoners. It should here be 
'* observed that the achievement was materially facilitated by the loyal 
and gallant conduct of Mr. Lucan, a British officer, who had lately 
quitted the service of Scindiah, to avoid fighting against his country. 
On joining our army he undertook to lead Colonel Monson to the gate, 
and point put the road through the fort, which he efiected in such a 
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manner as to gain the particular thanks of the Commander-in-Chief, and 
the public acknowledgements of the Government 
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'' In the evening of this eventful day the funeral obsequies were 
performed with great solemnity at the head of each corps over the re- 
mains of the gallant officers who had fallen on this occasion. The five 
officers belonging to the seventy-sixth regiment were interred in front 
of their standard guards General Lake and his staff, with the other 
officers off duty, attending the procession, during which the band 
played the dead march, and minute guns were fired. The funeral 
service was read by the Rev. Mr. McKinnon ; and the whole of the 
ceremony had a most affecting appearance, tending to throw in some 
measure a shade over the brilliancy of an achievement gained by 
such a sacrifice, the return of which in killed and wounded was as 
follows :

" Thus gloriously terminated the attack upon AUygurh, the acquisi- 
tion of which fortress threw into our hands most of the military 
stores belonging to the French party, who had made this their grand 
depot in the Doab. The number of guns taken amounted to two 
hundred and eighty-one, of the following descriptions : 

*' Brass gunsof various calibre, 33 

" Iron ditto, 60 

" Brass howitzers, 4 

" Mortars, 2 

*' Iron wall pieces, 182 

Total, 281 
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'* There were, besides, in the fort, large supplies of powder and 
" shot, a number of new arms with accoutrements, a considerable stock 
of regimentals, consisting of blue jackets with red facings, made after 
the French fashion, and some tumbrils, containing Spanish dollars, 
'* which last were sent into circulation. 

'* From the importance attached to AUygurh by Monsieur Perron, 
and his choosing it for the place of his residence, it may be naturally 
supposed that nothing was omitted which the skill and experience of 
French Engineers could devise, for the purpose of adding to its natural 
strength. The elevated plain in. the midst of which it stands, being 
'' interspersed with large swamps and deep morasses, becomes so corn- 
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'' pletely inundated during the rainy months as to render the fort per- 
^' fectly inaccessible^ nor can any military operations be then carried 
*' on against it. The ditch is from one to two hundred feet in breadth, 
*' and thirty-two in depth, of which there are always ten feet of water. 
** The several bastions and faussebraies lined with guns, bearing upon 
** the only entrance into the fort, are, from their peculiar situation, 
'^ extremely formidable ; and had the garrison cut the narrow passage 
^' in front of the gate, so as to unite the two ditches, it would have 
been impossible to have carried the place by assault. They had, 
indeed, the day before the attack commenced, a mine on the outside 
of the gate, under the traverse recently erected, and no doubt, the 
junction of the ditches would soon have followed, if we had allowed 
'' time for it, by adopting the slow operations of a siege, or deferred 
the attack a few days longer. This neglect of an obvious advantage 
on the part of the enemy could not escape observation, and therefore 
our first care after the capture was to render the fort completely insular, 
by uniting the ditches, substituting a drawbridge for the causeway, and 
thus making the place impregnable, at least, to a native army." *

Thus the fort of Allygurh was taken for the sixth, and it is to 
be hoped, the last time. On the 7th September the army advanced to 
Somna, where the Commander-in-Chief received a letter from General 
Perron informing His Excellency, that he had quitted the service of 
Dowlut Rao Scindia, and soliciting permission to remove with his 
family and property to Lucknow under the protection of an escort. 
This request was complied with, and he was conducted with every mark 
of honor to Lucknow, whence he afterwards removed to Chandemagore, 
and finally to France. ' 

10. On the 2nd of October the Governor Creneral appointed Mr. 
B* Cunyngham, Collector of Etawa, Mr. Leycester, Collector of Morada- 
bad, and Mr. Claude Russell, Governor General's Agent at Futtygurh, 
to the duty of taking immediate measures for the settlement and collec- 
tion of the revenues of the districts, conquered from Dowlut Rao 
Scindia, subject to such orders as might be received from the Commander- 
in-Chief on the occasion. They were directed to divide these districts 
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into three divisions^ to be attached to zillahs Etawah, Moradabad and 
Futtyghur respectively ; and each was to proceed to his division and 
settle it without delay. Accordingly the Commissioners met at Coel, and 
on the 28th of October, they submitted to the Commander-in-Chief 
statements of a proposed division into four portions of the conquered 
districts. The first portion contained Seharunpoor, Mozuffumuggur, 
and the pergunnahs in the neighbourhood of Meerut and Hauppur, 
altogether fifty-three Mehals. The second portion included Khoorjah, 
Secundrabad, Boolundshuhur, Shikarpoor, Dadree, Dasnuh, Kasnuh, 
Dunkour, Ghazeeoodeenuggur, Begumabad, Mullikpoor, Ghurmook- 
tesir, and some other neighbouring pergunnahs, altogether thirty in num- 
ber. The third portion to be attached to Futtyghur, contained Coel 
including Kankah, Atrowlee, Dubhaee, Churrah, Bhumoree, Pundrawul, 
Khyr, Noh, Chundos, Burowlee, Moorthul, and Peetumpoor, altogether 
twelve mehals. The fourth portion to be attached to Etawah included 
Ferozabad, Sydabad, Suhpoo, Kundolee, Ryah, Jooar, Moorsan, Maat, 
Muhabun, Hussunghur, Goreye, Hussyn, Tooksan, Hattrass, Jelaysur, 
Khuleelgunge, Moheria, Duriapoor, and Sonye, fifteen mehals. On the 
4th of November the Commander-in-Chief in reply directed that the 
Governor General's Agent at Futtyghur, and the collector of Etawah 
should immediately proceed to form the settlement of the third and 
fourth divisions ; that the second division should be entrusted to Colonel 
Ochterlony, the Resident at Delhi ; and that the first division should be 
subdivided into two portions, northern and southern, the latter of which 
was annexed to the zillah of MoradabacL 

11. In 1804 the zillah of Allygurh was formed by the union of 
the second, third, and fourth divisions^ with the addition of pergunnah 
Anoopshuhur from Moradabad, and pergunnah Secundra Rao from 
Etawah ; and on the 1st of August of that year, Mr. C. Russell was 
appointed collector of the new zillah. In the meantime hostilities had 
commenced with Jeswunt Rao Holkar, and his emissaries had succeed- 
ed in exciting a spirit of rebellion in the district of Allygurh* Nahir 
Ally Khan and Doondey Khan, the talookdars of Peetumpoor, were the 
first to revolt : pergunnah Peetumpoor had been held by the ancestors 
of these chiefs from the time of Shah Jehan. The family were originally 
Birgoojur Rajpoots, but were converted to Islamism in the reign of that 
Emperor. In the early part of Perron's government^ the pergunnah 
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was possessed by Nahir Ally Khan^ who allowed his nephew Doondey 
Khan a jagheer^ but he was dispossessed for resisting Perron's forces 
in the fort of Pundrawul, and the estates were given to Doondey Khan. 
On the possession of Muttra, by Holkar in August^ the spirit of rebeU 
lion extended. An insurrection broke out in the town of Coel on the 
19th of September^ which was put down with difficulty in nine days : all 
the north and north-east pergunnahs were held by the rebels Nahir Ally 
Khan and Doondey Khan^ and the west and north-west pergunnahs* 
by Holkar's amils, except pergunnah Chundos which was occupied by 
Ubhey Singh^ a leader of banditti. No troops were immediately avail* 
able to put down the rebellion, as the army under Lord Lake was fully 
occupied in the pursuit of Holkar, and afterwards in the siege of Bhurt- 
poor. In this state of things Mr. C. Russell joined his appointment at 
Coel in December 1804. His first object was to expel the Mahrattas 
from Nohjheel and Khyr, this he effected with the assistance of Thakoor 
Hurkishen Singh, the talookadar of Byswan, to whom he farmed the 
pergunnahs in reward for that service. The chance arrival of Capt. 
Cruttenden with a detachment, next enabled the collector to reinstate 
his amiis in the revolted pergunnahs of Atrowlee and Dubhaee ; and 
another detachment under Colonel Grueber assisted him to expel Ubhey 
Singh from Chundos. Still the zemindars of the district were far from 
being submissive, and the collector was obliged to support his amils by 
strong armed establishments. When Colonel Grueber withdrew from 
AUygurh, the rebellion was renewed ; Atrowlee and Dubhaee were again 
overrun, and Chundos menaced. Captain Woods, commanding the fort 
of AUygurh, could only occasionally spare troops for the collector's sup- 
port. At length the Commander-in-Chief detached a force under 
Colonel Richardson to act against Doondey Khan and Nahir Ally Khan, 
and in July 1805, the rebellion was stopped by the taking of Nahir Ally 
Khan's fort of Toorkeepoora. Doondey Khan was pardoned on condi- 
tion of his delivering up the guns in Kumona, filling up the fort ditch 
and disbanding his troops. His son Runmust Khan was confirmed in 
all his ancestral possessions, and in the farms of Sbikarpoor and Nohjheel, 
and the farm of pergunnah Khyr was added. Nahir Ally Khan's 
estates were confiscated, but on his death they were restored by the 
Governor General to his son Akber Ally Khan ; they are now known 
by the name of Talooka Pundrawul, and are in the possession of Akber 
Ally Khan's daughter and daughter-in-law. 
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12. Notwithstanding the lenity with which he had been treated, 
or perhaps in consequence of that mistaken lenity^ Runmust Khan soon 
shewed fresh signs of disaffection. He evaded giving security for the 
farms of Noh and Khyr, and refused to engage for his share of Peetum- 
poor and the farm of Shikarpoor on any reasonable terms. By the con- 
dition of the pardon he ought to have engaged for his farm of Shikarpoor 
at the jumma of F. S. 1211^ but as he had been allowed deductions in 
F. S. 1213^ on account of losses caused by the commotions of that 
and the preceding years^ he demanded the same deductions for 1214 
and 1215, when the same causes no longer existed. The jumma required 
of him, according to the jumma ofF. S. 1211, was Rs. 28,688 includ- 
ing Nankar, whereas the full amount which he consented to give (but 
which consent he subsequently retracted,) was, for 1214, Rs. 17,050-8-0, 
and for 1215 Rs. 19,181-13-0, and even from this he claimed Nankar 
and other unfounded deductions, on account of losses bypaimalee 
(trampling,) inundation and hailstorms. After his expulsion it was 
found that he collected a revenue of Rs. 42,559 for 1214 from his 
share of the pergunnah. In October 1806, the Magistrate (Mr. Cun- 
yngham) reported to Government that Doondey Khan had marched with 
an armed force against the zemindars of Musmunna in Nohjheel, had 
expelled them and fired a salute of eleven guns. In August 1807, the 
Magistrate (Mr. Spedding) reported that Doondey Khan and Runmust 
Khan were prepared to resist any force sent against them, and that they 
had mounted cannon on their forts of Kumona and Gunora. In the 
following month the Collector, Mr. Russell, reported Runmust Khan's 
general and systematic disregard of authority, his uniform disaffection 
to the Government, and his positive violation of the conditions of his 
pardon. In consequence of these reports, the Governor General on the 
25th of September ordered a military force against Doondey Khan to 
apprehend him and reduce his forts, unless he should pay his revenue^ 
dismantle his forts and surrender his person. But the troops were 
directed not to commence operations till the legal forms required by 
Regulation III. of 1804 had been fulfilled. Accordingly the Magis- 
trate summoned Doondey Khan and Runmust Khan to attend, but 
instead of answering the summons they commenced laying in provisions 
and making preparations for defence, and Runmust Khan increased the 
list of his offences by plundering the town of Shikarpoor. On the 12th 
of October, Major General Dickens invested the fort of Kumona ; on 
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the 19th November a breach was effected, and an attempt made to carry 
the place by storm ; but the assailants were driven back with great 
slaughter^ the loss of men and officers exceeding that sustained in many 
pitched battles. The impression however made on the garrison was 
such, that Doondey Khan evacuated the fort on the 24th and threw 
himself into Gunora, from which place he made his escape on the 13th 
of December. A reward of Rs. 10,000 was offered for his apprehension, 
and Rs. 5,000 for that of each of his sons. His ancestral estate of half 
Peeturopoor was given by Government to Murdan Ally Khan, who, 
though a near relation of Doondey Khan, was a zealous partizan of our 
Government during Doondey Khan's rebellion. It is known now as 
Talooka Chuttaree, and is held by the sons of Thakoor Murdan Ally 
Khan. In 1820, Runmust Khan was pardoned and allowed to reside 
in the Allygurh district A pension of Rs. 600 per month was settled 
on him. He died in 1839. His two brothers^ Ushruf Ally Khan and 
Muzhur Ally Khan, still survive and receive Rs. 185 of the pension,, 
the balance of which Rs. 315 is paid to his widows and daughter.* 

13. After this^ the peace of the district was not disturbed for several 
years till the rebellion of Thakoor Dya Ram, talookdar of Hattrass. 
After the conquest of Allygurh, the Commander-in-Chief from motives 
of policy used every means to conciliate this powerful chief. He was 
confirmed in the possession of his ancestral lands on the same terms on 
which he had held them under the Mahratta Government, and he was 
allowed to farm some of the neighbouring pergunnahs on very favour- 
able terms. A liberal compensation was allowed him for losses said to 
have been incurred by him on account of the abolition of transit duties 
and the suppression of his mint, and so careful was the Government to 
avoid offending him that the system of police introduced by Regulation 
XIV. of 1807 was not introduced into his districts. In F. S. 1216, 
or A. D. 1808, the talookas of Gobraree and Simurdhurry, which had 
been included in the first settlement made with him at the jumma of 
Rs. 14,658, were assigned to him in jagheer, and he was allowed to 
engage for the rest of his estate on an istimraree tenure for the rest of 



* An account in Persian of Doondey Khan's family and of the siege of Kamona, from the pen of Ushruf Ally Khan, 
has been recently (1855) pubUabed at the Futteh-ool-ukbar Prasa, CoeL The naaoe of the work U ''Ushruf Namab.'" 
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his life at the reduced jumma of Rs. 93,620. Mr. J. Thornton, in his 
report on the settlement of Hattrass, observes, that '' no kind of inter- 
" ferenee was made with his interior management, and indeed he was 
" allowed to remain so independent that now, whenever the inhabitants 
'^ of the pergunnah refer to the commencement of our dominion, they 
always allude to the subsequent period of Thakoor Dya Ram's 
expulsion. It was probably this injudicious relaxation of our due 
authority and superintendence, which led to his eventual ruin." During 
the commotions caused by the war with Holkar and the rebellion of 
Doondey Khan, Dya Ram certainly did good service : he kept his part of 
the district free from the rebels, and he also raised a resaluh of cavalry, 
for which however he was paid liberally by the Commander-in-Chief. 
But he soon displayed a spirit of insubordination and disaffection, and as 
early as September 1 806, the Resident of Delhi wrote to the magistrate 
of AUygurh, to the effect that letters had been received by Holkar from 
Dya Ram expressive of discontent, and recommending the magistrate 
to keep a watchful eye on him. Dya Ram and the other chiefs of his 
tribe, viz. Rajah Bhugwunt Singh of Moorsaun, and Thakoor Hurkishun 
Singh of Byswan, appear to have made it a point of honor never to pay 
the Government demand till the last moment to which they could safe- 
ly put it off, and the Collector, conscious of his inability to enforce the 
demand, was obliged to content himself with repeated remonstrances^ 
and an occasional vigorous representation to the Board of Commission- 
ers of the state of affairs in their talookas. On one occasion, 8th August 
1810, the Collector stated, that *' the principle on which these talookdars 
'' withhold their revenue is, that in the event of hostilities they may have 
a supply of cash, or that Government with a view to the debt may be 
prevented from proceeding to extremities." Not less frequent were the 
complaints of the magistrates against these talookdars for affording a 
secure asylum to offenders of all descriptions, for levying arbitrary du- 
ties, for omitting to report the occurrence of heinous crimes, and for 
disregarding the authority of the courts of judicature. 

At length, in July 1816, the magistrate (Mr. Majoribanks) re- 
ported the gross misconduct of Thakoor Dya Ram in refusing after re- 
peated injunctions to deliver up four offenders in a case of murder ; and 
he strongly recommended that both Dya Ram and Bhugwunt Singh should 
be deprived of their privilege of exemption from the Police system intro- 
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duced in the other parts of the district. This report reached the Supreme 
Government at a time when it was particularly politic not to pass over 
such misconduct, as a rising of the Puthan population of Rohilkund a 
few months before, had shewed the minds of the people in this part of our 
dominions to be very unsettled. " It was therefore important to strike 
a blow that should impress all ranks with a proper estimate of our vi- 
gor and military means. At the close of 1816 it was resolved to reduce 
both Dya Ram and Bhugwunt Singh to the level of subjects, and to em- 
ploy an overwhelming force for that purpose, as well to beat down all 
opposition as to give eclat to the measure. The divisions from Cawn- 
pore, Meerut and Muttra were according ordered to concentrate upon 
Hattrass and place themselves under the immediate command of Major 
^' General Marshall, the commanding officer in the field. Hattrass was 
reckoned one of the strongest forts in India. It was kept in the com- 
pletest state of repair, and every improvement that was introduced into 
the neighbouring fortress of Allygurh, such as preparing a covered 
way, raising a glacis, and levelling the height of the ramparts, was care- 
fully copied by Dya Ram. On the 21st of February the place was in- 
vested on all sides, Dya Ram was then summoned to surrender a gate 
of his fort and allow of its being dismantled ; after some evasion on his 
part and a negotiation which lasted till the 16th he finally refused, when 
the siege immediately commenced. The Kutra or fortified town was 
'^ breached and evacuated on the 23rd ; approaches were then made to 
*' the fort, and batteries erected under a smart though inefiectual fire 
from the ramparts. By the 1st of March the works of the besiegers 
were completed and on the following morning forty-two mortars and 
three breaching batteries of heavy guns began to play on the fort. Such 
powerful means had never yet been employed against any fortified 
place in India. The effect was beyond measure destructive and aston- 
ishing to the garrison. The batteries continued to play till the evening, 
when at 5 o'clock a large magazine blew up within the place, destroy- 
ing half the garrison and nearly all the buildings. The effect is des- 
cribed to have been awful. Dya Ram with a few horse made his escape 
'^ in the dark that same night, and though challenged and pursued by a 
picquet of the 8th Dragoons got off with little damage. The rest of 
the garrison in attempting to follow were driven in and obliged to sur- 
'^ render at discretion. Bhugwunt Singh agreed to dismantle his fort on 
*^ the first summons ; and thus was this important object gained with 
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" the loss of only I Ivaropoan and 5 Nativo> killed on our side, while the 
'* impression of the m icr futility of resistance spread far and wide through 
" Hlndostan."* Dya llam was subsequently pardoned and a residence was 
provided for him near the town of Coel. .\ pension was also settled on 
him of Rs. 1,000 per month for himself, and Us. 750 for his family. He 
died in 1840. His son, Koour Gobind Singh, has a monthly pension of 
Rs. 750, and a pension of lis. 225 is paid monthly to other members of 
Dya Ram's family. 

14. In F. S. 1224, or A. D. 1816, the pergunnahs of Bilram, Fyz- 
poor, Soron and half Marhera were annexed to zillah Allygurh from zillah 
Etawa, and subsequently the following pergunnahs were transferred to 
other zillahs :

In F. S. 1236 pergunnahs Somna and Chundos were transferred to 
Boolundshuhur^ but re-annexed in F. S. 1238. Pergunnah Secundra 
Rao was also re-annexed from Sydabad in 1239 F. S. and pergunnah Mar- 
hera from Futtygurh in A. D. 1837. 

15. The district of AUygurh lies between 27° 30' and 28° 10" north 
latitude, and 77° 30' and 78° 40' east longitude, and has an area of 2,163 
square miles. 

16. It is bounded on the north by zillah Boolundshuhur, on the 
west by the same zillah and the river Jumna, on the south by zillah 
Muttra, on the east by zillahs Etah and Mynpooree. 

17. The district is drained by five streams, viz. the Kurwun nuddee, 
which runs from north to south through the pergunnahs of Chundos 
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Kbyr^ Hussungurh^ Goreye and Moorsaim ; the Ksun nuddee^ which rises 
about 5 miles to the south-east of the town of Coel and flows south 
through pergunnahs JuUalee and Hattrass ; the Rutwa nuddee^ which 
rises in pergunnah JuUalee and runs south-east through pergunnahs 
Secundra Rao and Marhera ; the Kalee nuddee, which flows from north- 
west to south-east through pergunnahs Atrowlee^ JuUalee and Akbera- 
bad^ and the Neem nuddee^ which runs paraUel to the Kalee nuddee 
for some distance and joins it in pergunnah Kassgunj of zillah Etah. 
These two last mentioned streams are the only ones of any importance^ 
the others being drainage watercourses^ flooded during the rains, and 
dry for the rest of the year. There is a handsome iron suspension bridge 
over the Neem nuddee at Mulsahye, built by Government in 1841 at a 
cost of Rs. 30,387, and a masonry bridge over the Kalee nuddee at Hyd- 
ramye, built by Government in 1830 at a cost of Rs. 84,814. These bridges 
are on the old road from Coel to Futtygurh via Kassgunj, which is not 
much frequented now, as the traffic has been diverted to the Grand 
Trunk Road. The latter road traverses the district from north-west 
to south-east for a distance of nearly 60 miles. The branch road from 
Coel to Agra via Hattrass, traverses the district for 28 miles. Both these 
roads in this district are in charge of the Executive Engineer of the 5th 
Division Grand Trunk Road. Besides these, there are the following 
important thoroughfares which are in charge of the Road Fund committee. 
1, From Coel to Ramghat on the Ganges, passing by the large towns of 
Hurdooagunj and Atrowlee, and crossing the Kalee nuddee by a hand- 
some masonry bridge, built by Mr. E. F. Tyler in 1851, at a cost of Rupees 
13,000 ; this road is twenty-four miles long, and is metalled for eleven 
miles. 2, From Coel to Muttra vi4 Uglas ; this is a new metalled road, 
passing by Uglas and Byswan, twenty-two miles long. 3, From Coel to 
Tejpoor in the direction of Anoopshuhur ; this road is metalled and is 
twelve miles long. 4, From Moorsaun to Hattrass ; a metalled road of 
nine miles, and a continuation of the same road, unmetalled, but raised 
and bridged from Hattrass via Secundra Rao to Kassgunj, a distance of 
thirty-five miles. 5, From Coel to Tuppul via Khyr, a bridged and raised 
though unmetaUed road, of thirty miles. 6. From Coel to Kassgunj, a 
distance of about thirty miles, of which seven miles is the Grand Trunk 
Road, the Kassgunj road diverging from it at Funeytee, seven miles from 
Coel ; this is also unmetalled, but bridged and raised. 7, A new road 
from Coel to Suheswan, diverges from the last road, and crosses the 
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Kalee and Neem nuddees. Over the former nuddee a large bridge is 
being built by Mr. Tyler by subscriptions from the neighbouring talook- 
dars and zemindars ; and over the latter, the talookdars of Bhumoree 
Nah, near whose residence at Bheekumpoor the road passes, are build- 
ing a very substantial and expensive bridge. Besides these principal 
thoroughfares there is a regular net-work of smaller roads, connect- 
ing the chief villages of the district with the bridges on the Ganges 
Canal. 

18. This canal enters the district at the north in pergunnah Birow- 
lee, and runs through that pergunnah, and pergunnahs Moorthul, Jullalee 
and Akberabad in one line as far as Nanown on the Grand Trunk Road 
in pergunnah Akberabad. Here a branch canal diverges to Etawa, run- 
ning through pergunnahs Jullalee, Talooka Hussyn and pergunnah 
Marhera, whilst the main line proceeds through pergunnahs Akberabad 
and Secundra Rao. The total length of these lines in this district (belong- 
ing to the 4th, 5th and 6th divisions) is about 120 miles. The land 
occupied by the canal in the district, as yet, is 2,480 acres, for which 
compensation has been granted to the zemindars to the amount of 
Rupees 6,399. 

19. At the commencement of our rule, the face of the district was 
covered to a great extent with heavy dhak * jungle ; and extensive jheels. 
These have generally given way to the increase of cultivation, and what 
remains is fast disappearing. The chief products of the district are cot- 
ton, indigo and grain. The method of cultivation is the same as describ- 
ed in paras. 95 to 100 of Mr. Montgomery's Report on the Statistics of 
the Cawnpore district, and a detailed account of it is therefore unneces- 
sary in this place. 

20. By the census taken on January 1st 1853, the population of 
the district was found to be 11,34,565. Of which 10,13,354 (or 89 per 
cent.) are Hindoos, and the rest Mahommedans. The agricultural popula- 
tion was found to be about 47 per cent, and the non-agricultural 53. A 
detailed statement of the census is subjoined.

There are thirty-seven manufactures of raw saltpetre in this dis- 
trict, in which it is supposed that 50,000 maunds are produced yearly. 
There are only two refining manufactures, one at Eckree and the other in 
Mahrera. Most of the raw saltpetre, after a single refining is exported 
to Futtygurh, from whence after having been double-refined it goes to 
Calcutta. That which is double-refined here, is sent direct to Calcutta. 
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24. In 1849^ a Dispensary was established in this district, through 
the exertions of Mr. George Blunt, Civil and Session Judge, by sub- 
scriptions from European and Native residents, amounting to Rupees 
8,625. In 1851, it became a Government Dispensary, and a committee 
was appointed for its management, consisting of the Judge, the Magis- 
trate and Collector, and the Civil Surgeon. The following establishment 
was allowed by Government. : 

Superintendent Civil Surgeon, Rs. 30 

Sub- Assistant Surgeon, „ 150 

Subordinate establishment, „ 40 

Two Vaccinators, „ 20 

Bazaar Medicines and Dieting, „ 30 

Total monthly, Rs. 270 

There are Branch Dispensaries at Hattrass and Secundra Rao, 
provided with native doctors and dressers, at a monthly charge for both 
of Rupees 52. 

The present Sub- Assistant Surgeon is Baboo Taruk Chundur Lahory ; 
he has been in charge for two years, and bears a .good reputation for 
skill and attention to his duties.

LAND REVENUE. 



25. After the conquest of this district^ the Governor General issued 
orders to the officecs in ch^i:ge to form an immediate settlement for the 
term of one year, on thp most fair and moderate terms. It was left to 
their discretion to settle immediately with the actual proprietors or with 
amils of respectability, or to entrust the settlement and collections to 
tehseeldars. In all practicable cases security was to be required, sepa- 
rate engagements were to be taken for land and sayer revenue, and 
a proelamsMbion was to- be issued' remitting all arrears of revenue due 
to the Mahratta Government. Acting upon these instructions, Mr. 
Cunyngham, Collector of Etawa, reported in May 1804 that he had form- 
ed the settlement of the Ferosabad division of the conquered provinces 
for V21 1, almost entirely with farmers. Pergunnahs Muhabun, Maat, 
Sonye, Ryah, Suhpoo, Hussungurh and talookas Karus and Jooar were 
farmed to Dya Ram of Hattrass, and Rajah Bhugwunt Singh of Moor- 
sftun, and their ancestral lands of Hattrass^and Moorsaunwere confirmed 
to them on the same terms on which they had held them under Perron. 
Pergunnahs Sydabad and Kundolee were farmed to Poorun Chund, a 
banker of M|iihabun, and pergunnah Bah Pinahut (which had been tem- 
poitfurily. attached to the Feriozabad division of the conquered provinces 
but was transferred to the Agra di$trict in 1805,) was farmed to Brij- 
basee Lall. Ferozabad and Jelaysur were held Umanee, and settled with 
the talookdars and zemindars,, and in cases where the latter refused to 
engage, with farmers. The settlement of the pergunnahs of the Coel 
division of the conquered provinces for 1311 wi|s made by Mr. Russell, 
chiefly with the zemindars on the Umanee system^ the ameens appoint- 
ed beijig allowed 10 per cent, on the collections. Owing to the commo- 
tions which prevailed, he was unable to. form, any regular settlement ; 

all. that, he could dp. was tp. entrust to the. amefin. the. assessment upon 
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the crops, os to collect according to the assessments of past yeats. He 
was obliged to farm the pergunnafas of Kbyr, Nohjheel and Ahar Mullik- 
poor with the view of expelling the enemy and rebels from those places 
by the £Eu:mer's assistance ; and the pergunnahs of Shikarpoor, Peetmn- 
poor, and Burowlee being held by Doondey Khaa ia rebellion^ it was. of 
eonrse impossible to form any settlement for them. The settlement of 
the Secundrabad division was made by Colonel Ochterlbny, the Resident 
ef Delhie^ on the Umanee system. 

26. On the 11th of October 1804 the Commander-in-Chief issued 
the following directions to the Collectors of the conquered districts for 
the fDrmation of the settlement of 1212 F. S* Lands were to be leased 
at a fair assessment by a comparison of the jummabundee of each village 
for some years back. In all possible cases the settlement was to be made 
with the zemindars and they were to be encouraged by an easy rent. 
Nankar not exceeding 10 per cent, was to be deducted from their jumma, 
and engagements taken for the residue according to Regulation YIIL 
of 1793. If subordinate proprietors existed in a talooka^tfae settlemeut 
was to be made with them^ and in any case with the parties in possession. 
Security equal to one-fourth of the annual jumma was to ba taken from 
the parties settled with^ the jumma was to be exclusive of sayer, aad the 
zemindars were forbidden to collect duties. Ifiliie event of any zemindar 
refusing to engage^ his estate was to be held Khass^ but the usual Nankar 
was to be paid; to him. The proprietors of Huzoor Tehseel estates 
were bound to keep up an efficient police in their villages^ and in the 
]!est of the district tehseeldars were to be appointed who should roceive 
H^ per cent on the collections to cover all charges, balances and police- 
expenses, except in towns and gunges the police of which Govexnment 
undertofok. The tehseeldars were to give good security' equal to liieir 
lliigest kist^ and were to be responsible for the preservation of the peace. 
Canoongoes were to be retained, but they were no kmger to be consi- 
dered depositaries of laws and usages, but only to assist in keeping the 
accounts and: fricming settlements. 

27. Although it was evidently the wish of Government that settle- 
ments shomld be formed with the zemindars, it was found advisable in 
consequence of the stormy st^e of the times to continue the practice of 
giving most of the pergunnahs in farm to talookdars and others who 
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were able to preserve order within the limits of their farms. Accordingly 
Dya Ram^ Bhugwunt Singh and Hurkishun Singh of Byswan^ were 
confirmed in the possession of their several farms with the addition of 
Sydabad and Kundolee. Bah Pinahut was farmed to Sheonundun Dite- 
hit, Dewan of the Budowria Rajah. It is difficult to ascertain what the 
actual jumma was for these two annual settlements, for the jumma as re* 
ported by the Collector was what he called the Kham jumma and inclu- 
ded all sums on account of nankar^ huk tuhseel^ and Canoongoes' and Chow- 
dries' allowances, deductions for which were made at the period of collec- 
tion, upon no fixed principle apparently. But in a statement furnished 
to the Board of Commissioners on the 4th of November 1814, by Mr. C. 
F. Ferguson, the Collector, I find the demand for 1803-4 or F. S. 1211 
set down at Rupees 18,92,249-15-1, and for the succeeding year at Rupees 
19,86,483-4-3. Light as this assessment was, not much more than three- 
fourths of the demand were realized, and remissions were granted to the 
extent of Rs. 9,78,439-10-6 for both years. These heavy losses in the 
revenue arose chiefly from the injury done to the crops by the marching 
of troops during the rebellion of Doondey Khan, and the irruptions of 
Ilolkar and Ameer Khan, and by large bodies of bunjarrahs traversing 
the district to and from the Commander-in-Chiefs camp at Muttra and 
Bhurtpoor with convoys of grain. The devastation caused by the bun- 
jarrah cattle is thus described by the Collector in his letter of 3rd Jan» 
uary 1806: "Wherever they move the destruction of the crops marks 
" their progress. They not only destroy on the line of march extending 
" on both sides for two or three miles and even more, but when they arrive 
at the end of the day's journey they are turned loose into the cultivated 
fields and eat and destroy the whole of the crops. Nor can the zemin- 
dar prevent the injury which he must sustain; for the bunjarrah cattle 
are attended by three or four thousand men, who not only disregard the 
representations of the suffering zemindar, but not unfrequently add 
personal violence and the destruction of his village to that of his crops. 
No measures can possibly be adopted by Government to prevent the 
*' abuses which these people commit without the risk or perhaps certain- 
'* ty of the loss of their services."

28. The system of giving advances to the zemindars to enable them 
to bring their lands into cultivation, was introduced in this district from 
the commencement of our rule. It was perhaps necessary at first owing 
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to the impoverished condition of the landholders^ and to the difficulty 
they experienced in borrowing in these troublous times from men of 
capital. But the system of tukkavee soon became rather a source of 
emolument to the native officials than a privilege to the landholders. As 
early as July 1810 the Collector, Mr. C. Elliott, wrote to the Board of 
Commissioners on this subject as follows : " The tukkavee accounts are 
now so very voluminous that I am anxious to reduce them, and having 
used every endeavour to realize the amount of the old balances, I trust 
" that the Board will recommend their remission. The Board are aware 
*' that the advances were merely a manoeuvre of the tehseeldars to get 
rid of balances of revenue, and sometimes amounted nearly to the whole 
jumma of the estates;' to realize such arrears is wholly impossible." In 
April 1816 the Board of Commissioners found it necessary to issue a 
circular declaring that they had reason to believe that the distribution 
of tukkavee was occasionally perverted by ttie native officers, both 
sudder and mofussil, into a source of private emolument, and calling the 
attention of Collectors to the important object of securing to the land- 
holders the full benefit of the advance. It was stated in this circular 
that an assertion had been made to the Board that a zemindar, whose 
proportion of the tukkavee now in distribution amounted to Rs. 45, was 
charged at the sudder cutcherry a discount upon it of Rs. 13. Besides 
the remission of land mentioned above, balances of tukkavee to the 
amount of 6,975 on account of 1211 and 1212 were also remitted. These 
remissions were unavoidable, as during Doondey Khan's rebellion two of 
the ameens through whom the advances had been made had been im- 
prisoned and plundered, and one, the ameen of Dubhaee, had been mur- 
dered by the rebels. The charges of collection (according to the state- 
ment above mentioned) were Rupees 1,66,278-11-1 for F. S. 1211 and 
for the following year Rs. 1,95,445. 

29. Regulation IX. of 1805 was now passed, directing a triennial 
settlement of the conquered provinces to be made with the zemindars or 
other actual proprietors of the soil, from F. S. 1213 to 1215 ; at the 
expiration of which years, another settlement was to be concluded with 
the same persons (if willing to engage) for a further triennial term, viz. 
from 1216 to 1218; the jumma being formed by taking the difference 
between the annual amount of the first lease and the actual yearly pro- 
duce of the land at the time of its expiration, and adding two-thirds of such 
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diffeKnoe to the aniaual rent of the first lease. After 1218^ a new settlement 
was to be conclutled with the saine persons for afurther period of four years» 
1219 to 1222, the jumma being formed by adding to the annual rent of the 
second three years^ three-fourths of the net increase of revenue during 
one year of that period. Engagements for the revenue were to be taken 
in Lucknow rupees. Previous to this the landholders paid their revenue 
in five different sorts of rupees, viz. Furruckabad, Hattrass^ Muttra> 
Deeg, and Bindrabun^ and the deductions for butta were as follows : 

Furruckabad^ .... Rupees 181 per cent. 

Hattrass, 2 9 4 

Muttra, 8 3 7 

Deeg, 12 1 

Bindrabun, 16 7 2 
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30. On the eth July 1806 the Collector, Mr. C. Russell, reported the 
completion of the triennial settlement. Notwithstanding the repeated- 
ly expressed wishes of Government that the settlement should be made 
with the zemindars, he not only kept Dya Ram, Bhugwunt Singh and 
Hurkishun Singh in possession of their several farms, but also farmed 
some other pergunnahs, viz. Dubhaee to Thakoor Murdan Ally Khan, 
Ahar Mullikpoor to Akber Ally Khan, Nohjheel and Khyr to Runmust 
Khauj and Chundos to Poorun Chund Puchowree. He appears to have 
been impressed with the idea that it was necessary to conciliate these 
powerful chiefs at any cost, and without regard to the condition of the 
unfortunate village proprietors who were exposed to the tender mercies 
of rapacious farmers. To shew how little he understood the rights of ze- 
mindars, I quote from a letter of his to the Board of Revenue, dated 28th 
June 1806, on the subject of objections having been raised by zemindars 
to the grant of their lands in jagheer to Gopal Kishun in reward for servi- 
ces rendered by him to the British Government. "Any objections of the 
" zemindars upon occasions of jagheer are erroneonsly founded, their 
rights are preserved and secured to them and any oppressive grievances 
can be redressed by law. The right of soil indeed rested formerly 
solely and exclusively with the King, and not with the immediate land- 
" holders. I am not aware therefore of any obstacle to Government 
" granting in jagheer any lands which they may think proper in this 
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^^ country, nor can the objections of the zemindars be considered valid." 
The Board in reply stated that they did not concur in the C<^ctor's opi« 
nion regarding the rights of zemindars, and declared that ^'the grant of 
*' jagheers except in cases where Government is the actual proprietor of 
** the soil is objectionable, inasmuch as it tends to affect the rights of 
'' individuals. In case, therefore, the zemindars, with whom the settle* 
ment has been concluded of the villages proposed to be granted, will not 
assent to the grant, the Board are of opinion that those villages should 
not be granted, as Government by such grant wonld be hereafter em- 
barrassed as soon as the rights of the zemindars are better understood 
by them." 
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3L Although the Collector was so unmindful of the interest of the 
inferior proprietors, he was quite aware of the defective title by which 
the talookdars held their large possessions. In April 1808, he writes 
thus to the Board of Commissioners ; '^ It is notorious that in the majori* 
** ty of the talooks and the nominal zemindarry estates of otnr principal 
** landholders the proprietary right in the soil is not vested in the 
** possessions* A vast proportion of the lands have been successivdy 
<' annexed to their estates from time to time through intrigues and by 
means of that power and influence which they have possessed. They 
have taken advantage of the distractions and revolutions whidi have 
prevailed, and have in many instances founded their own consequence 
and authority upon the weakness of the ruling power. The talocdc* 
dars possess pottahs granted under former Governments, in which they 
me styled zemindars and talookdars, and they attach the validity 
^' of regular sunuds to them." More than iorty years after the date of 
this letter, the claims of the talookdars in this district to the abscdute 
proprietary right of the whole of their talookas, were finally negatived 
by the civil courts, as will be seen further on in the detailed account of 
pergunnah Moorsan. 

32. This triennial settlement was formed chiefly on a progressive 
jumma; the assessment for the first year or 1218 F. S. was flxed at Rs. 
23,56,463-11-9; for the second year at Rs. 24,21,574-11-3, and for the 
third at Rs. 24,57,253-7-9. The average yearly charge for collection 
for the three years was Rs. 2,03,361-13-0. The number of persons 
engaging as proprietors of the land was 827. 
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33. As Government had relinquished all sayer profits, and the 
zemindars had been forbidden to make any sayer collections, deductions 
on this account were allowed to them in this settlement. The sums 
granted to some of the chief talookdars, as compensation for the 
abolition of rahdarry and gunj duties, were very considerable, being in 
the case of Thakoor Dya Ram of Hattrass Rs. 20,000 per annum, and 
of Rajah Bhugwunt Singh of Moorsan, Rs. 10,000. There is reason 
to believe that notwithstanding their liberal treatment, Dya Ram and 
Bhugwunt Singh continued till the fall of Hattrass to levy road and gunj 
duties in defiance of the orders of Government. 

34. Very heavy balances occurred during the period of this settle- 
ment, and the remissions granted by Government were on a most liberal 
scale. In 1806, the sum of Rs. 1,88,278 was remitted for injury done 
by the marching of troops, and Rs. 60,980 for damage alleged to have 
been caused by field mice, (under the name of mooshkhooree,) and in 
1808 Government granted a remission of 3 annas per rupee to land- 
holders in estates which had suffered materially from the late drought, 
and of which the general resources were insufficient to enable them to 
pay the balances. It is very doubtful whether these remissions were 
allowed to benefit the village zemindars and ryots, by whom they were 
most needed. Mr. W. H. Trant, acting Collector in 1808, in writing 
to the Board of Commissioners on the subject of these recent remissions, 
expresses himself thus ; '' From the frequent complaints which have been 

made to me, and from the investigation of some of them, I am convin- 
ced that the intention of Government has been nearly rendered 
'' abortive, and that of the considerable remissions which have been 
" authorized in this district, a very small proportion has been granted to 
^' the inferior classes of zemindars and ryots, for whose relief I conceive 
"the indulgence of Government to have been intended." Besides 
these remissions of land revenue, considerable remissions of tukkavee 
balances were granted, so that it is not surprising that for the first five 
years of our rule in this district no sales for arrears of revenue were 
found necessary. 

35. In the meantime the Board of Commissioners appointed by 
Regulation X. of 1807, for the superintendence of settlements in the ced- 
ed and conquered provinces, commenced operations by informing the 
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Collector that they expected to arrive at Allygurh in December of 
that year, in the course of their tour^ and requiring from him an immediate 
report on the resources of his district; and the practicability or otherwise 
of forming a permanent settlement. The Collector in reply stated that 
the district was in a very uncultivated and depopulated condition in 
consequence of former misrule^ and owing to the ravages of famine in 
1783 and 1793^ to the events of war and to the habits of the people 
which led them to emigrate and enter into foreign services as soldiers 
of fortune. He calculated that the culturable land was about 3-5ths of the 
total area^ that much of it was at present uncultivated^ but was gradual- 
ly being reclaimed, and he estimated that in six years an annual 
addition of eight lacs might be expected to the revenue. With 
reference, therefore, to the present impoverished state of the district^ 
and to the imperfect knowledge then possessed of the different tenures, 
he thought it would be impolitic to conclude a permanent settlement 
and recommended another triennial one. The Board directed that the 
settlement should be made in the case of farmers only, for three years, 
but in the case of actual proprietors for three years with a stipulation 
that the jumma assessed for the last year should remain fixed for ever, 
in case the zemindars were willing to engage for the payment of the 
public revenue on thei^ terms in perpetuity, subject to the sanction 
of the Court of Directors. This sanction was wisely withheld. The 
following is an abstract of the Board*s instructions for the formation 
of the new settlement. It was to be made in all practicable cases with 
the actual landholders, who were to be allowed 10 per cent, on the 
jumma as proprietary profits, and five per cent, for expenses of collection. 
Where separate shares existed in a village, engagements were to be 
taken for each share with the person in possession, and his land was to 
be held exclusively responsible for the revenue assessed upon it. Wliere 
shares had not been separated, engagements were to be taken from the 
whole of the partners specifying the proportion of revenue payable 
by each sharer ; but the estate was to be considered a joint undivided 
estate, liable to be sold for arrears of revenue as an entire estate. Mai- 
goozars were to give security equal to one-fourth of their jumma. The 
Board expected a considerable increase to the revenue, to secure which 
they instructed the Collector to form his new jumma by the . following 
curious process. Two-thirds of the difference between the jumma of the 
past settlement and the actual yearly produce of the land at the expira- 
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tioQofthat settlement were to be added to the past jumma, and the 
total was to be the future jumma. All pottahs to malgoozars were to 
be issued direct fix>m the Sudder office and not through the tehseeldars 
as formerly. Two canoongoes were to be appointed in each pergunnah 
on Rs. 30 per months whose duties were to be, to keep a counterpart 
wasil^bakee, to record maafee lands and their escheats, to keep a list of 
putwareea. a register of pottahs and transfers of estates ; to attest such 
transfers without fee, to furnish all local information within their cogniz- 
ance, to assist at and record all admeasurements of land, and to report 
the deaths of malgoozars and the names of their heirs. The tehseel- 
dary system prescribed by Regulation XXI. of 1806, substituting fixed 
salaries for the commission of ten per cent, hitherto received by 
tehseeldars and depriving them of police powers, was introduced with 
this settlement. 



96. Mr. Russell had scarcely begun the new settlement, when he 
was appointed Judge and Magistrate of Cawnpore; Mr. W. H. Trant, 
an Assistant Secretary to the Board of Commissioners, was appointed to 
officiate as Collector, and he took up the work of settlem^it (under the 
immediate superintendence of the Board, who were at that time in camp 
in this district,) so zealously that in the two months during which he 
officiated, he concluded the settlement with village zemindars of the 
pergunnahs of Muhabun, Maat, Sonye, Ryah, Sydabad, Hussungurh, 
Goreye and Suhpoo, lately held in farm by the Jat chiefs, Dya Ram, 
Bhugwunt Singh and Hurkishun Singh. This assessment of these per- 
gunnahs for the last year of the settlement, or F. S. 1218, exceeded the 
jumma paid by the farmers by the sum of Rs. 3,52,435; and yet he 
states that the zemindars, so far from thinking themselves over-assessed, 
were rejoiced at being delivered from the oppression and exactions of 
the late farmers. Mr. Trant found it necessary to suspend the teh- 
seeldars of Moorthul, Secundra Rao, Jelaysur, Nohjheel and Atrowlee, 
and the pewan, serishtadar and nazir of the Sudder office. He was 
succeeded on 20th December 1808, by Mr. C. Elliott, who finished the 
settlement of the district by the end of the following year. The jumma 
for F. S. I2I6 was fixed at Rs. 26,03,824-14-4; for 1217 at Rs. 
98,60,061«4-6, and for 1218, Rs. 31,03,792-14-4. The number of persons 
admitted to engage for the revenue was increased to 3,324. 



LAND REVENUE. 37 

37. It is impossible that the settlement of a large districts yielding 
a revenue of more than thirty lacs of rupees> could have been concluded 
by a single officer burdened with the other duties of a Collector's c^ce 
in the short space of eight months^ with due regard to the interests of 
Government and the people. It is not surprising, thereforcj to find that 
the Board's wishes regarding the recognition of the rights of separate 
shares were overlooked in this district. This was afterwards brought 
to the notice of the Board by the Collector, Mr. T. Fortescue, in 1810, 
who whilst regretting the frequency of sales, suggested that the Board 
might focilitate the separate possession and responsibility of putteedard, 
when he believed that fewer instances of sale would occur, or only of the 
rights of individual defaulters. The Board accordingly issued a cir<?u- 
lar order on the 13th November 1810, declaring that the admission of one 
person to engage exclusively for an estate at the expired settlements, 
did not bar the admission at any subsequent period of as many puttee* 
dars as might choose to claim it, notwithstanding a denial of their title 
by such single engaging proprietor. The collectors were authorized to 
receive claims to admission and submit them for the consideration of the 
Board. But before this order could be carried out, much mischief ha4 
already been done by the internal quarrels of the proprietary communi- 
ties. 

38. Another and still greater cause of distress to the people and 
loss to Government, was the system of taking security for one-fourth 
of the revenue from the zemindars. The evils of this system were 
thus exposed by Mr. H. Newnham, in his address to the Board of 5th 
January 1811: — '^In this district many estates are confessedly in the 

actual possession of the securities, in some cases on the strength of 
the security bond, in others by kutkennah^ Possession of the 
'' securities on whatever grounds, is equally injurious to the landholders 
''and to Government A process is issued to the landh<^er who 
'' attends and says he is not in possession ; the security is th^n called 
'' upon, who frequently confesses possession but complains of loss, 
*' claims a settlement of accounts and advances a variety of private 
^igagements and pecuniary concerns. Legally, if the security has 
paid a fourth of the revenue for which he is responsible, he is released 
from «very public demand. Supposing him to have paid the fourth, 
** but to have realized the whole demand from the estate, in which way 
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'' is the revenue recoverable ? The ruin of the estate is too often the 
object of the security, and possession gives him full means to effect 
that purpose. As many talookas have arisen through this cause, the 
landholders of large estates become security to ruin the smaller 
zemindars, and thereby increase their estates by the purchase of the 
former zemindar's lands. The sufferings of the former class from this 
one cause are numberless, and I have reason to believe that nearly 
one-eighth of the whole landed property in this district is in this 
predicament." The Board replied, that they were aware of the 
inconveniences to which landholders were exposed by the requisition 
of security and, contemplated proposing to Government from the expira- 
tion of the present leases, the exemption of actual proprietors of land 
from the necessity of furnishing it But it was not till November 1817, 
that the Board authorized the Collector to dispense with the requisition 
of security in cases where it appeared unnecessary for the safety of the 
revenue. 

39. This settlement appears to have worked worst in the pergun- 
nahs hitherto held in farm by the talookdars, and the reason of this can 
not be given better than in Mr. Newnham's own words, in his letter to 
the Board of Commissioners, dated 30th July 1811, on the subject 
of balances in pergunnah Jelaysur: '' The result has proved that the 
'^ annual increase of the Government demand exceeded the usual course 
of agricultural improvement, without leaving to the proprietor a 
sufficient subsistence and the power of combating the variations of 
season and the market. The change in the management of the lands 
(from farmers to zemindars) appears to have failed in continuing the 
same state of high cultivation ; in the place of a floating capital, of 
the command of labor and all the ready powers of agriculture, men 
who had no wealth but their industry and proprietory rights, were 
introduced, and who could not be expected to be able to entice into 
'^ their villages ryots to cultivate the lands which had been tilled by 
the personal servants of the talookdar as laborers, or as assignments 
in lieu of money wages, which compensation was not omitted in the 
account of the assets. The newly acknowledged zemindars could 
only look to their ryots on whom they increased the demand in pro- 
portion that the Government demand increased towards themselves. 
^' A ryot insolvent through misfortune, or resisting a claim he could 
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*^ scarcely discharge^ soon gave rise to difficulties^ and the ruinous vacancy 
*^ which the flight or death of ryots or laborers occasioned^ was in no 
'^ way to be remedied. If promise of leniency to the extent of 10 or 
'' 12,000 Rs. is not immediately made^ this fine pergunnah will soon 
" present a deplorable aspect of ruin." 

40. The first sale for arrears of revenue in this district was that of 
Mouzah Kujrotee in pergunnah Sydabad; the jumma was Rs. 8,144 
and the balances for 1216 and 1217 amounted to Rs. 9,927-1-6. This 
estate was put up for sale on the 15th June 1810, and no purchasers ap- 
pearing it was bought by Government for one rupee. Next month an 
estate assessed at Rs. 2,400, in arrears to the extent of Rs. 1,988-8-9, was 
bought by Government at auction sale for 5 Rs. In the same year 45 
estates assessed at Rs. 27,868, were put up for sale for arrears amount- 
ing to Rs. 11,253-3-6 and bought for Rs. 2,358-12« Thirty-four of 
this number were purchased by Government at nominal prices. In 
1812-13 fifty-nine villages, assessed at Rs. 53,639, were put up to sale 
for balances amounting to Rs. 18,096-15-6, and were bought for Rs. 
3,558-3-3. Twenty-four of this number were bought in by Government. 
In 1813-14, 122 villages, assessed at Rs. 1,41,891. were put up to sale for 
balances amounting to Rs. 1,35,301-3-5 and bought for Rs. 7,310. Of 
this number eighty-two were bought in by Government at Rs. 5 each. 
In October 1813 the Board of Commissioners directed the Collector in 
future not to propose lands for sale, which he knew would not be sold ; 
but this direction appears to have been overlooked, for the records of 
the following years contain statements of hundreds of villages put up 
for sale unsuccessfully. Not so much harm as might have been expect- 
ed was done by this multiplicity of sales. Few estates were purchased 
and the remainder were re-settled in many cases with the original zemin- 
dars at reduced jummas. In other cases, where they were temporarily 
re-settled with farmers, they were subsequently restored to the real 
proprietors on their paying up the balances for which they had been 
sold. In fact the zemindars seem to have regarded the sale regulation 
as a kind of Insolvent Act, which released them from their embarrass- 
ments, and gave them a fresh lease of their villages on more favorable 
terms. Another device which they occasionally resorted to, was the 
throwing up of their engagements, in hopes of thereby compelling the 
revenue authorities to lower the demand. This practice became so 
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general that the Board of Commissioners found it advisable to issue a 
circular, on 17th February 1817, directing that in cases where zemindars 
gave in their resignation, in hopes of the assessment being lowered, the 
Collectors should make it a rule to settle with farmers, and not to 
re-admit the zemindars on a lower assessment 

41. The next settlement was a quartennial one, from 1219 to 1222, 
and was formed by the Collector, Mr. C. F. Ferguson, in 1812-13 on 
the same principles as the preceding triennial settlement. The 
revenue was slightly increased, and the number of proprietors admitted 
to engagements, rose to 4,612. The charges of collection were consi- 
derably decreased. Heavy balances occurred during this settlement, 
and though large remissions were allowed by Government, it was found 
necessary in numerous instances to resort to the process of sale or to 
the re-settlement of over-assessed estates. The accounts of re-settlement 
of farmed villages exhibited a decrease in the demand to the extent of 
Rs. 90,443-4-6 in 1219, of Rs. 23,474 in 1220, and Rs. 1,03,600-5-6 in 
1221 F- S. 

42. Hitherto no steps had been taken for the demarcation of village 
boundaries, and the zemindars had been left to settle the matter 
amongst themselves. This was a fruitful source of affrays, and with 
the view of obviating the injurious effect of disputed boundaries, the 
Board of Commissioners issued a circular, on the 6th February 1813, 
directing Collectors to record the limits of each estate in future pottahs 
and kubooliyuts, and to have proper landmarks fixed on the grounds 
prevtotis to a final conclusion of the ensuing settlement 

43. In 1814-15 the Board of Commissioners acknowledged, what 
must have been known to them long before, that the district was too 
large in extent, and the revenue duties of it too heavy, to be properly 
managed by one officer. They therefore deputed two of their Assistant 
Secretaries, Messrs, Calvert and S. M. Boulderson, to take charge of a 
large portion of this district. Pergunnahs Anoopshuhur, Akberabad, 
Gungeeree, Jehangeerabad, Jullalee, Puchlanah, Secundra Rao, w^re 
made over to Mr. Calvert, together with some pergunnahs of zillahs 
Etawa and Futtygurh ; and pergunnahs Sydabad, Kundolee, Muhabun^ 
Maat, Ferozabad, Jelaysar, Ryah, Sonye> and Suhpoo, to Mr. Boulder- 
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son. Mr. Calvert did not remain long in charge^ as he was deputed 
in January 1816 to Suharunpoor, and Mr. Ferguson resumed charge 
of his portion of the district. 

44. The 4th settlement was a quinquennial one, from F. S. 1223 to 
1227, and was made under Regulation X. of 1812 by Messrs. Ferguson, 
Calvert and Boulderson for the pergunnahs under their respective charges. 
This settlement was extended in the ceded pergunnahs for five years by 
Regulation XVI. of 1816, again for five years by order of Government in 
1822 and for a further term of five years from 1236 to 1239, by Government 
orders of 13th April 1826. In the conquered pergunnahs it was extended 
for five years, from 1228 to 1232 by orders of Government in 1818. Soon 
after the formation of this settlement it was found advisable to curtail 
the powers possessed by tehseeldars ; in August 1817 the Board of Com- 
missioners issued a circular forbidding the levying of interest on arrears 
of revenue without the Board's sanction, as the practice had given rise to 
abuses on the part of the tehseeldars ; and in the following month teh- 
seeldars were prohibited, by another circular, from taking mouzahs into 
Khass management without the express orders of the Collector. 

45. On the 4th June 1824 the Governor General passed a resolution 
to the effect that a general re-settlement of the conquered provinces, after 
the expiration of the present leases, was inexpedient, because circumstances 
did not admit of the full and patient enquiry required for such a proceed- 
ing. Therefore the existing settlement was extended for five years, from 
1233 to 1237, and all malgoozars were to hold on at their present rates 
till a detailed revision of the settlement could be made under Regulation 
VII. of 1822. Certain pergunnahs, where glaring errors existed, were 
to be exempted from the rule of extension and immediately re-settled. 
The object of Government was to equalize the assessment rather than 
increase it. The Board in forwarding this resolution expected that the 
Collector would re-settle his district under Regulation VII. of 1822 at 
the rate of Rs. 60,000 per year. At this pace it would have taken about 
40 years to re-settle this district This is a very moderate computation, 
for Mr. E. Stirling, the Collector in 1831, writing to the Commissioner 
of Agra on the 28th of August of that year, states that only 127 villages 
had been settled under that Regulation, which gave a yearly average of 
19 village settlements, at which rate he calculated that the settlement of 
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the whole district would take seventy years. However this slow progress 
does not seem to have been so much the fault of the Regulation, as of the 
inefficiency of the means placed at the Collector's disposal for making 
settlements. Scarcely any extra establishment was allowed in this dis- 
trict> and the Collector's time was too much occupied by the other duties 
of his office, to admit of his giving the requisite attention to the detailed 
and laborious enquiry prescribed by Regulation YII. of 1822. It was 
found at the next settlement of this district, that villages settled under 
this Regulation were generally over^assessed. Mr. H. Rose, in reporting 
the settlements of pergunnahs Jullalee, Akberabad, Secundra Rao and 
Marh^ra in 1839, writes, that '' out of 37 villages settled under Regulation 
'' YII. of 1822, 35 required reduction of revenue to the extent of Rs^ 
6,440 on a jumma of Rs. 47,533. The system of settlement under that 
Regulation undoubtedly tended to cause over-^ussessment, but that sys-^ 
tern, faulty as it was, had not fair play in this district, where the settle* 
'' ment officer, when he was not satisfied with the jumma which his papers 
'' warranted him to demand, was in the habit of appointing native asses- 
'' sors for the express purpose of raising the estimate of assets. That 
'^ under such a method of settlement some estates should have broken 
*' down and others should now exhibit marks of over-assessment is not 
'^ to be wondered at. The matter for surprise is that the whole have not 
'* been ruined long ago.'* 

46. Mr. Stirliug gives the following lamentable description of the 
state of the district in his time :^— '^ The consequence of the inadequacy 
^' of the tehseelee establishments and their inefficiency, has been that al- 
'< most all the villages in this district have been mortgaged, farmed, sold, 
'^ or given over to creditors. A few intriguing dishonest and avaricious 
men have by indirect means possessed themselves of the greater por- 
tion of the most flourishing estates in this district. These changes of 
property have upset all kinds of village rights, and the individual claims 
of cultivators, amongst whom tenfold more distress has been occasion- 
ed than has been experienced in any district of which I have had 
charge."

47. In a subsequent letter to the Commissioner of Agra, dated 19th 
May 1832, Mr. Stirling attributes much of the prevailing distress in the 
country to the abolition of the Benares mint, the bankruptcy of indigo 
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factories^ and the reduced purchases of Government. He stated the 
effects of the abolition of the mint to be^ 1 st, a considerable enhancement 
of the price of coin as compared with silver bullion ; 2nd, an unavoidable 
continued debasement of the currency ; 3rd, a growing scarcity of the cir- 
culating medium ; and he considered the commerce and agriculture of 
the country to have suffered from these causes at the rate of eleven per 
cent, and that the prices of commodities and of grain and labor had fal- 
len to that extent. The bankruptcy of all the indigo manufactures not 
only occasioned the failure of many respectable native houses, but swept 
away a large amount of currency from those channels of circulation, in 
which it had been long employed, and had afforded occupation to the in- 
dustry of a great number of commercial men and agriculturists. Such a 
convulsion caused no inconsiderable distress, but happily the immediate 
loss did not fall with too great a weight on the country. Owing to the 
practice of making large advances, the people had received perhaps more 
than the full price of their labor and commodities, and when the treasure 
usually expended on indigo works ceased to flow, they had only to turn 
their attention to the production of grain. The quantity of indigo an- 
nually produced in the upper provinces was reckoned by Mr. Stirling at 
an average crop of 20,000 maunds, and this at Rs. 200 per maund, made the 
value of the annual supply of indigo about 40 lacs of rupees. The effect 
of the abstraction of this sum from the general commerce of the country, 
must have been immense, for it did not find investment in other channels ; 
it was a sort of foreign capital which nourished so long as it lasted, but 
did not take root in the country. Mr. Stirling calculated the diminution 
of the Company's purchases to be about 10 lacs of rupees annually. 

48« In 1833, Mr. John Thornton was appointed to officiate as Depu- 
ty Collector of AUygurh, and was entrusted with the revision of the set- 
tlement under Regulation IX. of 1833. He joined his appointment in 
December of that year, and remained in charge of the settlement office 
five years^ during which time he finished the settlement of pergunnahs 
Hattrass, Moorsan, Goreye, Hussungurh, Khyr, Chundos, Somna, Coel, 
Atrowlee, Moorthul and the talookas of Bhumoree Nah and Datowlee. 
He also made a summary settlement for six years of pergunnah Tuppul, 
part of the jagheer of the Begum Sombre, which had lapsed by her 
death in 1837. Mr. Thornton was succeeded by Mr. H. Rose, who took 
charge in December 1838, and finished the settlement of the remaining 

g2 
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pergunnahs, viz. Secundra Rao, Marhera, Akberabad, JuUalee and fiurow- 
lee in July 1839- Both Mr. Thornton and Mr. Rose were ably assisted by 
Mr, W. B. Wright, formerly superintendent of the customs line atHansi, 
who was appointed at Mr. Thornton's recommendation in 1837, as 
Assistant in the settlement. In 1840, pergunnah Tuppul was rensettled 
by Mr. Wright at a jumma of Rs, 1,18,206. 

49. By this revision of the settlement a total increase in the assess- 
ment was gained of Rs. 75,785, but this increase was mainly effected on 
the estates of some of the talookdars, who during the past settlements 
had contrived to conceal their real resources : under the new system of 
settlement, such an evasion of the just demand of Government was al* 
most impossible. The settlement officer no longer trusted to arbitrary 
valuations of assets and estimates of area framed by the canoongoes and 
putwarees. Each village was accurately surveyed, measured and map- 
ped, field by field, and the lands divided into four classes with reference to 
their proximity to the village, viz. 1, Bareh lands, or the well-worked 
and well-manured lands close to the village ; 2, Munjhuh lands, or the 
fields immediately beyond the bareh ; 3, Burhah, or those furthest off, 
less valuable as less accessible and being generally unirrigated ; and 4, 
Bunjur or fallow lands. These four classes were comprehended in 
the two great divisions of irrigated and non-irrigated lands, and for each 
class average pergunnah rent rates were framed from the results of a 
careful enquiry into the actual rents paid by cultivators for such lands, 
and by a comparison with the rates in neighboring pergunnahs. These 
rates applied to the areas of each class of land, gave the jummabundee 
or gross assets of each village, and the jumma or Government demand 
was then obtained by a deduction in favour of the zemindars of not less 
than 30 per cent, on the gross assets. This jumma was further tested 
by an examination of the recorded assets of the estate for the past ten 
years, and by the doul or estimate of the tehseeldar. Nothing could 
be more fair than such an assessment, provided that the lands were 
rightly classified. Mr. Thornton and Mr. Rose were careful to satisfy 
themselves on these important points ; pne or two of the talookdars tried 
to obtain easy terms by throwing a great proportion of their lands out 
of cultivation at the time of settlement^ and by stopping up their kutcha 
wells ; but Mr. Thornton readily detected the fraud. The revenue survey 
of this district was made between the years 1833 and 1837. Pergunnah 
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Tuppul was surveyed by Captain Brown, and the remaining pergunnahs 
by Captain Wroughton. In most instances the Khusrehs and field maps 
were furnished by the Survey establishment, but it is to be regretted that 
these important documents were in general drawn up very incorrectly, 
especially the field maps. 

50. A more detailed account of the revision of the settlement will 
be found subsequently in the separate accounts of each pergunnah. The 
settlement was confirmed for thirty years by Act VIII, * of 1846, and has 
worked well ; the jumma is realized without difficulty. Amongst the 
Appendices will be found a statement of sales for arrears of revenue which 
have taken place since the revision of the settlement. In most instances, 
when it has been necessary to have recourse to the processes of farm or 
sale, it will be found that the arrears were caused not by the pressure of 
the Government demand, but by the quarrels or extravagance of the pro- 
prietary community. The extent to which property in land has become 
subdivided since the settlement, owing to the absence of the law of 
primogeniture, has produced in most villages a numerous body of small 
proprietors, whose possessions are inadequate to maintain them in the 
rank to which they aspire to belong. 

51. In the year 1837 occurred a famine, the disastrous efiects of 
which will long be remembered in this district. Sumbut chowranuwe 
is an era from which most of the poorer classes reckon time, and to 
which they refer all their misfortunes. The Government granted a re- 
mission of revenue to the extent of Rupees 87,561, for F. S. 1245. 

52. In April 1852 Mr. E. T. Tyler, the Collector, brought to the 
notice of the Commissioner, the defective state of the settlement records 
as regarded the field maps and lists of fields and cultivators, and the 

. inconvenience consequently experienced in the investigation and decision 
of suits between landlords and tenants. He stated that the malgoozars 
were willing to defray the charges of re-measuring their lands and re- 
casting the maps and tenant rolls, at the rate of two rupees per hundred 
beegahs. To ensurte the work being properly done, without harassing 
the zemindars and cultivators, he suggested that a Deputy Collector 



• The Allygurh settlement holds till July Ist 1868. 
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under Regulation IX. of 1833, and ten Mohurrirs should be temporarily 
appointed for the supervision and testing of the returns made by the 
measurement ameens. This comprehensive plan has not yet been carried 
out so fully and generally as Mr. Tyler wished ; but re-measurements and 
re-formation of the measurement records have been effected in numerous 
villages, and the Putwarees are being instructed in the native method 
of surveying, and no doubt in a few months most of them will be able 
to prepare as good field maps of their villages as the most practised 
ameens. 

53. The establishment of Putwarees has been lately revised and re- 
modelled bj Mr. Tyler. He found that each Putwaree generally held 
the office of Putwaree in several villages, at an inconvenient distance 
from one another ; that the Putwarees often resided in large towns remote 
from the villages in which they held office, so that they were unable to 
obtain that intimate acquaintance with the affairs of the villages which 
is necessary for the effective discharge of their duties ; and that the 
number of estates held by each Putwaree was so unequally distributed, 
that some Putwarees received only a scanty pittance from their fees, 
whilst others enjoyed excessive emoluments and had charge of more vil- 
lages than they could attend to. To remedy these evils, Mr. Tyler 
grouped the villages of this district into small circles of contiguous 
estates, yielding incomes to the Putwarees on various scales from Rs. 90 
to Rs. 1$0 yearly. These he assigned to the Putwarees with reference 
to their previous standing and capabilities, and he required them to take 
up their residence in future in one of the villages composing the circle 
to which they were attached. His attention has also been much direct- 
ed to having the usual diaries and account books properly kept up by 
the Putwarees, and written clearly either in the Persian character or in 
Nagree, instead of the unintelligible Hindee shorthand, or Moondeea 
character, to which Putwarees are generally addicted. 

54. Amongst the Appendices will be found a sketch map, showing 
the present fiscal divisions of the district.

CUSTOMS, EXCISE AND STAMPS. 



55. For the first year after the introduction of the English Go- 
vernment in the district^ the landholders were allowed to collect import, 
export and transport taxes, and other dues within their estates, and 
separate engagements were taken from them for the revenue derived 
from this source. But by Regulation XI. of 1804, the levying of all 
such duties under the denomination of sayer, rahdarry, zemindarry, &c. 
was abolished from the commencement of F. S. 1213. A custom house, 
for the collection of the Government custom upon the import and 
export of certain articles, was established in this zillah (amongst others) 
and the collection of these duties was assigned to the Collector of land 
revenue. This Regulation did not however exempt goods from the 
payment of the established gunj and bazar duties, which continued to 
be levied on account of Government till abolished by Regulation Y I. of 
1805, which submitted town duties on imports into the chief towns and 
cities. The custom house at AUygurh was withdrawn by Regulation 
IX. of 1810; for the five years of its continuance the total receipts were 
Rs. 6,25,756-12-7, and the charges of collection amounted to Rs. 
95,245-14-9. For the same years the receipts of town duties were Rs. 
30,084-14-4, and the charges Rs. 6,343-13-7. Afterwards the town 
duties were farmed, and rose gradually from Rs. 6,200 in 1810 to 
Rs. 12,500 in 1836, in which year they were abolished, together with 
inland custom duties. 

• 
I find from a statement furnished by the Collector in 1836, that no 
less than Rs. 30,344-13 were spent on local improvements in the town 
of Coel, from the produce of the town duties, during the ten years prior 
to their abolition. 
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56. The excise in this district consists of a tax on the manufacture 
and sale of spirituous liquors^ intoxicating drugs and opium. For 
many years the system of farming out these taxes has prevailed in this 
district. No opium is manufactured here ; what is sold to the farmer 
for supply to the retail venders is furnished by the opium agent 
at Ghazeepoor. It is sold to the farmer at Rs. 1 1 per seer. 

57. The Abkaree establishment consists of a darogah at Rs. 15 per 
months and four chuprassees at Rs. 3 each, being a total yearly charge of 
Rs. 324. The following table shews the collections of the Abkaree 
Mehal for ten years from 1842-43 to 1851-52 :

MAGISTERIAL, 



60. In 1804 zillah AUygurh was formed^ and Mr. R. Cunyngham 
was appointed Judge and Magistrate of it By Regulation IX. of 1804, 
the rules for the administration of criminal justice in the ceded provinces 
were extended to the conquered provinces. Government undertook the 
police of all large towns and gunjes, and the district police was entrust- 
ed to the tehseeldars, who were held responsible for the suppression of 
crime in their jurisdictions, and were bound to maintain an efficient 
police establishment, for the expence of which they were paid one half 
per cent, on their collections.

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61. As mentioned in paragraph 1 1, this district was in a very unset- 
tled state for a long time after the conquest^ and the Magistrate's an* 
thority was not thoroughly established in any part of it. Even at his 
head quarters^ the town of Coel^ it was found necessary to proclaim 
martial law. Although quiet was partly restored by the suppression of 
the rebellion of Nahir Ally Khan, the Magistrate was several times 
obliged to call for the assistance of the Military in enforcing his orders. 
In June 1805^ Soondur Singh andDhuUeep Singh, zemindars of Jharkee 
(now in pergunnah Ferozabad of Agra)^ sent an armed force to Jhaje- 
mow^ a village dependant on Jharkee, and plundered it^ carrying off the 
&mily of a person by name Ruttee Ram, whose purohit, or family priest, 
they put to death. DhuUeep Singh was soon after apprehended, but con- 
trived to make his escape before the charge against him was investigated, 
and the Magistrate thought it advisable not to prosecute the matter 
further. However in February 1806, Ruttee Ram petitioned the Judge 
of circuit on the subject, and he ordered the Magistrate to take up the 
case de novo, and proceed in it according to the regulations. A warrant 
was issued for the arrest of the zemindars, but this measure and a subse- 
quent proclamation were of no use. The Magistrate then confiscated 
their lands, and requested the Collector to attach them. The zemindars 
resisted the attachment, and it became necessary to send a military force 
under Lieutenant Ramsay to arrest them and seize their fort. On the 
31st of July an attack was made on their fort, but was repulsed with a 
loss of sixty men killed and wounded. Colonel Blair, commanding at 
Agra, immediately sent a reinforcement of the second battalion fourth 
regiment, with two eighteen-pounders and a company of pioneers ; on 
hearing of whose approach the zemindars evacuated the fort. In 1807, 
Soondur Singh was arrested and brought to trial, but acquitted ; soon af<- 
terwards he died. Dhulleep Singh escaped to Bhurtpoor where he died 
in 1809. Their estates were forfeited and sold. About this time the rebel 
Ubbey Singh, alias Ubboo,gave a great deal of trouble to the Magistrate. 
He was formerly a zemindar in pergunnah Chundos, and became a rebel 
at an early period after the conquest. He attracted so many followers 
that he succeeded in gaining possession of the Ibrt of Chundos, and ex- 
pelling the amil of the Collector. From that time he committed nume- 
rous acts of atrocity, and amongst others, plundered a treasure party on its 
way to Delhi, after killing and wounding several of the burkundaz guard. 
A reward of Rupees 3,000 was offered for his head by the Command* 

h2 
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eMn-Chief. The officer commanding at Allygurh sent a detachment 
against him, with which the troops of the Begum Sombre co-operated 
from the side of Tuppul. The detachment seized the fort of Nurainpoor, 
but Ubboo escaped ; early in 1807, he again appeared and occupied the 
Tillage of Deywa with one hundred and fifty foot and fifteen sowars, 
on which Major General Dickens detached Captain Robertson with two 
companies of second battalion twenty-first regiment to pct against him, 
and he again escaped. By this time he discovered the hopelessness of 
resistance, and began to apply for pardon, which was granted him, in 
1809, on his giving responsible security for the future. 

62. In 1807, Regulation XIV. of that year was passed, relieving the 
tehseeldars of their police duties, and ordering the institution of regu* 
lar Thanah establishments in lieu of the police kept up by the tehseeK 
dars. This measure was carried into effect in this district in 1809 ; thirty- 
eight Thanahs were formed, and the following statement shews their 
names, and the changes which have occurred since their original forma- 
tion :

The police force distributed in these thirty-eight Thanahs, consist- 
ed of one kotwal, one naib kotwal, forty-seven darogahs, thirty-nine 
mohurrirs, eighty-seven jemadars, and one thousand and twelve bur- 
kun dazes, at a monthly cost of Rs. 6,558, or yearly Rs. 78^696. The cost 
of the police under the former system was as follows ;

The new system effecting an annual saving of Rs. 12,324. 
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63. Regulation XIV. of 1807 was not enforced in the pergunnahs of 
Hattrass^ Moorsan^ Byswan, and A wa, held byThakoor Dya Ram^ Raja 
Bhugwunt Singh, Thakoor Uurkishun Singh and Thakoor Heera Singh, 
till the fall of Hattrass in 1817, when a Kotwally establishment was sta- 
tioned at Hattrass, a thanah at Moorsan and at Awa, with chokies at 
Mehndoo, Jooar, and Byswan. 

In 1815, the thanahsof Harunpoor, Soron, and Kassgunj were annex- 
ed from zillah Etawa, and thanah Mahrera from zillah Futtygurh. 

In 1827, the Etawa thanahs were transferred to the jurisdiction of 
the Joint Magistrate of Sirpoora (now Etah). 

In 1837, on the lapse of the jagheer of the Begum Sombre, thanah 
Tuppul was formed. 

64. The attention of the Magistrates of this district was at first 
principally directed to the suppression of the crime of Kuzzakee or 
robbery by mounted highwaymen. This was an evil of no small magni- 
tude ; it is a matter of fact and not a figure of speech, that in those 
days "the highways were unoccupied and the travellers walked through 
bye-ways." The facility of escape into the Begum Sombre's territories, 
the protection alSbrded by the heavy jungles and numerous forts which 
then studded the country, and the ready sale for plundered property, 
contributed to foster this crime which probably had its origin in the re- 
cent disbandment of the Mahratta forces, by which hundreds of merce- 
nary adventurers were left to their own resources. In 1806, the Magis- 
trate reported to Government that the Kuzzaks^ had become so daring 
as to rob and plunder travellers in the extensive plains contiguous to 
Coel, and that he had as a matter of necessity entertained fifty Sowars 
for the protection of the roads. Government immediately sanctioned 
this establishment; and on finding in 1809 that still more vigorous mea- 
sures were required for the suppression of Kuzzakee, and also of Thug- 
gee and Dacoitee which had begun to prevail in these provinces, orde- 
red a corps of irregular cavalry to be raised, under Colonel Gardner, 

* Sir John Malcolm, (Central Tndia, Vol. I. p. 69) speaking of the Cossack inroads of the Mahrattat, adds in a 
note, " The term Cossack is used because it is the one by which the Mahrattas describe their own species of warfiire.. 
Id their language, the word Cossakee (borrowed, like many of their terms, from the MoghuU) means * predatory/ " 
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" for the support of the police and for other local purposes.'' Next year 
Regulation II. of 1810 was passed^ containing very stringent enactments 
against Kuzzaks ; and in the same year the office of Superintendent of 
Police was instituted. One of the first steps this officer (Mr. Guthrie) 
took was to establish a horse patrol of one hundred and forty-five sowars 
from Colonel Gardner's corps, for the protection of the roads in this dis- 
trict. In 1812, he stationed subordinate chokies of burkundazes to co- 
operate with the horse patrols in the suppression of crime along the high 
roads. Even after the adoption of these measures, the roads were so 
insecure that it was the practice of passengers to travel in company, and to 
be convoyed from station to station by parties of the patrols. Colonel 
Gardner's exertions for the suppression of Kuzzakee were completely 
successful ; many of the Kuzzaks surrendered to him and were pardoned 
at his recommendation, on giving security for future good conduct. 
Not content with arresting the offenders themselves, he struck at those 
who sheltered them, and denounced Thakoor Heera Singh, talookdar 
of Awa, as a notorious harbourer of these criminals and participant in 
their spoils. 

65. The Magistrate was ordered by Government to inquire into 
the conduct of Heera Singh, but as no positive proof was elicited against 
him> the matter was allowed to drop. In 1815, Colonel Gardner's corps 
was removed for military service, and was replaced in its police duties 
by a small party of irregular cavalry, and by a detachment of Major 
Lumsdaine's dromedary corps, consistingof two jemadars, two nishanchees 
and forty-six privates. The dromedaries were not found to answer, and in 
1817 the Magistrate was authorized to entertain in their stead, one ris- 
saldar, five duffadars and seventy-two sowars at a monthly cost of 
Rs. 1,615. 

66. In the mean time, whilst Kuzzakee w as being put down with a 
strong hand, every other description of crime was committed almost 
with impunity. On the 23rd February 1809, the Magistrate (Mr. Boss) 
reported to Government that since the 12th of the preceding month, 
three dawks had been robbed not far from Coel ; since the commence- 
ment of the year, three cases had occurred of robbery with murder, and 
thirty-seven without murder ; twenty-four of house-breaking ; eighty-one 
thefts of magnitude ; in all which crimes, six hundred and eighty-four 
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persons were concerned, of whom only seventy were apprehended. The 
old system of police had been abolished and another not introduced in 
its stead. The police still continued under the charge of the tehseel- 
dars, who were now subject to no responsibility on account of the charge, 
and as they knew that they were not long to retain it, they were alto- 
gether careless about the performance of the duties attached to it. In 
the unsettled state in which the district then was, the tehseeldars had so 
much difficulty in collecting the revenue, that it was impossible they 
could attend to any other duty. Two years later the Magistrate report- 
ed, that there was an increasing spirit of disobedience amongst the ze- 
mindars, who all possessed strongholds which enabled them t ) defy the 
officers of police ; and that scarcely a process was issued which was not 
either evaded or openly resisted. In 1814, Ajeet Singh, zemindar of 
Semra, in Kundowlee, plundered a treasure party, wounding two of the 
chuprasees on guard. The Magistrate applied for the assistance of the 
military, and in the mean time sent the darogahs of Sydabad, Itmadpoor 
and Kundowlee with fifty-five burkundazes to act against Ajeet Singh. 
The latter attacked them, killed the darogah and jemadar of Kundow- 
lee, wounded three burkundazes, and took the darogah of Itmadpoor 
prisoner/ After this he remained unmolested in his fort, till a detach- 
ment of two companies of the thirteenth regiment with two six-pounders 
was sent against him under Major Maxwell, when be made his escape 
wA his fort was destroyed. 

67« For many years this district was the bead-quarters of gangs of 
thugs and daeoits> the extent of whose depredations may be inferred 
fr<)m the following extracts from a report by Mr. J. Shakespear, Offici- 
ating Superintendent of Police, dated 30th April 1816, published by Go- 
vernment in that year for general information : — " The most heinous rol>- 
" beries committed in these provinces are perpetrated by gangs of Budhiks 
and Shughal Khors. These gangs ate almost exclusively settled in the 
district of AUygurh,, and in that part of the territory of the Nuwab Vi- 
zier bordering the district of Goruckpoor. After muck enquiry lam 
disposed to believe that the Budhiks of AUygurh and the Shughal Kbozsi 
'' ei Barraitcfa are connected with each other, and are one and the same 
people, the name constituting the sole di;ffievence. Exehisive of the: 
Shughal Khors established in the country of the Nawab Vizier^ the fiolh 
Iqwing tribes are n:otoriou& ijot the. western pcoTincesLi—'l,fiudhika; 
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2, Kunjurs; 3^ Geedeeas ; 4, Boureeas ; 5, Habooras. AH of these subsist 
by robbery^ and are more or less attached to a vagrant life^ eating liie 
flesh of jackals, lizards^ &c. The Budhiks of AUygurh and the Shughal 
Khors of Goruckpoor are outcasts of Moosulman as well as Hindoo 
tribes ; the majority however are Rajpoots. Formerly numbers of 
Budhiks infested different parts of the districts of AUygurh^ Etawa^ 
Furruckabad, and Agra. At present those residing in the North West 
Provinces are settled on the estates of the chieftains of Moorsan, Hat- 
trass, &c., in AUygurh, and some few in the district of Agra. The gangs 
generally make excursions once a year, in the prosecution of which they 
journey several hundred miles. Those in AUygurh have been known 
to range to Suharunpoor, Hurdwar, Lucknow, Allahabad, Benares and 
Jyepoor ; and those in Burraitch to Chupra in the district of Sarun, to 
Huzareebagh in Ramgurh and to Allahabad. The high roads leading 
through Etawa, AUygurh and Furruckabad are for the most part the 
scenes of the atrocities committed by a class of thugs who rob and murder 
on the highways. To so great an extent did this crime prevail in former 
years, that during 1808 and 1809, not less then sixty-seven bodies were 
taken out of wells in the single district of Etawa. The gangs composing 
'^ this class were established and fostered in the estates of the chieftains 
Heera Singh, Bhugwunt Singh and Thakoor Dya Bam, in AUygurh, and 
of Himmut Singh, the former Rajah of Etah in Etawa. In 1811 a Ust of 
sixty-eight persons and several sirdars called jemadars, composing these 
gangs, was given into this office by persons who were induced to deUver 
themselves up to Colonel Gardner under hopes of pardon. They were aU 
Moosulmans, and chiefly of the Me wattee tribe." The chief gangs of Bud^ 
hiks quitted these provinces on the fall of Hattrass, but this district is stiU 
infested (chiefly to the north and west) by small wandering parties of Ha-> 
booras, who are notorious for highway robberies and desperate burglaries. 

The fietU of Hattrass and the subsequent establishment of thanaha 
and chokies in the pergunnahs of Hattrass, Moorsan, Awa and Byswan^ 
effected immediately a reformation in police matters which the Magis* 
trates had hitherto vainly attempted to obtain. The rebellious and dis- 
affected were deprived of their last rallying point ; outlaws lost a refuge, 
inaccessible to our poUce ; and the robber gangs no longer had a safe 
home where they could divide and dispose of their spoUs, and from 
whence they could issue unchecked on their plundering expeditions. 

I 
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68. Hitherto the district had been unmanageably large, extending 
nearly one hundred miles both in length and breadth; the following 
alterations were made in its extent between 1815 and 1817. Thanahs 
Harunpoor^ Soron and Kassgunj were annexed from Etawa, and thanah 
Marhera from Futtygurhin 1815^ and the new thanahs of Hattrass, Moor- 
san and Awa were formed in 1817. On the other hand the thanahs of 
Shaderra, Suhpoo, Ferozabad, and Itmadpoor were transferred to Agra ; 
thanah Parhun to Etawa in 1815, and thanahs Mullikpoor, Ahar, 
Boolundshuhur, Secundrabad^ and Dunkour to Boolundshuhur in 1817, in 
which year also thanahs Burowlee, Danpoor, Ajeetpoor, Kasnuh, Gun- 
geeree and Puchlanah were abolished. These reductions considerably 
lessened the Magistrate's labors, and enabled him to devote more time to 
necessary reforms. 

69. About this time the subject of Suttee began to occupy the at- 
tention of Government. In 1815, the Sudder Court called for yearly 
returns of Suttees. In laying down rules for the guidance of Magis- 
trates on occasions of Suttees, the Court enjoined that no woman should 
be allowed to burn who was under sixteen years of age, or pregnant^ or 
who had a child less than three years old. Four ye^rs afterwards, the 
Court reported to Government that in the zillahs subject to their jurisdic* 
tion. Suttee had increased yearly, as shewn below ;

The Court observed that they were willing to believe that this 
increase might in some degree be ascribed to two causes, viz. to greater 
vigilance on the part of the police in ascertaining and reporting Sut- 
tees ; and secondly, to the effect of the epidemic disease which had pre- 
vailed during the last two years ; but still the fact of the progressive in- 
crease must unavoidably excite a doubt whether the measures, publicly 
adopted with the humane view of diminishing the number of these sacri- 
fices, by pointing out the cases in which the Hindoo law is considered to 
permit them, had not rather been attended with a contrary effect to the 
one contemplated. It was possible that some cases in which the sacrifice 
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may properly take place might be known now, which were not thought 
of before. If otherwise however, and if the two causes first noticed 
were not sufficient to account for the result, the Court feared that the 
only other assignable cause was a spirit of fanaticism rather inflamed 
than repressed by the interference of the public authorities. The Governor 
General in Council concurred in the above sentiments of the Court, and 
was reluctantly led to express his apprehension that the greater confidence 
with which the people performed the rite under the sanction of Govern- 
ment, as implied or avowed in the Court's orders of 1815, combined with 
the excitement of religious bigotry by the continual agitation of the 
question, might have tended to augment rather than diminish the frequen- 
cy of these sacrifices. It is worthy of remark that in 1821, Mr. C. Smith, 
Senior Judge of the Sudder Court, recommended the abolition of Suttee, 
but that the Government thought it unadvisable.

The practice was abolished by Regulation XYII. of 1829. 

70. In 1817, 290 sepoys of the Agra provincial battalion were sent 
to perform the duties of jail, treasury, cutcherry and personal guards 
in this district. The battalion was disbanded in 1831, from which 
time the treasury has been guarded by sepoys of the regiments cantoned 
at AUygurh, and the other duties of the provincial battalion have been 
performed by nujjeebs and burkundazes. 



71. In 1830, thanahs Anoopshuhur, Dubhaee, Khoorjah and Shikar- 
poor, and in 1834, thanah Rubboopora were transferred to Boolund- 

i2 
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shubur; in 1832 thanahs Nohjbeel, Maat^ Muhabun, Hunsgunj, Syda- 
bad and Jelaysur, were made over to Muttra. In 1837, thanah Tuppul 
was formed, on tbe lapse of the jagheer of Begum Sombre. 

72. In 1851, the Magistrate, Mr. E. F. Tyler, made a careful revision 
of the police establishments and jurisdictions. He formed eight police 
divisions, the limits of which were made to coincide with those of the 
eight correspo)»ding Tehseelee divisions, in accordance with the orders 
of Government No. 3019, dated 30th September 1850, and No. 2170, dated 
I6th June 1851. In the Coel division, the chief change was the remo- 
val of the thanah from Hurdooagunj to Juwan, a large village on the 
new road to Moradabad via Anoopshuhur, which from its situation on the 
road side, near the Ganges Canal, is much frequented by travellers and 
will probably soon become a populous town. In the Uglas division, the 
principal police station was removed to Uglas from Hussungurh, and a 
naib darogah's division was formed at Nugla Subbul Gonda, the chief 
mart of the pergunnah, on the road to Nohjheel In Muttra. The 
chokies on the old Coel and Muttra road were also removed to the 
new road. In the Atrowlee division the thanah establishment at Churrah 
was removed to a more central situation at Dadon, a village on the 

road to Suheswan in Budaon. 

» 

Strong chokies, consisting generally of a jemadar, a mududgar (or 
naib mohurrir) and four or five burkundazes, were posted in differ- 
ent parts of the police divisons. At most of these posts, a regular 
diary is kept up, and a copy sent daily to the thanadar, whose duty it 
is after inspecting the copy, and pointing out to his subordinate officer 
any irregularities which he may observe in the proceedings recorded 
in it, to forward it with his thanah diary to the Magistrate's court. 
The jemadars of the chokies are empowered to take depositions in 
eases of heinous crimes, but not to delay in forwarding the parties to 
the thanah. It is their duty to apprehend offenders, and to give instant 
information to the thanadar of all crimes committed within their beat. 

Mr. Tyler also recommended that the tehseeldars should be invested 
with police powers in their several divisions under Regulation XI. of 
1631, and this measure was sanctioned by Government early in 1852. 
The duties of the tehseeldars as police officers are at present con- 
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fined to a general superintendence of the police. On the occurrence of 
any crime of magnitude in their divisions, it is their duty to join the 
thauadar at the spot, and exert themselves to the utmost in the 
investigation of the case. They are also bound to inform the Magis- 
trate of any misconduct on the part of the police subordinate to them. 
The system has hitherto worked very well, and is admirably adapted 
to prevent the suppression of cases of crime either by the zemindars or 
the police. 

73. Previous to 1846, there was no district dawk; the thanah 
despatches being brought to the court by the post when practicable, 
and in other cases by the thanah burkundazes. In 1846, the officiating 
Magistrate Mr. W. Wynyard formed the following establishment :

75. From the above it will be seen that although the crime of 
dacoity may be said to have been suppressed in this district, and 
highway robberies are comparatively rare (considering that there are 
upwards of fifty miles of Grand Trunk Boad and twenty-five of the Agra 
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road besides the great thoroughfares from Agra to Bareilly, and Muttra to 
Soron, Ramghat and Anoopshuhur, traversed occasionally by crowds 
of pilgrims,) the crimes of burglary and theft appear to be on the 
increase, especially during 1852. It is possible that this increase may 
have been caused by recent police arrangements having given the 
people greater facility for reporting crimes, and having made it less easy 
for the village and thanah police to suppress the record of crime, under 
the supervision of the tehseeldars as officers of police and Deputy Ma- 
gistrates. There can be little doubt that formerly the Magistrates were 
not informed of a great proportion of the crimes committed in the dis- 
trict. The chokeydars did their best to conceal crimes, for under the old 
regime to report the occurrence of any heinous crime committed in their 
village was tantamount to sentencing themselves to flogging or imprison- 
ment. In 1828 the Court of Nizamut Adawlut issued a circular order, 
requesting Magistrates not to flog chokeydars more than was consistent 
with a due regard to proper discipline. The Court stated that in one 
district in a single half year no less than 59 chokeydars had been flogged 
for neglect of duty, and that it was the practice of many Magistrates 
regularly to flog the chokeydars, when unable to discover the perpe- 
trators of burglaries and thefts occurring in their villages or mohuUahs. 
Where the system is adopted of fining the zemindars and chokeydars 
on the occurrence of crime (the perpetrators of which are not detected) 
and of punishing the thanadars in whose divisions numerous crimes 
are reported, it may be safely assumed that the thanadar, the zemin- 
dars and chokeydars will combine to keep the Magistrate in ignorance 
of most of the crime that is being committed in his district. 

76. The chief crimes of this district are petty burglaries and thefts, 
and cattle stealing. The worst cases of burglary and highway robbery 
are generally committed by Habooras, a kind of gipsy tribe, notorious 
as vagrants and ruffians and whose sole profession is thieving. These 
Habooras infest those parts of the district which border on Muttra and 
Boolundshuhur ; when disturbed in their avocations by a zealous thana- 
dar they usually cross the boundary into the neighbouring jurisdiction, 
to return again at a favorable opportunity. They are the remains of 
those formidable gangs of Budhiks which made the Allygurh district 
notorious previous to the reduction of Hattrass. In the thanahs to the 
south and east of Coel, the tribe of Aherias (also called Buheliyas) are 
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the perpetrators of most of the cases of burglary and theft They are 
well known as a thieving caste^ but they generally conceal their real oc- 
cupation under the nominal profession of agriculture. The Aheers of 
pergunnah Marhera are great cattle-stealers. The crime of infanticide 
does not prevail in this district so much as in others where there is a 
larger number of high-caste Rajpoots. Few cases are reported. Sui- 
cides are numerous, especially amongst females ; the impelling motive 
appears generally to be a sudden impulse of passion^ or jealousy or revenge, 
and in some few cases self-destruction is effected from fear of shame or 
dread of exposure. 

77. In 1806, it was found that several instances had occurred of per- 
sons killing their children from an impulse of passion, with the intention 
of revenging themselves for an insult or injury offered to them, under the 
idea, that the guilt of the innocent victim's death would be on the head 
of the person offering such insult or injury; to put a stop to this practice 
a proclamation was issued by the Court of Circuit that persons convicted 
of so flagrant and cruel an offence would be invariably punished with 
death. It is to be feared that this crime is still common amongst the 
ignorant and superstitious lower order of Hindoos. This year a woman 
of the bunya caste in the town of Coel was convicted of having delibe- 
rately drowned her child in revenge for ill treatment by her husband and 
mother-in-law, and was sentenced by the Sudder Court to imprisonment 
for life in banishment.

81. The present police force in this district consists of 2 kotwals^ 
2 naib kotwals, 9 darogahs, 6 naib darogahs, 16 mohurrirs, 52 jemadars^ 
33 naib mohurrirs or mudiidgars, and 425 burkundazes ; the cost of the 
esablishment, including stationery and repairs of thanah building being 
Rs. 2,993-8 per month. Besides this force, the mouirted police are of

83. On the formation of this zillah, two small houses were hired to 
be used as a jail. There were only forty prisoners in 1805, but yet this 
temporary jail was not large enough for their accommodation, and was 
also so insecure, that although a military guard was placed over it, fifteen 
prisoners made their escape from it on one occasion. The Magistrate 
brought this to the notice of Government, and he was ordered to send 
in estimates for the construction of a new jail. Some delay occurred in 
this being done and it was not till 1810 that the jail was built by Lieu- 
tenant Fordyce of the Engineers, at a cost of Rs. 33,947-1-2. In 1816 
the adjoining Dewanny jail and Hospital were built by Lieutenant Mor- 
ton of the Engineers at a cost of Rs. 10,853-12-1. 

84. In 1806, the military guard at the jail was relieved from the 
duty of guarding the convicts when employed at work on the roads ; and 
the Magistrate was authorized to entertain burkundazes for this purpose 
at the rate of one burkundaz to four prisoners. In 1817, the military 
guard was withdrawn from the jail, and a guard of sepoys from the Agra 
provincial battalion was substituted for it, till 183 J, when the battalion 

k2 
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was disbanded, and nujjeebs were entertained. The jail establishments 
were thoroughly revised by Mr. Woodcock, Inspector of Prisons, in 1848, 
and are at present of the following strength :

85. I have taken the subjoined tables of the total expenditure 
of the jail and the average annual cost of each prisoner, from 1844 
to 1852 from the reports of the Inspector General of Prisons for those 
years.

86. About a hundred prisoners are employed within the jail in 
the manufacture of coarse cotton cloth and blankets for their clothing, 
gunny cloth for their bedding, tiles for the repair of the roofs of the 
workshop and wards, and sutringees, newar and dosootee cloth for sale ; 
they are also employed in keeping up a vegetable garden in the jail 
compound. They have within the last year been taught to read and 
write Hindee, and this employment of their time after working hours has 
been found very useful in occupying their minds and diverting them 
from their habit of concerting plans of mischief at such hours, as well 
as affording an opportunity of giving these unfortunate outcasts of 
society moral lessons, which perhaps if earlier learned might have saved 
them from crime. 



87. There are now no public ferries in this district. In 1819, by 
Regulation Y 1. of that year^ seven ghauts and fourteen dependant ones, 
in this district were made public ferries. For the first three years the 
collections and charges were as follows :

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88. In 1823 the ferries were farmed to Mr. J. Gardner, of Kass- 
gunj, at an annual rent of Rs. 22,000. In 1832, the ferries which remain- 
ed in this district (after the transfer of a great part of the district to 
other zillahs) were again placed under the Magistrate. In 1837, the 
last remaining ferry, Jussoopoor on the Ganges, was transferred to zillah 
Budaon. 
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89. There were originally two Sudder Ameens in this district^ be- 
sides the covenanted judge and registrar^ for the trial of civil suits.

The Sudder Ameens were allowed each Rupees 50, monthly, for 
their establishments besides the institution fees for themselves, till 1815, 
when by Regulation XXIII. of 1814, sec. 49, the compensation for 
themselves and their establishments was confined to the value of the 
stamps on which the plaints were written, in cases decided by them 
on the merits or adjusted by razeenamuh or compromise. In 1816 the 
Judge reported that the value of the said stamps in the courts of both 
Sudder Ameens amounted to only 927 rupees, of which Rs. 600 were 
disbursed on expences of establishments, leaving 327, or Rs. 27 each per 
month, as the pay of the Sudder Ameens. He recommended that they 
should be allowed each Rs. 23 per month in addition to the stamp fees, 
to ensure their receipt of Rs. 50 monthly. 

90. In 1815, Moonsiffs *were appointed in this zillah under Regula- 
tion XXIII. of 1814; hitherto cazees or native commissioners had been 
employed in the trial of suits, being compensated by institution fees.

1. Secundrabad, Kasnuh and Dunkour. 

2. Boolundshuhur and Ajeetpoor. 

3. Khoorjah, Ruboopoora and Shikarpoor.

6. Atrowlee, Churrah and Burowlee. 

7. Koriagunj, Gungeeree and Puchlanah. 

8. Sasnee and Secundra Rao. 

9. Jelaysur, Hussyn and Parhum. 

10. Muhabun, Sydabad, Maat, and Hunsgunj. 

11. Khyr^ Nohjheel^ Chundos and Hussungurh. 
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91. The number of Moonsiffees was reduced shortly afterwards to 
eight, and in 1817 the Judge reported that only three of the eight had 
causes pending before them. At the revision of the civil establishments 
in this zillah in 1833, there were 7 Moonsiffees, viz. Coel, Khyr, Atrow- 
lee, Hattrass, Kassgunj, Ryah and Jelaysur. In 1846, the two last-named 
Moonsiffees were transferred to zillah Agra. The remaining five Moon- 
siffees are the following :

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94. I now proceed to furnish a more detailed account of each of 
the eight Tehseeldarees in this district, and particularly of the mode in 
which the revision of the settlement under Regulation IX. of 1833 was 
effected in each pergunnah. 

TEHSEELEE AKBERABAD. 

This Tehseelee comprises pergunnahs Akberabad and Jullalee, which 
were or iginally separate tehseels, the head quarters of the Jullalee teh- 
seel being at Pilkhunah. They were united in 1840, and the head 
quarters of the tehseelee were fixed at Akberabad, a village on the 
Grand Trunk Road. 

95. These pergunnahs belong to the ceded provinces. At the 
revision of the settlement under Regulation IX. of 1833, pergunnahs 
Puchlanah and Gungeeree belonged to Akberabad ; they have subse- 
quently been transferred to Atrowlee, and talooka Datowlee annexed 
from that tehseelee. Similarly pergunnah Jullalee contained talooka 
Sasnee, which in 1840 was transferred to Hattrass. Akberabad and Jullalee 
(exclusive of talooka Datowlee settled by Mr. Thornton,) were settled 
by Messrs. H. Rose and W. B. Wright in 1839. 

96. The proportion of irrigation in pergunnah Akberabad at the 
settlement was 59 per cent. Numbers of the estates are of such a nature 
as to render the formation ofkutcha wells impracticable. The Ganges 
Canal will consequently benefit this pergunnah much. 

An increase of Rs. 1.674 was made in the assessment, making the 
rates fall to 1-14-6 and 1-12-6 on the cultivated and Malgoozaree acres 
respectively. 
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97. Talooka Datowlee belongs to an Affghan family descended from 
the same stock as that in talooka Bhumoree Nah in Atrowlea At the 
settlement the proprietor, Mahomed Hnsseyn Khan died soon after sign- 
ing his engagements. His brother Fyz Ahmed Khan (the present ta- 
lookdar) being only 12 years old, the estate was taken into the Court 
of Wards, and Mahomed Daood Khan, one of the talookdars of Bhumo^ 
ree Nah was appointed manager. The mother of Fyz Ahmed Khan is 
Daood Khan's sister, and the widow of his deceased brother is a daugh^ 
ter of Daood Khan. When Fyz Ahmed Khan came of age a few yeoiB 
ago, the estate was released from the trust of the Court of Wards. 
Abderrahman Khan, the father of the present talookdar, increased faiis 
ancestral possessions considerably by the purchase of estates at Govern* 
inent sales for arrears of revenue. At the settlement, the assessment was 
raised from Rs. 15,305 to Rs. 19,475. The percentage of irrigatioii 
was 61. 

98. Pergunnah JuUalee contains the talooka of Gumbheera, more 
commonly known as Bijjeygurh. This belongs to a family of Pooneer 
Rajpoots. Under the Jat Mahratta Governments, their head, Rao Manik 
Singh, was dispossessed, and his talooka was made over to Rajah Bhug- 
wunt Singh of Moorsan. After Bhugwunt Singh's expulsion for rebel- 
lion, the talooka was farmed till 1213 F. S. when Rao Manik Singh was 
admitted to malgoozaree engagements. He was succeeded by his son, 
Rao Khowan Singh, with whom the settlement under Regulation IX. 
of 1833 was made. In 1838 Khowan Singh mortgaged the talooka to 
Maun Singh, Sahookar of Coel, who in 1840, sub-mortgaged it to Mr. 
J. O. B. Saunders, at that time an indigo planter in this district. In 
1852, Rao Khowan Singh obtained from the Principal Sudder Ameen's 
court a decree for redemption of mortgage, but in March 1853 he died, 
leaving as his heirs, his widow, Buldeo Koour, a son Bulwunt Singh 
four years old, and his mother Jeykoour, known as the Ranee Gorahur. 
He left the estate encumbered with debt to the amount of Rs. 75,000. 
The talooka originally consisted of thirty-two villages,, of which eight 
were sold, prior to the revision of the settlement, and five subsequently. 
Of the remaining nineteen several villages are now the property of 
the late Rao*s creditors. In 1853^ the Principal Sudder Ameen's decree 
for redemption of the mortgage was reversed by the Sudder Court on 
appeal, and the possession of the mortgage was upheld. The soils of 
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the talooka are generally good and productive ; at settlement the per- 
centage of irrigation was 76. An increase of rupees nine hundred and 
thirty-two was made in the assessment. 

99. The chief towns in this tehseelee are Akberabad (said to 
have been founded by the Emperor Akber during a hunting expedi- 
tion) ; JuUalee^ which also claims that honor (from his title of JuUaood- 
deen) ; Pilkhunah, a very old village, formerly giving name to a talooka 
farmed at the commencement of our rule, (together with talooka 
Rohunuh), to Thakoor Dya Ram, on whose expulsion it was settled with 
the village zemindars ; Bijjeygurh ; and Koriagunj, founded by an amil 
of the Oudh Government. They are of no importance as places of trade. 
There is a large indigo factory at Burluh, belonging to Mr. E. Tandy, 
who has been for many years a resident of this district. At Burhud in 
this tehseelee a yearly mdla, or religious fair, is held on the 6th of the 
light half of the month Bhadon. This is one of the boundaries of Brij 
MunduL *

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TEHSEELEE ATROWLEE. 

101. This Tehseeldaree comprises pergunnahs Atrowlee, Gungeeree 
and Puchlanah. 

'' The eastern portions of pergunnah Atrowlee, viz. those estates 
which immediately adjoin the low ground in the old bed of the Ganges 
(or Boorgunga) are of the worst description, containing for the most 
part a large portion of sandy and unirrigated land. The low lands 
themselves are not of large extent, but their produce, especially where 
the soil is suited to sugar-cane or to the double crop of wheat and rice, 
is exceedingly sure and abundant. The villages on the extreme wes- 
tern boundary are chiefly of inferior quality, while the remainder of 
the pergunnah is on the whole comparatively good. This pergunnah 
is traversed by three streams, of which the Kalee nuddee skirts the 
western boundary, whilst the Chooya and Neem nuddees enter the 
pergunnah at different points, and after uniting at the village of Roona- 
meye, flow out in a southerly direction. These two last streams do 
not add much to the fertility of the pergunnah, for their overflow in 
the rainy season seems rather to deteriorate than to improve the soil, 
while they dry up so soon as to be of little use except below their junc- 
tion, for the purpose of irrigation. The Kalee nuddee on the other 
hand retains its water through the year, and wheat is consequently 
raised in most places on its banks. But the lands through which it 
flows are not commonly of a superior kind, and they have moreover 
suffered much of late years by the exudation of soda which has caused 
much of them to remain out of cultivation. 

'* The cultivation is carried on for the most part on butaee 
engagements, which is equally a sign and a cause of inferiority in pro- 
duce. The zemindars are for the most part either Mahommedans, who 
generally raise less from the soil, and require more for their own 
expenses, than others ; or else an inferior race of J&ts, who seem to 
have been transplanted to this pergunnah during the Bhurtpoor supre- 
macy, but never to have settled down and multiplied as they are 
commonly wont to do wherever they obtain a footing. The only really 
industrious class who occupy land to any extent are the Loduhs. They 

N 
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are found as zemindars of a few villages but they cultivate and man- 
age many others under the recorded zemindars."* 

102. Talooka Bhumoree Nah occupies the eastern part of the 
pergunnah. The present talookdars are Mahomed Daood Khan and 
Khanzuman Khan's f brothers, and of an Affghan family, which has held 
talooka Bhumoree with various intervals of dispossession for several 
generations. Talooka Nah was obtained in farm by Baz Khan, the 
father of the present occupants in 1201 F. S.; the original owners 
were Meydwar Rajpoots, but they have been long dispossessed. Since 
the conquest, the talookdars of Bhumoree Nah have added materially 
to their possessions; they now hold sixty-one villages and pay an 
annual revenue of 42,313 Rs. Their residence is at Bheekumpoor. 
They are the most prosperous and well conducted zemindars in this 
district, and I believe they are kind and considerate landlords. 

103. Pergunnah Atrowlee also contains the five smaller talookas of 
Chuckathul, Raeepoor, Lohgurh, Sanowl and Budeysura. 

Talooka Chuckathul consists of seventeen villages. It was settled 
with a Mahommedan Rajpoot named Tara Singh, at the commence- 
ment of our rule, but he died shortly afterwards, and his widow was 
recorded as his heir. In A. D. 1811 the talooka was taken into the 
Court of Wards and a manager was appointed. He was dismissed for 
embezzlement in 1838 and the settlement of the estate was made with 
farmers at a jumma of Rs. 16,220^ out of which a malikana of twenty per 
cent, was allowed to the Thakooranee, leaving the Government jumma 
12,976. The Thakooranee was induced to give away her malikana to 
Nittamund, brother of the dismissed manager, and he was registered as 
proprietor in her stead ; but on this becoming known to the Court of 
Wards, an action was brought against Nittanund in the civil court on 
the ground that the deed of gift was invalid and it was accordingly set 
aside. The Thakooranee has lately died, leaving no heirs. J 

Talooka Raeepoor consists of eight villages. It originally be-

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longed to a family of Mahommedan Rajpoots^ but has passed into the 
hands of Rajkurrun^ a bunya of Atrowlee^ and also the talookdars of 
Bhumoree Nah^ with other creditors. 

Lohgurh is a talooka of seven villages^ part of which has come into 
the hands of Gungadhur, Gomashta of Mr. E. Tandy^ Indigo-planter at 
Burluh. 

Talooka Sauowl consists of six villages. It was bought at a sale 
for arrears by Abdoor-rahman Khan^ father of the present talookdar 
of Datowlee in Akberabad^ who re-sold it to Khooshwukt UUy^ son of 
Nazir Irshad Alee (mentioned in para. 168 of the report on the Statistics 
of Cawnpore.) He is still in possession. 

Talooka Budeysura, comprising four villages^ was bought at a 
Government sale by Dhurum Singh^ of talooka Kankuh Kujront^ tmd was 
re-sold by him to the talookdar of Kooteysur^ in Bolundshuhur. 

104. Pergunnah Atrowlee was settled by Mr. John Thornton in 
1838. The result of his assessment was the following :

The rate of the new jumma was Rs. 2-1^ on the cultivated area; the pro- 
portion of irrigation at settlement was fifty-nine per cent. 

105. Pergunnah Gungeeree was one of the ceded pergunnahs; 
after the cession it was attached to the tehseelee of Akberabad^ but 
was annexed to Atrowlee in 1840. It was settled under Regulation IX. 
of 1833, in 1839 by Mr. W. B. Wright, under the superintendance of 
Mr. H. Rose, the settlement officer. The soils are generally of a 
sandy and inferior nature. At settlement it was found that the amount 
of irrigation was only forty-two per cent. Butaee engagements are 

n2 
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prevalent in this pergunnah. The former assessment was excessively 
unequal; at the revision a large increase was made on some of the 
estates^ and heavy sums taken off others. The result was a total 
increase of Rs. 1^922, leaving the rates for cultivated and malgoozaree 
acres^ Rs. 1-9-7^ and Rs. l-3-4| respectively. The majority of villages 
in this pergunnah are owned by Mahommedans^ and some have been 
acquired by the talookdars of Bhumoree Nah. 

106. Pergunnah Puchlanah consists of thirty-one villages, bounded 
on the N. E. by the old bed of the Ganges, or Boorgunga. The river 
Mowed by Puchlanah as late as the time of Syud Khizr Khan; Sir 
H. Elliot mentions in his Glossary, page 96, that Tajoolmoolk, march- 
ing from Budaon to Etawa, passed the Ganges at Puchlanah. 

This quotation is taken from the Tubukat-i-Akberee. 

'' The inhabitants of this pergunnah are chiefly Gorahur Rajpoots, 
who are the original zemindars and are more or less in possession, 
except where the neighbouring talookdars of Bhumoree Nah have 
succeeded in dispossessing them of their property. This has been great- 
ly facilitated by a system formerly in vogue of calling upon zemindars 
to furnish security. This has in many cases led to possession on the ' 
part of these talookdars which the zemindars have never been able to 
recover. The generality of them are in extreme poverty and their 
estates in a very bad state of cultivation in consequence. Looking back 
to the past history of this pergunnah it would appear that the jummas 
were in most cases doubled and trebled during the first twelve years of 
British rule, and in F. S. 1222 the demand had been raised to a point 
which the pergunnah could not pay, and a general break-down was 
the consequence. A reduction of revenue resulted to a considerable 
extent, but a check had been given to the prosperity of the talooka 
which it has never since recovered."* 
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Under these circumstances the settlement officer (Mr. Wright under 
Mr. Rose) increased the demand only by Rs. 704^ leaving the rate on 
the cultivated acre Rs. 1-8-7, and on the malgoozary, annas 14-10. The 
soils are sandy and unproductive ; the proportion of irrigation at set- 
tlement vias only thirty-nine per cent. 

107. Atrowlee is the third largest town in this district, but it is of 
no importance as a place of trade. A road, ten miles of which is well 
metalled, passes by it from Coel toRamghaut on the Ganges. In 
1851, the thannah was removed from Churra to Dadon, a large village 
in talooka Bhumoree Nah. 

108. The following will shew the numbers, designations and salaries 
of the revenue and police establishments in this tehseelee and their 
percentage of charge.

112 PERGUNKAH DETAILS. 

TEHSEELEE COEL. 

104. This tehseel comprises pergunnahs Coel and Moorthul, and 
talookah Burowlee. It was originally called the Huzoor tehseel^ and was 
first known as tehseel Coel after the revision of the tehseel establish- 
ment in 1840. The settlement of pergunnahs Coel and Moorthul was 
revised under Regulation IX. of 1833 by Mr. Thornton. The former 
assessment of pergunnah Coel was exceedingly unequal. There appears 
to have been, about a century ago, a very general dispossession of the 
original zemindars, and a great number of estates (especially near the 
city of Coel) are consequently held by communities of the Loduh and 
other castes, who succeeded to the vacant posts of managers and Malgoo- 
zars when the zemindars were expelled. Many of the villages thus held 
were rated too heavily at the former settlement, whilst the Canoongoes and 
others who possessed greater influence, obtained easier terms. The con- 
sequence of this inequality was, that though the pergunnah was not on 
the whole much over-assessed, there existed a good deal of distress and 
poverty in some parts of it. Mr. Thornton's assessment, was Rs. 3,718 
less than the former one, and fell at the rate of Rs. 2-4 per cultivated 
acre. The proportion of irrigation at the settlement was seventy-two 
per cent. 

106. The settlement of Kusbah Coel was formed by Mr. H. Rose, 
at a jumma of Rs, 9,644. This large Kusbah is composed almost entirely 
of small parcels of land, each owned and held by a separate proprietor, 
there being no general zemindars of the whole. 

The Kusbah was originally rent-free, but was -resumed duriog 
the Mahratta Government ; in some cases in which resumption took 
place the Maafeedars were allowed six annas in the rupee of the produce 
and in other cases ten annas, hence these tenures are known as shush- 
unnee and dus-unnee. Previous to the revision of the settlement by Mr. 
Rose, maafee holdings to the yearly value of Rs. 4,500 were resumed by Mr. 
Harvey the Collector ; an appeal was made by the Maafeedars to the 
Commissioner ; the result was that many maafee holdings were releas- 
ed and a new settlement was made by Mr. G. Blunt, in which the assess- 
ment of the Kusbah was lowered to Rs. 4,777. The Kusbah was divided 
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into four portions^ viz. Delhi Durwaza^ Budaon Durwaza^ Meetee Khir- 
kee and Kharee Kirkee^ and settled with farmers^ the zemindaree belong- 
ing to Government. 

106. At the commencement of our rule, Meer Mehr Ally, through 
the favor of WuUee Beg, the Collector's Dewan, obtained the farm of 
many villages which became known as talookas Aesee and Manchora. In 
F. S. 1217, these villages were restored to the rightful proprietors, 
and only one remained with Meer Mehr Ally, viz. Talispoor, and this has 
lately been sold by decree of the Civil Court. Mehr Ally is now dependant 
on some small maafee holdings for support, and is in very embarrassed 
circumstances. Similarly, several villages were farmed to Hukeem Zoolfi- 
kar Ally, and were called talooka Seykarun. In F. S. 1223 the settle- 
ment of the talooka was made with him in zemindaree. On his death 
his estates were divided between his sons Gholam Hussain, and Hukeem 
Tufuzzool Hussain. Two of these estates have been sold by decrees, 
and the rest are encumbered. 

Talooka Sukrawullee was acquired during the first settlement 
by Nundram, a Jat of mouzah Barown, through the influence of Ujjub 
Singh, Canoongoe. In F. S. 1 246, the settlement was made with him se- 
parately for each village as zemindar. His sons, Peetumber Singh, 
Kishun Singh and Mew a Ram, are now in possession of the estates 
which they have divided amongst themselves. 

Talooka Sahibabad belongs to a Kayeth family, the ancestor of 
which was Rai Boolchund. His descendants are very numerous and 
occupy three mohullahs of the town of Coel. At the conquest, the 
talooka was held by Ujjub Singh, the former Canoongoe of this pergun- 
nah. His son, Mungulseyn, is the present zemindar. One of Bool- 
chund's descendants was Keyshoodoss, founder of Keyshoopoor Gudranuh, 
and another was Gumbheerdoss, founder of Gumbheerpoor, which was 
sold to Motee Lall and Jowahir Lall, bankers, by Choonee Lall, father of 
Pribboo Lall, the present Canoongoe of the pergunnahi. 

107. Motee Lall and Jowahir Lall are the adopted sons of the late 
Maun Singh, a well known banker of Coel. They hold four villages in 
this pergunnah, besides several in others. 
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108. Major Louis Derridon was an officer in the Mahratta service, 
whose sister was married to M. Perron. The latter gentleman held the 
jagheer of Bumbolah, a village situated in the neighbourhood of the fort, 
by sunnud from Dowlut Rao Sindiah and firman of Shah Alum, and after 
leaving the Mahratta service made it over to Major Derridon, by deed 
of gift dated from Chinsurah June J 6th, 1804. Part of the village 
of Bumbolah however being, some years afterwards, required for the 
formation of cantonments, the village of Dodhpoor and half that of 
Alumpoor were given in exchange for the ground which was thus absorbed, 
and the rent-free tenure of them was granted to Major Derridon and his 
heirs in perpetuity by a sunnud from the British Government, dated 
October 13th, 1821. Major Derridon died in 1845, and his estates have 
since been divided, but his family is represented in this district by Mr. 
Alexander Derridon. 

109. There is a celebrated Durgah near Coel known as the Durgah 
of Shah Jumal, for the support of which, two villages, Jumalpoor and 
Dholeyra are held rent-free. The trustees of the Durgah are Sheikh Zee- 
ouUa, Izzut Ully, Jeewun Ully and Inyut Hussain. There are also two 
small Durgahs, known as Shah Kumal and Peer Buhadur, endowed 
with small maafee holdings. These saints. Shah Jumal, Shah Kumal 
and Peer Buhadur, are supposed to have been Mahomedans of distinc- 
tion, killed at the taking of Coel in A. D. 1 193. 

110. The centre of the town of Coel is occupied by the high site 
of an old fort, built by the former Dor Rajahs. On this ground, known 
as the Balla Killa, stand a fine mosque built by Nuwab Sabit Khan and 
the remains of a tower built by Buha-ood-deen Bulbun in A. H. 651. 
The descendants of Sabit Khan still exist in Coel as common laborers, 
but are all self-styled Nuwabs. The Appendix contains a map of Coel 
and its environs, and a detailed statement of the population, which at 
the last* census was found to amount to 65,001 souls. The fort of AUy- 
gurh is about two miles distant from the town ; it has not been repaired 
for many years, bat a small guard is kept in it for the protection of the 
buildings. The pottery of Allygurh is well known ; it is made of a 
peculiar porous clay found near the town. Very good sutringees and 
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coarse cloth are manufactured in Coel. In 1836 Mr. Kennaway, the 
Collector founded a gunj, which is much frequented by cotton traders. 
The number of chokeydars entertained for the protection of the town is 
87 ; they are paid by a rate on houses which amounts to a monthly sum 
of Rupees 348. A bukshee^ mohurrir^ and three jemadars are also enter- 
tained and paid from this assessment. 

111. Pergunnah Moorthul originally belonged to the Atrowlee 
tehseel. Though termed a talooka, the villages comprised in it are 
all owned and held separately. The zemindars are chiefly Chohan Raj- 
poots. The pergunnah was settled by Mr. Thornton in 1838. He writes 
thus about the state of the pergunnah then ; "There have been more 
sales by auction, and there is generally more pecuniary distress in this 
talooka, than in any other tract of land which I know of equal size, 
where the jumma has been on the whole so moderate. The zemindars 
have possessed great facilities for borrowing money, in consequence of 
there being a large mart in the neighbourhood, named Hurdooa gunj. 
The bunyas who reside in that gunj, generally exact budnee * engage- 
ments in return, and this is a system which, sooner or later, is sure to 
ruin, the borrowing party. Besides the above disadvantages, the soil of 
this talooka is for the most part of a decidedly inferior kind. The sys- 
tem of cultivation is almost entirely buttaie. The proportion of irriga- 
tion is fifty-seven per cent, of which five and half per cent, is furnished 
by the Kalee nuddee and by tanks or jheels, and is of less value than 
that which is afforded by wells. Under these circumstances the new 
jumma, although higher by Rs. 104 than the old, falls only at Rs. 1-13| 
per cultivated acre." 

112. The Ganges Canal passes through pergunnah Moorthul and 
will greatly increase its productiveness. The only town of importance 
is Hurdooagunj, said to have been founded by Nuwab Sabit Khan. 
This town was formerly the head quarters of a thannah, but the than- 
nah having been removed to Juwan on the new road to Anoopshuhur, 
there is now only a jemadar's chokey at Hurdooagunj.

113. Talooka Birowlee was settled by Mr. H. Rose in 1839. His 
report on the settlement contains the following remarks : — " The zemiti- 
daree rights are vested in a Birgoojur Rajpoot family of some rank, who 
hold the Ilaka with the exception offive villages which have been mortga- 
ged. The soil is good, but the estate has been sadly neglected. The 
zemindars are idle and extravagant ; they generally sub-let the villages, 
and take little concern in the management. There is much culturable 
waste, and as irrigation can easily be extended, the estate may become 
tery valuable in the course of the new lease. Rapid improvement how- 
ever cannot be expected under the present managers, but as they are 
deeply involved in debt it is not improbable that the property will in a 
few years pass out of their possession, and so far as the prosperity of the 
cultivating community, and the interest of the state are concerned, the 
sooner such a change takes place, the better." 

The proportion of irrigation at settlement was fifty-two per cent. The 
Ganges Canal passes through this talooka, and will of course entirely 
alter the amount and system of irrigation.

The rate on the cultivated area was Rs. 1-11-4 and on the Mal- 
goozaree area Rs. 1-5-0. The present chief proprietors are Ranees 
Koondun Koour and Toolsa Koour, widow and mother of Dhuleep 
Singh, Rao Indurjeet and Rao Badam Singh of Burowlee Khass, Ranee 
Dubbul Koour of Soyee and Dowlut Singh and Indurjeet Singh of 
Kheyra. About half the talooka has been sold or mortgaged to the 
talookdars of Pundrawul, Puhasoo, and Chutaree, and there is little 
doubt that the rest will share the same fate. 

The following will show the numbers, designations and pay of 
the revenue and police establishments in this tehseelee and the percen- 
tage of charges on the jumma : —

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1 1 5. The pergunnahs of Hattrass and Moorsan form this tehseeldar- 
ree. The history of both, being similar in many respects, will be best 
understood by an account being first given of pergunnah Moorsan. About 
the end of the 16th century Makhun, the head of a family of Tenwa J&ts, 
came from Rajasthan and settled at Jooar in the neighbourhood of Moor- 
san. His descendants obtained possession of a considerable tract of count- 
ry, which became known by the name of Tuppah Jooar. It was origin- 
ally situated in pergunnah Jelaysur, but in A. D. 1652 Tuppah Jooar 
with other villages of pergunnah Jelaysur, Muhabun and Kundolee was 
formed into the new pergunnah of Sydabad. During the civil war 
amongst the sons of Shahjehan, the Jatsof Tuppah Jooar increased their 
possessions considerably. At their head was Nundram, who obtained 
the grant of the revenue management of Jooar, and Tocheegurh, with 
police powers also, from which he derived the title of Foujdar, which the 
Tenwa Jats still sometimes apply to themselves. Nundram died about 
A. D. 1696, leaving fourteen sons, of whom it is only necessary to trace 
the fortunes of the three eldest, Zoolkurrun Singh, Bhoje Singh and Jye 
Singh. Khooshyal Singh, son of Zoolkurrun Singh appears to have ac- 
quired the favor of Saadut Khan, Soobuhdar of Oudh under Mahomed 
Shah, and to have been thereby enabled to bring under his own authority as 
talookdar or mortgager the small talookas of Dyalpoor, Moorsan, Gopee, 
Puteynee, Ahree, Buramuhey and some villages of talooka Moheria. 
Phope Singh, who succeeded his father Khooshyal Singh in 1 749 A. D., 
added talooka Sasnee, the rest of talooka Moheria, and the small talookas 
of Rohey, Bisanuh, Ar, Lushkurpoor, Kotuh Putta,ChotwaandTook- 
san to the Moorsan estate, and was the first of his family who assumed 
the title of Rajah. His son Bhugwunt Singh succeeded him in 1798 and 
acquired possession of talookas Sonk, Muden and Doneytia. In 1802 
after the cession of pergunnah JuUalee to our Government, Rajah Bhug- 
wunt Singh resisted the introduction of customs into his possessions in 
that pergunnah, and was consequently attacked by Lord Lake, expelled 
from the fort of Sasnee, and his rights in the talooka of Sasnee were 
confiscated. At the commencement of our rule in 1803, he was allowed 
to engage for pergunnah Moorsan till 1215 F. S., after which an istimra- 
ree lease was granted to him atajummaof Rs. 80,000 exclusive of 

T 
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Sonk and Muden, bestowed on him in Jagheer. " When Rajah Bhug- 
wunt Singh died in the beginning of 1831, and the whole pergunnah was 
held kham by the Collector for the remainder of that year, all those who 
considered themselves to possess rights as being the descendants of those 
who were the original zemindars previous to the annexation of their re- 
spective villages to the pergunnah, as well as some who only rested their 
claims on long residence and management, came forward and requested 
the protection of the Government. When the new settlement was made 
with Teekum Singh, from 1232 to 1236 F. S., all these claimants were 
permitted to engage for their respective villages, with the title of Mo- 
kuddums, and as Government had directed that the possession of the 
Rajah should be restricted to the collection of a fixed sum from every 
village, those mehals also, in which no claimant had come forward, were 
left in the hands of the Moostajirs of the preceding year or committed 
to other individuals on the same tenure. The Rajah was allowed the 
title of Sudder Malgoozar, together with 15 per cent, as Malikanah on 
the jumma payable by the village Malgoozars, and 644 rupees per men- 
sem on account of expenses of collection, but he derived no benefit from 
the latter allowance, since he made no use of the establishment which 
had been appointed by the collector, at that amount of monthly salary, 
and he also suffered a very heavy loss (stated by himself at Rs. 91,413, 
from 1232 to 1237 inclusive) in consequence of the inequality of the vil- 
lage assessment and his consequent inability to collect the whole of his 
dues. For this, however, he himself is chiefly answerable, as the assess- 
ment was formed upon data which he furnished. With the view of reme- 
dying this state of things more speedily than would have been otherwise 
possible, Government authorized in 1237 F. S., the formation of a sum- 
mary settlement which should be in force from the commencement of 
1238 F. S. till the detailed settlement should be completed. At this sum- 
mary settlement the former system was continued of confining the au- 
thority of the Sudder Malgoozar to the collection of a fixed sum from 
each village, and Moostajirs were accordingly selected to engage for those 
estates, to the management of which there existed no other rightful 
claimant. Security was demanded upon each engagement, with the view 
of preventing the recurrence of the Rajah's losses, but several causes have 
combined to defeat in some measure this desirable object. Several of 
the khurreef crops have been injured by a deficiency of rain at the pro^ 
per season, and the rubbee crop of 1239 F. S., was in some places al- 
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most destroyed by a hailstorm. These evils have been rendered more seri- 
ous by the total absence of any attempt at remedying them."* 

116. ^ The result of the inequality of the assessment and of the in- 
sufficiency of the allowance (10 or 12 per cent.) made to the numerous 
and indigent putteedaree communities, was that an irrecoverable balance 
of more than Rs. 35,000 was incurred in the pergunnahs, and the village 
proprietors were involved in numerous and heavy private debts. " The 
state of poverty/' (Mr. Thornton writes,) " in which those Malgoozars are 
sunk, who have failed to bear up against the pressure of the late settle- 
ment, could scarcely be equalled amongst the same class in any other 
district of the country." 

1 17. Such was the state of the pergunnah when Mr. John Thornton 
formed the revised settlement of it under Regulation IX. of 1833. After 
the fullest and most patient investigation he was led to the conclusion 
that in about two-thirds of the pergunnah, the descendants of the origin- 
al zemindars, who held the villages before they came under the Rajah's 
authority -were still forthcoming, and that neither by their own act nor 
the will of the former Government, had they forfeited their right of 
managing their respective estates as long as they should pay the revenue 
demanded from them. He admitted to engagements under the title of 
Mokuddum Biswahdars all those who established their descent from the 
original zemindars, and who consequently inherited rights which existed 
at a period antecedent to the Rajah's authority, and he allowed them a 
deduction of 20 per cent, from the gross rental as their zemindaree profits. 
In about one-third of the pergunnah the stock of the old zemindars was 
extinct ; in such cases the villages were made over to the exclusive 
management of the Rajah as zemindar, with a deduction of 30 per cent, 
from the rental as his proprietary allowance. In the Biswahdaree vil- 
lages, the Rajah was also assigned an allowance of 18 per cent, on the 
jumma paid by the Biswahdars. The revenue assessment of the pergun- 
nah was reduced by Mr. Thornton from Rs. 1,66,874 to 1,52,053, of which 
Rs. 92,007 was the jumma of villages settled with the Biswahdars and 
Rs. 60,046 of villages settled with the Rajah as zemindar.

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118. In 1846 Rajah Teekum Singh instituted fifty-seven suits in the 
civil court of this zillah^ claiming a reversal of the settlement proceedings 
and the dispossession of the Biswahdars^ with the substitution of himself as 
sole zemindar. This was reported by the Collector through the Commis- 
sioner to the Board of Revenue who instructed the Collector to aid the 
Biswahdars in defending the suits brought against them, and if necessary 
to advance them money. Accordingly every assistance was given to the 
defendants '; their vakeels were instructed as to the line of defence they 
should adopt, and they were required to submit their pleadings for in- 
spection and revision before they filed them in court. Advances amount- 
ing to Rs. 6,286-5-4, were made to such of the defendants as required ' 
pecuniary assistance. The result was that in five cases the Rajah ob- 
tained ikbaldawee decrees; in five cases his claim was dismissed by the 
Moonsiff of Hattrass ; and the remaining forty-seven cases were decreed to 
himby the Sudder Ameen and Principal Sudder Ameen. All the suits, ex- 
cept the five first mentioned, were appealed to the Judge, who confirmed 
the MoonsiflTs decision and reversed the decrees of the Sudder Ameen and 
Principal Sudder Ameen, nonsuiting the plaintiff on the ground of lapse 
of time, in all but four cases, in three of which he dismissed the claim 
on the merits of the cases and the fourth he decreed to the Rajah, con- 
sidering that the defendant had not satisfactorily established his posses- 
sion of a separate heritable and transferable right. The Rajah upon this 
carried his cases into the Sudder court in special appeals, but his appeals 
were dismissed without the respondents being summoned. Rajah Tee- 
kum Singh now holds 165 villages in zemindaree, paying an annual reve- 
nue of Rs. 1,41, 301, and he receives malikana allowance amounting to 
Rs. 18,963-8 from ninety Biswahdaree villages; after the death of the 
present incumbent, the Rajah's malikana will be reduced from 18 to 10 
per cent 

1 19. The soil of pergunnah Moorsan is (with few exceptions) of a 
good quality, but it depends very much upon irrigation for its produc- 
tiveness. The water for this purpose is generally derived from kutcha 
wells for the formation of which the ground is usually well adapted. At 
the settlement it was found that only 18 per cent, of the cultivated Mal- 
goozaree area was unirrigated. Except sugarcane, every species of crop 
is produced in abundance. The khurreef harvest is an extensive one, ] 
and the condition of the Malgoozars depends mainly upon its favorable 
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result. The ryots are easily induced by circumstances to shift their place 
of abode, and frequently abscond in the middle of the year, when they 
are in balance with the zemindars and it is not easy to supply their plaee. 

120. The town of Moorsan is one of no importance, its population 
is the following:

It is connected with Hattrass on one side and Muttra on the other 
by a good metalled road. Not far off. near the village of Chotwa, is a 
large Indigo factory belonging to Mr. Saunders. 

Pergunnah Hattrass. 

121. Thakoor Burrun Singh, grandson of Nund Ram IPoujdar, was 
the founder of the family of the Jat talookdars of this pergunnah. He 
must have been an active and fortunate man^ for he succeeded in exten<* 
ding his authority greatly and in raising himself to almost the same de« 
gree of consequence as that to which his grandson Dya Ram afterwards 
attained. His most important acquisitions consisted of the large estates 
previously held by the talookdars of Hattrass and of Mehndoo. These 
were men of the Rajpoot Poruch tribe, who had held authority in these 
parts ever since the time of the Emperor AUaooddeen Ghoree. The 
main branch of this Rajpoot family resided in Mehndoo and held an 
extensive talooka which bore the name of that village. Another branch 
held Hattrass and fourteen other neighbouring estates. A third branch 
held talooka Duriapoor, a little to the north-east of Mehndoo. In A. D. 
1752 Thakoor Burrun Singh prevailed upon the amil of the Soobuhdar 
of Oudh to transfer to him Hattrass with its subordinate villages. He 
fixed his own residence there and commenced the fort which was sub- 
sequently strengthened by Thakoor Dya Ram. In A. D. 1760 Sooruj 
Mull of Bhurtpoor expelled Ruttun Singh the talookdar of Mehndoo^ who 
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retired to Hussyn> a separate estate, which was probably beyond Sooruj 
Mull's power ; and where his descendants are still located. The whole 
of the Mehndoo Ilakah was made over to Thakoor Burrun Singh. On 
the Thakoor's death in 1 768, he was succeeded by his sons Sukut Singh 
and Bhoory Singh ; the former founded the small talookas of Karus and 
Kurreel, (still held by his descendants) and the latter obtained posses- 
sion of the rest of Burrun Singh's estates. Thakoor Bhoory Singh died 
in 1775 leaving two sons, Nuwul Singh and Dya Ram ; the latter found 
means to supplant his elder brother in most of his father's possessions. 
Nuwul Singh retired to Byswan, which with twenty-six other villages 
had been set apart for his maintenance during Bhoory Singh's life time. 
His great grandson, Thakoor Girpurshaud Singh, is still in possession of 
Byswan ; an account of his family will be found in the history of per- 
gunnah Goreye, in the tehseelee of Uglas. A few separate villages 
were added to the estate by Thakoor Dya Ram, but his chief efforts 
appear to have been directed towards the expulsion of the other descen- 
dants of Nund Ram from their several estates and the annexation of the 
latter to his own extensive possessions. In 1776 talooka Simurdhurry 
fell into his hands ; in 1779 Tochecgurh met the same fate; Gobraree 
followed in 1794 and Berha in 1799. At the commencement of our 
rule in 1803, the settlement of the whole tract, which now bears the 
name of pergunnah Ilattrass was made with Thakoor Dya Ram from 121 1 
to 1215. In 1216, talookas Gobraree and Simurdhurry were assigned to the 
Thakoor in jagheer, and he was allowed to engage for the remainder of the 
pergunnah on an istimraree tenure at the reduced jumma of Rs. 93,620. 
"His expulsion in A. D. 1819 or F. S. 1224 afforded an invaluable op- 
portunity for restoring the condition of the village occupants, and for 
admitting them to the same liberal terms and the same direct intercourse 
with Government that were allowed to men of a similar class in other 
places. In the greater number of villages, the descendants of the original 
zemindars had still adhered, notwithstanding Dya Ram's oppressive and 
arbitrary rule, to the soil which they claimed as their own ; and even 
where this was not the case, there frequently existed individuals or fami- 
lies, who, though originally located by the talookdar himself; and there- 
fore not strictly entitled to protection, might have been considered 
worthy of it from long possession, improvement of the cultivation or 
other causes. But though all the correspondence which took place at 
that time shews clearly that the intention of Government coincided

with the above views, yet these intentions were defeated by the super- 
ficial way in which the question was taken up by the Local Officer, and 
the too ready acquiescence of the Board of Revenue in his representa- 
tions. Misled by the title of zemindar which Dya Ram had enjoyed in 
the greater part of the pergunnah, and considering as was then too often 
done, that the unrestricted power which the Thakoor had exercised was 
the true index to his just and rightful interests,vthe Collector thought that 
no individuals or communities throughout the pergunnah could be en- 
titled to protection for the sole reason that none had hitherto been pro- 
tected. In consequence of these unfortunate and erroneous conclusions, 
the five talookas of Jooar, viz. Simurdhurry, Berha, Gobraree, Kurreel 
and Karus were restored to the descendants of the former talookdars, 
who in the three first cases had been wholly dispossessed for the respec- 
tive periods of 41, 40 and 23 years, while the real owners or occupants 
of the soil in every separate village, who still retained and cultivated 
it, were admitted to no engagements and were left in the condition 
of tenants at will."* 

122. The rest of the pergunnah was composed of single and inde- 
pendant villages, of which thirty-one were made over to Thakoor Jewa- 
ram under the name of talooka Mehndoo, and twenty to Thakoor Jye 
Kishore under the appellation of talooka Shahzadpoor. These two in- 
dividuals, of whom the former was a son and the latter a grandson of 
Nuwul Singh of Byswan, elder brother of Dya Ram, were supposed to 
have shewn good will to oui authority during the operations against 
Hattrass. After the su cess of those operations, they applied to be ad- 
mitted as farmers of part of the forfeited estate, but the Governor Gene- 
ral, to evince his approbation of their services, directed that they should 
be installed as proprietors of some of those villages which might have 
been held by Dya Ram "in undisputed proprietary tenure." No injus- 
tice could have been caused by this order, if it had been properly execu- 
ted ; but, owing to the peculiar views entertained by the Collector, the 
objections which were urged by the people whose estates were selected 
by the new talookdars against this transfer of them to other masters^ 
were disregarded in every instance. 

123. The first settlement of this pergunnah was made in 1226; it 
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was intended to last for only five years^ but it remained in force till 1836. 
The chief features of this settlement were an injudicious selection of the 
persons to be admitted to engage as Mokuddums, an over-estimate in 
most cases of the gross assets in each village, and an inadequate allow- 
ance to the Malgoozars of ten per cent, on the rental, and in some ins- 
tances only five, to cover all risks and expenses including the putwaree's- 
fees. A revision of this settlement under Regulation YII. of 1822 was 
attempted by Mr. W. H. Tyler in 1236 and by Mr. Stirling in 1239. The 
former gentleman re-settled ten and the latter three villages ; but their 
proceedings were never confirmed by Government. 

124. Mr. J. Thornton found the pergunnah in a most deplorable 
condition. The following extract from his report on the serttlement 
shews the state of things in 1836: — ''The excessive weight of the revenue 
demanded from the village Malgoozars and its ruinous pressure, may be 
collected from the fact that deeds of mortgage exist for almost every es- 
tate, and that the legal debts do not fall short of two lacs of rupees. If 
all the old indigo balances were also brought into the account, it is pro- 
bable that the sum would be raised still higher. This amount of debt 
could never have been incurred but for the great number of native sahoo- 
kars resident in the town of Hattrass and in the pergunnah. These in- 
dividuals would appear to have found difficulty in the investment of their 
capital^ to judge from the avidity with which they advanced it for the 
discharge of the Government revenue, even when the bo Towers were 
known to be overwhelmed with debt to other people. If this readi- 
ness to advance money had not existed among the capitalists, the balance 
book of Government would have shewn a very different result. In fact 
it would have been clearly seen long ago that the revenue demanded 
could not be realized, and a general reduction must unavoidably have 
ensued. If such had been the event, the restoration of the agricultural 
prosperity would have been an infinitely easier task, and one of much 
more certain accomplishment. But as the case now stands there is hard- 
ly one estate in ten, which might not be brought to sale immediately by 
its creditors unless through my having interfered to prevent such a 
consummation/* 

126. Mr. Thornton followed out the principle which he had laid 
down in the Moorsan settlement, of admitting the Mokuddums to engage 
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as Biswahdars and the rates of deduction from the jummabundee by 
which he determined the Government revenue were the same as those 
which he adopted in pergunnah Moorsan. 

126. The soil and produce of this pergunnah and the habits of the 
ryots are similar in their general features to those described in the ac- 
count of Moorsan. The most valuable crops which are grown in any 
abundance are cotton and indigo. The latter was once cultivated very 
largely, both for the use of the European factories and for private manu- 
facture. The factories have now greatly contracted their demand and 
nothing remains of the artificial prosperity which they once occasioned, 
but the exorbitant revenue at which some estates were consequently 
assessed, and the ruinous debts which weigh down the Malgoozars in so 
many others. The extent of non-irrigated land at the time of settlement 
was twenty-three per cent, on the whole cultivated area. The jumma 
of the pergunnah demandable under the former settlement, was Rs. 
2,89,418 ; Mr. Thornton reduced it to Rs. 2,62,186 ; he also recommended 
the remission of all balances due to Government upon the pergunnah, 
and the total arrear thus relinquished amounted to Rs. 19,238-15-7^. In 
the hope of ameliorating the condition of the village communities, he 
succeeded in adjusting their private debts to an aggregate amount of 
about 80,000 Rupees, and he procured from every talookdar a formal 
and complete remission of all debts and balances of whatever description 
which they might otherwise have claimed from the inhabitants of their 
respective talookas. 

127. Notwithstanding the relief thus aflForded by the settlement 
oflficer, the pergunnah soon relapsed into a worse state of embarrassment 
than before. In 1839 Mr. W. B. Wright, Deputy Collector under Re- 
gulation IX. of 1833, in reporting on the heavy balances in Hattrass 
and Moorsan wrote thus — "From the best information 1 have been able 
to collect, it would appear that the debts of the zemindars amount to not 
less than twelve lacs of rupees, of which nine are commercial and three 
revenue debts. The debts owing to the four indigo factories of Jooar, 
Hattrass, Mehndoo and Sasnee, are said to amount to nine lacs alone. 
This amount of demand is enormous and the misfortune is that the set- 
tlement has made these claims in a great measure good, which, before 
the people had any transferable property, were not considered worth 

IT 
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one anna in the rupee. An insolvent act could alone remedy this state 
of things. The wells have gone to decay and the utter hopelessness of 
the people of escaping from their creditors has caused general neglect 
as to their restoration, and thus the chief means of paying the revenue 
has failed. The present demand of Government is not excessive, and 
any difficulties in the way of collecting it must be attributed to 
other causes than a heavy rate of assessment. The settlement of the 
estates with the present people has been far more beneficial to their 
creditors than to themselves. Another cause of deterioration has been 
the unpropitious seasons since the year of settlement ; these have not 
been favorably met by judicious and proper treatment on the part of 
the tehseeldar, and the relief afforded for the year of famine does not 
appear to have been judiciously or impartially distributed." Mr. Wright 
recommended the remission of balances from 1245 and 1246 amounting to 
Rs. 18,419-14-9 and a relief for 1247 and 1248 to the extent of Rs. 22,693. 

128. As might have been expected, the transfers of property in 
this pergunnah since settlement have been considerable ; they are shewn 
in a table in the Appendix. 

129. In 1840 talookas Karus, Kurreel, Berha and Simurdhurry 
were transferred to tehseelee Uglas. 

130. Talooka Sasnee formerly belonged to pergunnah JuUalee, but 
was annexed to the tehseeldaree of Hattrass and Moorsan in 1840. 
This talooka was held by Rajah Bhugwunt Singh for five years till F. S. 
1210, when he was dispossessed and separate Malgoozary engagements 
were taken from the resident village communities. These estates were 
chiefiy occupied by a tribe of Bhal Rajpoots, who have retained posses- 
sion, except where sales for revenue balances, decrees of court, mort- 
gages, &c., have caused their passing into other hands. At the settle- 
ment of this talooka under Regulation IX. of 1833, in 1839, it was found 
that the pressure of the former jummahad been so great as to cause the 
sale of nine and the mortgage of three estates, and the owners of the 
rest were for the most part in debt and difficulties. Mr. Wright, assis- 
tant settlement officer under Mr. H. Rose, reduced the previous assess- 
ment by Rs. 5,467. The soil of the villages in this talooka is of superior 
quality and the percentage of irrigation in 1839 was 91. 
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131. The town of Hattrass contains the following population :

It is a great mart for cotton, grain^ sugar and iron ; there is a consi- 
derable manufacture of coarse cloth carried on^ and also of brass and 
copper vessels. In 1824. Mr. Harding the Collector obtained the sanc- 
tion of Government to the appropriation of a large piece of ground be- 
tween the fort and the town for the formation of a new gunge. Lately, 
Mr. E. F. Tyler, the present Collector, has improved the town extremely, 
by widening and straightening the streets, and putting the roadways 
and drainage into good order ; he has also built an excellent dispensary 
in connection with the Coel one, and a school house. There are seve- 
ral Nuzool shops and gardens in Hattrass (formerly the property of Tha- 
koor Dya Ram, and confiscated with the rest of his estates,) which yield 
an annual rent of Rs. 2,400. Government has liberally placed this in - 
come at the disposal of the local agents for the improvement of the 
town of Hattrass ; there will therefore be no want of funds to carry out 
the work of improvement begun by Mr. Tyler, and probably in a few 
years Hattrass will be one of the best looking towns in upper India. 
The fort was so thoroughly dismantled in 1817, that it is difficult from 
its present condition to estimate its former strength. Part of the inner 
fortress or Chow-boorjee is now occupied as a tehseeldaree. There is a 
temple inside the fort, the dome of which is curiously marked with can- 
non shot. The only other towns in this pergunnah of any consequence 
are Mehndoo and Sasnee, the former with a population of 4,904 and the 
latter of 5,514. An annual fair has been established by Mr. Tyler, to be 
held at Hattrass on the 7th of the dark half of Kartick ; it is to be hoped 
that this will contribute much to the prosperity of the town.

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TEHSEELEE KHYR. 

133. This tehseel comprises pergunnahs Khyr and Chundos^ and 
talooka Somna. 

134. Pergunnah Khyr originally was held by a Rajpoot family 
of the Chohan caste. During Perron's time the owner, Rao Pirthee 
Singh, was imprisoned for arrears of revenue and dispossessed from the 
management of his estates. At the conquest the farm of the pergunnah 
was given to Doondey Khan, but seer lands to the extent of 812beegahs, 
and a malikana of Rs. 535 yearly, were assigned to Rao Luchmun 
Singh, son of Pirthee Singh. These grants were resumed on Rao 
Luchmun Singh's death. On Doondey Khan's expulsion, pergunnah 
Khyr was settled with the village zemindars. Rao Luchmun Singh 
was succeeded by his son Rao Heera Singh, and the latter by his younger 
brother Rao Bhopaul Singh, the present inheritor of the fortunes of 
this ancient but now ruined family. Of all his ancestral possessions, he 
only holds the village of Bamowtee. 

135. Seventeen villages of this pergunnah belong to the banking 
firm of Luchmun Gurhee, established in the village of Docheetuh near 
Khyr. This firm is connected with the Coel firm of Seetaram and 
Maun Singh, but dissensions have prevailed amongst them for some 
years, and they have been obliged to have recourse to the civil courts 
for the settlement of their disputes. 

136. Pergunnah Chundos was at first farmed to a banker named 
Poorun Chund Puchowree, and afterwards settled with the village 
zemindars. This pergunnah was originally a Chowrasee of Chohan 
Rajpoots; for a longtime after the conquest, it was the scene of the 
rebel Ubboo's depredations. The only family of any note in pergunnah 
Chundos, is that of the Jat zemindar of talooka Pisawuh. The present 
talookdar is Thakoor Bhurt Singh. His grandfather, Mookram Singh 
held many of the neighbouring villages as Moostajir under the native 
Government, but at Mr. Elliott's settlement, he was dispossessed and the 
real proprietors were allowed to engage. Talooka Pisawuh was set- 
tled in 1833 by Mr. Sterling under Regulation VIL of 1822. The 
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jumma proposed by him was afterwards lowered by the Board of 
Revenue, by whose directions engagements were taken for a period of 
twenty years. At the time of Mr. Thornton's revision of the settlement 
in 1837, no further change appeared to be necessary, and he therefore 
did not include this estate in the sphere of his operations. 

137. Talooka Somna was settled in the commencement of our rule 
with an indi\ idual named Thakoor Jeyram Singh of the Jadon tribe 
of Rajpoots. The greater part of the villages contained in the talooka 
were formerly attached to pergunnah Khjr, and the original zemindars 
were mostly Chohan Rajpoots. Thakoor Jeyram Singh collected 
these villages together in the time of Perron, and though he appears 
to have had no sufficient title to the proprietary right in most of them, 
the successive settlements were made with him as zemindar till his 
death in 1233 F. S. Before that event occurred, two of his collateral 
relatives, Rampershaud and Khooshyal Singh, sued in the civil court 
and obtained shares in the talooka. The remainder has been divided 
amongst his sons. The present talookdars are Heera Singh, Chundun 
Singh and Bulwunt Singh, they are Jadon Rajpoots. At the settlement, 
Mr. Thornton found that the real owners of the soil had been so entirely 
dispossessed by the talookdars, that he was unable to afford them any 
protection, though convinced of the justice of their claim. 

138. The former settlement in 1223 F. S. of Khyr, Chundos and 
Somna, had been made at a time when the pergunnahs were in a very 
imperfect state of cultivation, and the jumma then demanded from them 
was proportionably low. The greater part of the land then waste was 
subsequently reclaimed, so that the rate of assessment previous to revision 
had generally become very moderate. Under these circumstances the 
settlement officers increased the Government demand as follows :

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The soil of these pergunnahs is inferior to that in the adjoining 
southern pergunnahs. The percentage of irrigation at settlement was 
forty-four in Khyr and Chundos and sixty-three in Somna. The chief 
products are moth and bajra in the khureef harvest^ and barley or gram 
mixed with barley in the rubbee. Tobacco is also cultivated to a consi* 
derable extent. Rents in kind or buttaie are prevalent in these pergun- 
nahs^ the quality of the soil rendering the return uncertain^ and the 
demand for cultivators enabling them to make their own terms with 
the zemindars. In pergunnah Chundos^ a good deal of dhak jungle 
still exists in some parts; at the settlement there were 3^382 beegahs of 
land producing grass for thatching. In 1847, the thannah establishment 
was removed from Chundos to Somna on the Grand Trunk Road. 
There is now a chokey at Chundos and a naib thanahdaree at Khyr. 

1 39. The following will show the numbers, designations and salaries 
of the revenue and police oflScers entertained by Government in the 
pergunnah and the percentage of charges on the jumma.

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TEHSEELEE SECUNDRA RAO. 



140. In this Tehseelee are included pergunnahs Secundra Rao and 
Marherah and talooka Hussyn. 

141. Pergunnah Secundra Rao was originally composed of talookas 
Aksolee, Deyoree^ Poruh, and N^owkhaiL After the cession, talooka 
Aksolee was farmed to Hoormutully Khan, and the other talookas to 
Mahomed Noor Khan, both residents of Secundra Rao. In F. S. 1216 
the farm of Aksolee was discontinued and the villages of the talooka 
were settled by Mr. Elliott separately with the several zemindars. He 
was prepared to follow the same course in talookas Deyoree, Poruh and 
Nowkhail, but at the special request of the zemindars the farm was con- 
tinued to Noor Khan. In 1810, the tehseeldar of Secundra Rao fell 
into arrears and absconded ; and in the same year Noor Khan, being 
ruined by family quarrels and by the frauds of his agents, became bank- 
rupt. His fort of Deyoree was taken by Government in part payment 
of the balance due from him. He is still alive and resides at Secundra 
Rao, of which kusbah he is part proprietor. On his becoming bankrupt, 
the talookas of Deyoree, Poruh and Nowkhail were broken up and sepa- 
rate settlements were made with the village proprietors. 

142. The revised settlement of this pergunnah was made by Mr. H. 
Rose in 1839. His remarks on the state of the pergunnah are as follows ; 
'' The rate of the former assessment fell on the cultivated acre Rs. 1-14^7, 
on the malgoozary Rs. 1-12-0. The proportion of irrigation is sixty-^wo 
per cent. The pergunnah is very compact and there is very little diver- 
sity of soil. The soil is good, and the assessment, with the exception of 
Regulation YII. villages, being low, the people are in comfortable cir- 
cumstances.'' Mr. Rose assessed the p»gunnah as follows :

143. Pergunnah Marherah was also settled by Mr. Rose in 1839. 
He found it to be generally inferior to Secundra Rao in quality of soil, 
and comparatively more highly assessed. The proportion of irrigation 
was sixty-three per cent The following increase was made by the set- 
tlement officer in the Government demand :

leaving the rates Rs. 1-15-9 and Rs. 1-11-5 per cultivated and malgoo- 
zary acre respectively. 

14i. In this pergunnah are included the talookas of Himmutnug- 
gur, Bijeyra, and Roostumnuggur. The former consists of twenty villages 
and is the ancestral property of the Rajahs of Etah. At the cession it 
was held by Rajah Himmut Singh, the revised settlement was made 
with his son Rajah Megh Singh ; and the present incumbent is Rajah 
Dunbur Singh; he is a Chowhan Rajpoot. Four villages of talooka 
Himmutnuggur have passed into the hands of Lall Pokh Pal Singh and 
others, of Awa Meesa in zillah Muttra. Talooka Roostumnuggur con- 
sists of twenty villages, which were bought at sale for Government ar- 
rears in F, S. 1220 by Sookhram Singh, whose son Thakoor Doongur 
Singh is in possession. 

145. Some of the finest villages in pergunnah Marherah belong to 
the family of the late Mr. James Gardner of Kassgunj. They have been 
mortgaged for a term of 10^ years or to the end of 1265 Fussilee, to 
Rughobur Dyal of Futtyghur, for the liquidation of the debts of the 
family. Mr. J. Gardner died on 14th June 1845, and was succeeded by 
his widow and his sons Solyman Shekoh, commonly known as Moonna 
Sahib ; James, alias Heengah Sahib ; William Lennis ; Sekundur Shekoh 
and Jehangeer Samuel. 

146. There are twelve villages in pergunnah Marherah held rent-free 
for the support of the Durgah of Shah BurkutooUa in the town of Mar- 
herah. The grandfather of BurkutooUa, Meer Syud Abdool JuUeel, was 
a native of Bilgram, and established himself as a preacher in Marherah 
in A. H. 1017. His tomb is known as that of Meer Sahib, and is much 
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resorted to by pilgrims. Shah BurkutooUa exceeded his grandfather in 
saintly reputation ; on his death in A. H. 1142^ Shoojaut Khan, minister 
of Nuwab Mahomed Khan of Futtyghur, built a handsome Durgah over 
his tomb and endowed it with lands and a yearly pension of Rs. 405. 
Shah BurkutooUa left two sons, the descendants of whom are known as 
the burra Sirkar and chota Sirkar. The present members of the family 
are the following :

For many years dissensions had prevailed in this family and the ob- 
jects for which the Durgah was endowed were neglected. In 1852 Mr. 
Tyler, aided by the exertions of Syud Al Rusool, the Sujjaduh Nusheen 
of the Burra Sirkar, effected an arrangement by which a committee was 
appointed for the management of the income of the Durgah and its due 
appropriation, and all the members of the family agreed to give up to 
the committee one half of their maafee and pension incomes, for the 
support of the Durgah. The present committee are Syud Al Rusool, 
Syud Sahib Alum, and the Canoongoe of the pergunnah. 

147. Since the cession, pergunnah Marherah has been three or four 
times transferred from this zillah to zillah Sirpoora, Budaon and Futty- 
ghur; it was last annexed from Futtyghur in 1837, but I believe is short- 
ly to be transferred to zillah Etah. This will be a desirable arrangement 
as the pergunnah is too distant from Coel to be well managed in police 
matters. 

148. Talooka Hussyn consists of forty-three villages. It was ac- 
quired by Rajah Ruttun Singh, of the Poruch tribe of Rajpoots, soon 
after his expulsion from his ancestral domains of Hattrass and Mehndoo 
by the Rajah of Bhurtpore. Rajah Mithur Seyn, son of Ruttun Singh, 
was dispossessed by the Mahrattas,^ but was reinstated at the commence- 

bb2 
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ment of our rule. He died in F. S. 1224 and was succeeded by his son 
Jeswunt Singh ; on whose death in F, S* 1228, Rajah Nurain Singh suc- 
ceeded to the possession of the talooka. The revision of the settlement 
under Regulation IX. of 1833 was made by Mr. Thornton in 1836. In 
seventeen villages he found the subordinate proprietors or Biswahdars in 
possession and admitted them to engagements ; the remainder of the ta- 
looka was settled with the Rajah in zemindary. The jumma was lower- 
ed from Rs. 44,000 to Rs. 41,558, leaving the rates Rs. 2-6-7 per cultiva- 
ted acre, and Rs. 2-3-6 per malgoozary. After the settlement the Rajah 
mortgaged his zemindary villages and his malikana allowance to the 
talookdar of Awa Meesa. Rajah Nurain Singh died in 1846, leaving 
two widows as his heirs. One-third of his malikana allowance was there- 
upon resumed, and a monthly pension of Rs. fifty was assigned to each of 
his widows. They have brought a suit for redemption of the mortgage 
against Rajah Pirthee Singh of Awa, and obtained a decree in their fa- 
vor from the Principal Sudder Ameen of this zillah, but the case is pend- 
ing in appeal before the Sudder Court at Agra. 

149. The chief towns of this tehseelee are Secundra, Marhera, 
Kuchowra, Poordilnuggur and Hussyn. Secundra is said to have been 
founded by the emperor Secundur Lodi, after whom it was called origin- 
ally Secnnderpoor. Afterwards it was given in jagheer to Rao Khan, 
an Affghan, and became known as Rao ka Secundra or Secundra Rao. 
The kusbah is divided into two shares, viz. kusbah Nowkhail and kusbah 
Afghanan. The latter contains four puttees, viz. puttee Omdah Begum, 
puttee Mahomed Noor Khan, puttee Jumyut Khan, and puttee Meeran 
Khan. Omdah Begum belongs to the family of Hoormut Ully Khan, 
the farmer of talooka Aksowlee. Kusbah Marherah is composed of three 
Mehals, viz. 1st, Ahmednuggur Bumnohee, belonging to the family of 
the Canoongoes of the pergunnah, and 2nd, Kobad Gunj, and 3rd, kusbah 
Hameelguran, both belonging to zemindars of the Kumboh caste of 
Mahometans. 

Kuchowra is chiefly noticeable as having resisted the British arms in 
1802 ; the fort was taken with the loss of one officer killed. Major Nairn. 

Poordilnuggur was founded by the Nuwab Poordil Khan, who held 
pergunnah Secundra Rao in former times under the native Government 
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These towns are of no commerokJ importance. The Grand Trunk Road 
and Ganges Canal traverse this tehseeldaree ; and also the road from 
Hattrass to Eassgunj. 

Rajpoots of the Pooneer caste prevail in pergnnnah Secnndra Rao ; 
one of the chiefs of them now is Koondun Singh the talookdar of Nayee. 
In the south-east parts of Marherah^ Aheers are very numerouB. 

150. The following will shew the numbers^ designations and salaries 
of the revenue and police establishments in this tehseeldaree with the 
percentage of charges on the Jumma.

151. This pergunnah was the jahgeer of Begum Sumroo of 
Sirdhana. On her death in 1836 it was resumed and was settled 
summarily in that year by Mr. John Thornton. In his report of his 
proceedings he states that he found the malgoozars of this pergunnah 
less heavily involved than most of the same class in other parts of the 
district, which he attributed to two reasons; First, that the system of 
native management required less foresight than our own from those 
who were habitually improvident, and secondly, that the money-lenders 
would not advance large sums as they had no security of repayment 
Mr. Thornton found the soil very inferior to that of the adjoining 
pergunnahs, and the irrigated area only one-fourth of the whole The 
chief products were, the less valuable khurreef crops, such as bajra 
moth, museena, &c. which occupied three-fifths of the land Under 
these circumstances he lowered the assessment from Rs 1 34 fig's fn p. 
1,15,489. ■ ' ' ^-^ 'o J^s. 

152. The revenue survey of this pergunnah was made by Captain 
Brown in 1839 and the settlement under Regulation IX. of 1833 was 
formed by Mr. W. B Wnght m 1840. He found that the cultivation 
of the pergunnah nad miproved since the summary settlement and he 
increased the jumma to Rs. 1,18,206. The proportion of irrigation was 
stated by him to be 33 per cent. The pergunnah is bounded on the 
west by the nver Jumna, the khadir lands bordering which are about 
one-fifth of the pergunnah. These lauds are only partially cultivated 
owing to a want of fertility in them and of the means of irrigation and 
to the great difficulty of breaking them up in consequence of the 
Jumna not overflowing them now as formeriy. In the rest of the 
pergunnah, the soils are of average quality intermixed with sandv 
tracts of inferior value. The zemindars are generally Jdts and the 
tenures mostly Bhyachara. The town Tuppul is of no importance it 
is a place of some antiquity and there is an old fort near it said to 
have been built in the times of the Dor Rajahs of Coel. 

153. After settlement, between 1842 and 1846, several viUaffes of 
the pergunnah fell into balances, and it was found necessary to sell five 
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entire estates^ and sixty-four puttees iu seventeen estates. For want of 
bidders^ three of the entire estates and forty-eight puttees in twelve 
villages were purchased by Government at the nominal price of one 
rupee each. The causes of default were stated by the Collector (Mr. 
G. Blunt) to be the following. Firsts the unfavorable seasons since settle- 
ment^ only six inches of rain having fallen in the pergunnah in 1843-44 
and nine in 1844-45; and the failure of inundation of the Jumna^ on 
which the fertility of the khadir villages depends. Second, the minute 
subdivision of property in the pergunnah, the ninety-two mouzahs being 
subdivided into seven hundred and fifty puttees ; the chief instances of 
this subdivision being Salpoor in which there are fifty-one puttees, 
Sanowl in which there are thirty-eight, and Wynan, in which they are 
forty-four. Third, the ignorance of our revenue regulations which 
prevailed amongst the zemindars, and their being accustomed under the 
Begum's rule to annual remissions, and their not understanding the new 
principle of joint responsibility and liability. He stated that the necessi- 
ty for sale was caused by the unwillingness of neighbouring capitalists 
to take the farm of any of the villages of this pergunnah, which having 
recently been held by the Begum's amil was unknown to them, or not 
favorably known. 

After being held kham for a short time, farmers were procured for 
all the estates and puttees, and Government authorized their being 
re-sold to the farmers or others, on expiry of the farming leases, on 
condition of the balances being paid up. Accordingly two estates and 
twenty-six puttees have been thus re-sold, and arrangements are in 
progress for transferring the rest to the farmers or others.

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216 PERGUNNAH DETAILS. 

TEHSEELEE UGLAS. 

155. Pergunnahs Goreye and Hussunghur, at the commencement 
of our rule, were farmed to Thakoor Hurkishun Singh, talookdar of 
Byswan. In 1808, the settlement was formed with the village zemin- 
dars, and the pergunnahs were made Huzoor tehseel. In 1840 A. D. 
they were separated from the Huzoor tehseel and formed with the talooka 
of Kankuh Kujrout into a new division called by the name of Uglas, a 
village at which the head quarters of the tehseelee establishment were 
fixed. 

156. Pergunnah Goreye contains the talookas of Byswan and 
Uglas, besides other miscellaneous villages. The Byswan family is 
derived from the same stock as that of the talookdars of Hatrass and 
Moorsan (see the account of those pergunnahs). The talooka of Bys- 
wan was separated from the rest of the Hatrass estates in the time of 
Nuwul Singh, elder brother of Thakoor Dya Ram ; Nuwul Singh left two 
sons, Hurkishun Singh and Jeewaram. At the commencement of our 
rule, Hurkishun Singh was in possession of the talooka, and was treated 
by our Government with the same consideration and liberality which 
were shewn to his kinsmen Dya Ram and Bhugwunt Singh. In the be- 
ginning of 1810, the talooka was granted to him on an istimrare? tenure 
at the yearly jumma of Rs. 6192, but as he died in that year, before the 
sunnud or deed of istimrar reached him, the grant was renewed by 
Government to his son Thakoor Jyekishore Singh. In addition to the 
talooka of By swan the neighbouring village of Chuchow was given to him 
in jagheer on a life tenure. During the operations which preceded the fall of 
Hatrass in 1817, Jyekishore Singh and his uncle Jeewaram were supposed 
to have shewn good will towards our Government, in return for which 
and partly from motives of policy and justice in consideration of the super- 
cession of Nuwul Singh by his brother Dya Ram, fifty villages belonging to 
the latter were formed into talookas, Mehndoo and Shahzadpoor, and given 
to Jewaram and Jyekishore Sing respectively. Thakoor Jyekishore Singh 
died in 1845, leaving two sons, Girdhur Singh aged 19 and Girpershaud 
aged five years. His estates were attached, and a suzawul was deputed to 
collect the rents till a regular settlement could be formed. The new settle- 
ment was made by Mr. Hutchinson, officiating Deputy Collector in 1846. 
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The jagheer of Chuchow was resumed and settled with the village zemin- 
dars ; in one village of the talooka (Mouzah Muhtapoor) it was found 
that Mokuddums were in possession as proprietors of the soil^ and they 
were therefore admitted to engagements as Biswahdars with a deduction 
of twenty-five per cent, on the jummabundee as their proprietary profits^ 
a further deduction of twenty-two and half per cent, on the jumma 
being assigned to the talookdar. The settlement of the remaining nine 
villages was made with the talookdar as zemindar. The jumma of the 
talooka was fixed at Rs. 21,400. At settlement, the heirs of Jewaram^ 
applied for a share of the talooka ; during Thakoor Jyekishore's life- 
time> they received 400 Rs. per month from the profits of talooka 
Byswan, but had no part in the management of the estate. Their claim 
to be admitted to engagements was dismissed^ but at the Deputy Col- 
lector's recommendation. Government was pleased to settle a pension for 
life of Rs. twenty per month on the Ranee and each of the five sons of 
Jewaram. 

The former possessions of Jewaram's family were estimated by the 
Deputy Collector as follows :

Since Jewaram's death these possessions have been entirely dissipated 
by the improvident habits of his family, having been sold either for 
arrears of revenue or in satisfaction of decrees of the Civil Court. His 
sons are now chiefly dependent for their support on the pension. 

In 1846 Girdhur Singh, the elder son of Thakoor Jyekishore Singh, 
died whilst the settlement of his talooka was being made. His younger 
brother being a minor, the estate was taken into the charge of the Court 
of Wards. It was found encumbered with debts to the extent of Rs. 

FP 
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87,985, but arrangements were made for clearing them off by regular 
instalments, and it is to be hoped that when the present talookdar attains 
his majority, he will come into possession of an unencumbered property. 

157. Talooka Uglas was held under the Mahratta Government by 
Gungadhur Pundit as a grant for religious and charitable purposes, and 
it was confirmed to him by the British Government. On his death, the 
grant was resumed, and by the orders of Government dated 6th January 
1816, one-fourth of the produce of the lands was appropriated for his 
heirs, and three-fourths to public and charitable purposes. This talooka 
was settled under Regulation VII. of 1822 at Ks. 9,866: the assessment 
was lowered by Mr. Thornton to Rs. 7,443. The talooka was transfer- 
red from the Huzoor tuhseel to the Uglas tuhseelin 1840. The present 
annual sale of three-fourths of the produce is Rs. 5,550, and it is appro- 
priated to the use of the Educational Department. 

158. Mr. Thornton's assessment of pergunnahs Goreye and Hussun- 
ghur was as follows :

The percentage of irrigation on cultivated area was found at the last 
settlement to be sixty in Goreye and fifty-seven in Hussunghur. The 
staple produce in Goreye and the better parts of Hussunghur is wheat, 
which grows on many estates with very great luxuriance, and generally 
speaking, the greater part of the rubbee crop, as far as it is irrigated, 
consists of this grain. These pergunnahs are tenanted almost entirely 
by Jat communities, together with a sprinkling of Brahmin villages. 
The prevailing system of tenure is that of Dharbach, by which each 
proprietor pays and shares according to the land which he may hold. 

159. There is a considerable manufacture of the cloth called dobruh 
at the village of Dubgurhee in pergunnah Hussungurh carried on by 
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weavers of the Orh caste. The Orhs of this village are notorious Oothaee- 
geeras. 

160. The talookdars of Kankuh Kujrout are descended frorn Jes- 
wunt Singh, one of the sons of Nundram foujdar (see account of Hatrass 
and Moorsan.) They acquired their possessions in the same way as 
the other descendants of Nundram did. At the commencement of our rule 
they were admitted to engagements. At the settlement made by Mr. 
Fergusson in 1223 F. S. the jumma of their talooka was fixed at Rs. 
16,400, and it remained in force till the revision under Regulation IX. 
of 1833. Although the talookdars had no legal right to the proprietor- 
ship of the talooka, it was found by Mr. Thornton on enquiry that the 
descendants of the original zemindars had been so utterly dispossessed 
that he was able in only four instances to protect them by admission to 
engagements. The Government demand was raised to Rs. 30,921, but 
this was by no means excessive, and the talookdars were allowed a 
deduction of forty-two per cent, from the rental in the villages settled 
with them as zemindars, and thirty per cent, in those settled with the 
Biswahdars. In his report on the settlement of this talooka Mr. Thornton 
mentioned the embarrassed condition of some of the talookdars, especially 
Dhurm Sing ; he gave the following reason for it. " There is a cause 
constantly in operation amongst the members of this family which can 
hardly fail eventually to bring them or their descendants into difficul- 
ties. I allude to the rapid increase of numbers which the customs of 
the Jat tribe are calculated to occasion, each individual being allowed 
to contract as many marriages as he pleases, and the sons by all being 
equally legitimate and entitled to inherit alike ; and I fear that the 
'' numerous descendants who thus succeed to diminished means, are 
accustomed to entertain the same ideas regarding personal convenience, 
and the sums which their supposed station requires them to expend 
on particular occasions, as if each possessed resources equal to those 
of their predecessors. This, however, is an evil for which it is impos- 
sible to prescribe a remedy ; at least until the general extension of 
knowledge shall have taught the natives of this class, that respectabi- 
*' lity cannot exist without independence." 

Since the settlement, Dhurm Singh's possessions have passed into 
other hands. The rest of the talooka is still held by other members of 
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the family, of whom there are now thirteen in possession of separate 
shares. 

161. A metalled road from Coel to Muttra runs through the Uglas 
tehseelee for seventeen miles. The thannah of Uglas and the chokies 
of Nyabas and Ilustpoor are on this road. 

162. The following will shew the numbers^ designations and salaries 
of the revenue and police officers in this tehseelee, and the percentage 
of charges on the Jumma.

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REPORT UPON THE SETTLEMENT 



OF 



PERGUNNAH MOORSAN ZILLAH ALLYGURH. 



BY 



JOHN THORNTON, Esq. 



[The Settlement Reports of the Allygurh District have never been printed. It will have 
been observed, from the preceding Pergunnah details, that Talookdaree tenures prevail to a 
large extent. The settlement of the Moorsan pergunnah involved the complete consideration 
of the rights of a Talookdar, whose family had, from a combination of circumstances, attained 
to the position of petty chieftains ; and it was entrusted to a revenue officer of distinguished 
ability and discernment. 

The great interest of the investigation, — the high reputation of Mr. John Thornton who 
conducted it — have alike suggested the propriety of printing the report entire ; forming, as it 
is believed to do, at once, a local record of importance and a revenue paper of great merit and 
value. The wish to present the Report complete in itself, has rendered necessary the repeti- 
tion of a few passages already quoted in the Pergunnah details.] 

Rajah Teekum Sing's estate^ commonly known under the name of 
pergunnah Moorsan, contains 300^ villages, of which 69^ have been 

recorded as Uslee, and 231 as Dukhilee. They have 
con'laiied i^Ter^'nlh M^! all been withdrawu from time to time from the 
xirquas.*"''' '^'''''°"' '"'' neighboring pergunnahs of Jullaisur, Sadabad, Mahar 

bun, Raia, and Coel. In this number are comprised 
15 entire Maafee villages; of which two are held on a life grant by a 
cousin of the Rajah; ten are held by the Rajah himself in his Ranee's 
name, also on a life grant, and one, by name Amiirpoor, of which further 
mention will be made in a subsequent paragraph, is enjoyed by the 
Rajah in his own name. The other two Maafee villages, by name Hashim- 
poor and Mominabad, have been allowed by Government to remain 
permanently free of revenue, for the maintenance of certain temples in 
Bindrabun. There remain, then, 285:^ malgoozaree villages, of which 
69:^ are Uslee, and 216 are Dukhilee. These have now been settled in 
210 separate mehals. The pergunnah is generally considered to be 
divided into 18 talooquas, most of these talooquas are recorded in the 
old Mowazenah as single villages, since most of them consist of one 

hh2 
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XJslee village^ which has given its own name to the talooqua^ together 
with a number of Nuglahs or Dukhilee villages^ the occupants of which 
are all of the same cast^ and trace their origin to the same ancestor. 
They state that this ancestor originally settled in the spot, and that^his 
descendants gradually spread themselves over the whole tract, before it 
came under the Rajah's authority. Talooqua Moheria is composed of 
several of those tracts, which have not been kept separate, in consequence 
of the extinction of most of the original occupants. One of the 18 
talooquas is composed of all the miscellaneous villages, which have no 
internal connection with each other. In the remarks upon the general 
Statement for each of those divisions will be found the sum of the in- 
formation which I have been able to obtain, by the examination of old 
records, and by enquiring from the former and present Canoongoes, 
Chowdrees, &c., of several pergunnahs, regarding the former history of 
each; the pergunnah to which it formerly belonged, and the time and 
manner of its annexation to the Moorsan estate. But in order to 
render these statements more intelligible, it will be requisite to give here 
a brief account of the origin and rise of the two families of Hatrass and 
Moorsan, both of which are descended from the same stock. 

II. The unanimous voice of tradition asserts, that about the end 
of the 16th or the beginning of the 17th century of our era,* a man 

named Makhun of the tribe of Jats termed Tenwa 
families o/'^Hatrass^ and camc from Rajasthau into the neighborhood of 
^'**°' ^ Moorsan, which place appears then to have been 

occupied partly by Brahmins, and partly by Khoken Jats. Makhun mar- 
ried into the family of one of these Khokens, and partly by their help, 
partly probably on account of the surrounding country being imperfectly 
cultivated, he and his descendants during the next three generations 
were enabled to obtain possession of a considerable tract of country, 
which they divided among themselves, each subdivision becoming a 
talooqua in the manner described in the preceding paragraph. The 
district thus acquired by the Tenwa Jats became known by the name 
of Tuppah Joar, either, because that town was the chief place therein, 
or because the eldest branch of the family resided there. The district

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in question^ was situated^ properly speaking, in pergtmnah JuUaisur, but 
about this period, viz. in A. D. 1652, 200 villages (including Tuppah 
Joar) were withdrawn from that pergunnah by order of SaduUah Khan, 
Vizier of the Emperor Shah Jehan, and, with addition of 80 villages 
taken from pergunnah Mahabun, and seven from pergunnah Kun- 
dowlee, were formed into a new pergunnah, which was named Sadabad. 
This measure was probably rendered advisable by the same uncultiva- 
ted or unsettled state of the country, which had enabled the Tenwa 
Jats to obtain footing therein. Such was the state of affairs, when in 1658 
A. D. the whole country was thrown into confusion, and the authority 
of Government everywhere relaxed, in consequence of the civil war 
among the sons of Shah Jehan. It so happened that there was at this 
time among the Jats of Tuppah Joar, a man named Nundram, who was 
a great grandson of Alakhun, the founder of this branch of the tribe. 
This Nundram appears to have been possessed of great abilities, and 
by means of these, and partly by the assistance of the Rajah of the 
neighboring district of Durriapoor, who was of the Poruch Rajpoot 
tribe, he found means to obtain a great degree of influence over the 
rest of his brethren, and to be considered as their head and leader. He 
was thus enabled to take advantage of the troubles of the times, and 
not only to withhold the Government revenue of Tuppah Joar, but also 
to bring under his authority, and to unite to the Tuppah, several other 
villages, besides those actually occupied by the Tenwa Jats. But when 
Aurungzebe became firmly fixed upon the throne, Nundram found it 
necessary to submit, and it being probably thought that, besides his 
natural activity, he was well qualified from the circumstances of his 
position to control the district in question, the "Khidmut Zemindaree" 
or revenue management of Tuppah Joar, and Tocheeghur, was com- 
mitted to his charge. The deed which is produced to this effect, of 
which a copy (Persian No. 1) is annexed, purports to have been granted 
by the " Vuzier Asophuddowlah and the Nuwaub Khankanan Bahadur." 
These names make me somewhat doubtful as to the genuineness of the 
deed, for they would appear to refer it rather to the early part of Shah 
Jehan's reign than to any part of that of Aurungzebe. But it is well 
known that it was in the time of the latter Emperor that Nundram 
rose into power, nor indeed could any other supposition be reconciled 
with subsequent events, the date of which is undisputed. By other 
deeds, which are not forthcoming, the superintendence of the police of 
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the 'district was also entrusted to Nundram whence he derived the 
title of foujdar, which is usually attached to his name. 

These arrangements continued in force till the death of Nund- 
ram, which occurred about the year A. D. 1695. He left fourteen sons, 
only three of whom need be referred to at present, these are Zulkurun 
Singh, the eldest son; J ye Singh, the second son ; and Bhoj Singh, the 
seventh son. With respect to Jye Singh, it is only necessary to mention, 
that from him are descended the talooquadars of Hatrass : from zulku- 
run Singh is descended the Moorsan family, the genealogy of which 
will be found annexed. That of the remaining posterity of Nundram 
will be given in the report upon pergunnah Hatrass, Zulkurun Singh 
died either before or immediately after his father. The present Rajah 
asserts that he obtained a Sunnud from Delhi for some villages in jageer, 
but that he died before he was put in possession under this grant, no 
deeds are however produced and the matter is of small importance. It 
is not very clear in what condition Tuppah Joar remained for several 
years after the death of Nundram. Bhoj Singh appears to have taken 
the lead among his brethren, and it is probable that he retained from 
time to time a greater or less degree of influence and authority, just as 
he was able to secure the favor of the local Government officers. At 
last in the third year of the reign of the Emperor Furokhseer, i. ^. in 
A, D. 1716, which was about 21 years after his father's death, he succeed- 
ed in procuring a perwanah from Seyd Abdoolla Khan, the famous 
Vizier, to the same effect as those above mentioned in favor of Nund- 
ram. In a subsequent month of the same year he obtained another 
perwanah from the said officer, by which a money allowance or remission 
from the revenue was also assigned to him under the name of a jageer. 
These deeds, of which copies are annexed (Persian Nos. 2 and 3,) are 
only in the name of Bhoj Sing, but on the reverse is a detail, by which 
half the Tuppah was allotted to Bhoj Singh, and half to Jey Singh. 
They accordingly divided it, village by village. The heirs of Jey Singh 
continued to prosper. Those of Bhoj Sing lost nearly all their posses- 
sions, as will be seen hereafter. 

Kosal Singh, the only son of Zulkurun Singh, was quite an infant 
at the time of his father's death. He resided with his mother at the 
village of Rahutpoor, which, together with Mankrole (now in Hatrassj 
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was then^ or afterwards made over by his uncle for his support. He 
must be considered as the founder of the Moorsan family. When 
he arrived at mature age he found means to acquire the favor of Nawab 
Saadut Khan^ Subahdar of Oude under the Emperor Mahomed Shah, 
and by his help was enabled to bring under his authority as talooqdar, 
or Moostajir, the undermentioned estates; some of which had probably 
been in a greater or less degree subject to his grandfather's authority, 
and had afterwards recovered their independance, but most of them 
appear not to have been so subject — 

Talooquas Dialpoor, Moorsan Khas, Gopee, Putenee, Ahree, 
Birahmuhey, five or six villages of talooqua Moheria, and the single 
village Chohree.

Phope Singh succeeded his father Kosal Singli about the year 
A. D. 1749. He increased the Moorsan estate very largely, by the 
same means that his father had used ; that is by obtaining from the 
Aumils of the surrounding country all such villages, as had fallen par- 
tially out of cultivation, or in which the revenue was from any cause 
collected with diflSculty. He also acquired the greater part of the 
Ilakah which had descended from Thakoor Bhoj Singh to his heirs, for 
an account of which transactions, see the general statements for talooqua 
Tuksan and Putta. Phope Singh underwent great reverse of fortune, 
being first expelled from the whole of the Moorsan estate by Rajah 
Soorujmul of Bhurtpoor in A. D. 1757 when he retired to Sasnee in the 
Oude. jurisdiction. He recovered possession soon after Soorujmul's 
death which occurred in A. D. 1761, but was again expelled by Nujuf 
Khan, the officer of the Emperor of Delhi, in A. D. 1776. He did not 
return from Moorsan till A. D. 1785 when, after the death of Nujuf 
Khan the Mahrattas had over-run this part of the country. It was 
some years after this his second return before he regained all that he 
had formerly held. As far as can be learnt from careful enquiry, the 
following are the portions of the present Moorsan estate, which were 
annexed . thereto by Phope Singh during the several periods of his 
tenure.

After his second recovery of his estate in A. D. 1715 till the time that 
he relinquished the management to his son, some years before his death, 
he was occupied in regaining his former possession, and in adding to 
them the remainder of the large tract which now goes under the name 
of talooqua Moheria. It was Phope Singh who first assumed the title 
of Rajah^ to which distinction the claim of the family is somewhat 
doubtful^ except as being now generally recognized. 

III. Bugwunt Singh succeeded his father Phope Singh upon the death 
of the latter in A. D. 1798, but for some years previous to that date he 

had the management of the pergunnah, and had com- 
VL^^rX^Z'M^" plated it, as at present constituted, by the addition 

of talooqua Sonk and Mudum in A. D. 1795 and of 
talooqua Doneitea in A. D. 1796. At the commencement of our rale in 
A. D. 1803 he was allowed to engage for the whole pergunnah. He 
first entered cabooliats for F. Y. 1211, then forF. Y. 1212 and afterwards 
for the three years from 1213 to 1215 F. Y. In these cabooliats ^he is 
styled zemindar of some parts of the pergunnah, talooquadar of other 
parts, and Moostajir of others. On this point the Collector appears ^ to 
have been guided by the pottahs which the Rajah had received from 
the former Government. At the expiration of the last .mentioned 
term, an istumraree lease' was granted him for fats own life at a jnmma 
of Rs. 80,000 for the whole estate, exclusive of Talooquas Scmk and 
Mudum, which were granted to him in jageer for good service perfbna- 
ed in Lord Lake's campaigns. No investigation at this time took 
place with regard to the internal circumstances of the talooqua, nor 
was the Rajah's management in any way controlled or interfered with 
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till the death of Bhugwunt Singh. During this interval several indivi- 
duals petitioned for the recovery or maintenance of their rights in 
particular villages, but they appear to have been all referred to a future 
opportunity for the investigation of tlieir claims. When Rajah Bhug- 
wunt Singh died in the beginning of 1231 F. Y. and the whole pergun- 
nah was held Kham by the Collector for the remainder of that year, 
all those who considered themselves to possess rights as being the 
descendants of those who were the original zemindars previous to the 
annexation of their respective villages to the pergunnah, as well as 
some who only rested their claims on long residence and management, 
came forward and requested the protection of the Government. When 
the new settlement was made with Teekum Singh from 1232 to 1236 
F. Y. all these claimants were permitted to engage for their respective 
villages, with the title of Mokuddums, and as Government had directed 
that the possession of the Rajah should be restricted to the collection 
of a fixed sum from every village, those Mehals also, in which no 
claimant had come forward, were left in the hands of the Moostajirs of 
the preceding year or committed to other individuals on the same 
tenure. The Rajah was allowed the title of Sudder Malgoozar, together 
with 15 per cent, as Malikanah on the jumma payable by the village 
malgoozars, and Rs. 644 per mensem on account of expenses of collec- 
tion, but he derived no benefit from the latter allowance, since he made 
no use of the establishment which had been appointed by the Collector 
at that amount of monthly salary, and he also suffered a very heavy 
loss (stated by himself at Rs. 91,413) from 1232 to 1237 inclusive, in 
consequence of the inequality of the village assessment and his conse- 
quent inability to collect the whole of his dues. For this, however, he 
himself is chiefly answerable, as the assessment was formed upon 
data which he furnished. With the view of remedying this state of 
things more speedily than would have been otherwise possible. Govern- 
ment authorized in 1237 F> Y. the formation of a summary settlement 
which should be in force from the commencement of 1238 F. Y. till the 
detailed settlement should be completed. At this summary settlement 
the former system was continued of confining the authority of the Sudder 
Malgoozar to the collection of a fixed sum from each village, and 
Moostajirs were accordingly selected to engage for those estates, to the 
management of which there existed no other rightful claimant, security 
was demanded upon each engagement, with the view of preventing the 

II 
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recurrence of the Rajah's losses^ but several causes have combined to 
defeat in some measure this desirable object Several of the khurreef 
crops have been injured by a deficienc} of rain at the proper season^ 
and the rubbee crop of 1239 F. Y. was in some places almost destroyed 
by a hailstorm. These evils have been rendered more serious by the 
total absence of any attempt at remedying them. With the exception 
of a tardy and insufficient remission on account of the hailstorm^ the 
people have been allowed to struggle unassisted with their difficulties, 
and it was not to be hoped that, in the position in which they were 
placed, they would be able to do this successfully. Many of them have 
neither funds nor credit for restoring the cultivation of their villages 
after the dispersion of the assamees caused by the failure of a crop, and . 
the consequence has thus too often been, that the defalcation of one 
year has paved the way for a greater loss in the next. The securities 
were in some cases men of little substance, but in many they would 
have been fully competent to restore the face of affairs, if they had been 
called upon when the deficiency first became apparent, and had been 
allowed and enjoined to assist the village malgoozars, or to take the 
management into their own hands. This has never been done, and 
the arrears have therefore been frequently suffered to accumulate, till 
they far exceeded the means of the security to discharge. 

IV. It was of course my first object to discover in what villages there 
existed individuals or communities who were entitled to retain the man- 

on the i>arties who have ^^™®^* uudcr the Rajah, aud determine the 
now been aiiQived to retain the relation iu which thc two parties should stand 

management, &c 

towards each other. Hitherto both parties have 
been purposely allowed to remain in an ambiguous position, the Rajah 
has held only the appellation of Sudder Malgoozar, and the village 
occupants that of mokuddum, neither of which terms express any 
definite right. The only opinion which 1 could find recorded on the 
subject (besides the general feeling of justice and expediency indicated 
by the admission of the village communities to engage in 1 232 F. Y.) was 
that contained in the 6th and 7th paragraphs of a letter, dated 7 th March 
1829, addressed by Mr. W. H. Tyler, then officiating Collector of 
AUygurh, to the Commissioner. In this letter the former gentleman 
states, that from all which he could learn on the subject, the ancestors 
of the Rajah were nothing more or less originally than Moostajirs, on 
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a large scale, and subsequently called talooqdars, and that it was 
therefore probable that he would not be able to prove his title to the 
proprietary rights of the greater part of the estates in the pergunnah. 

y After the fullest and most patient investigation of which I trust 
that the details inserted in this report and in the other papers herewith 
forwarded will be sufficient proof, I have been led to a similar conclusion. 
I have found, that, in about two-thirds of the pergunnah, the descendants 
of the original zemindars, who held the villages before they came under 
the Rajah's authority, are still forthcoming, and that neither by their own 
act, nor by the will of the former Government, have they forfeited their 
right of managing their respective estates as long as they shall pay the 
revenue demanded from them. 

With the exception of the three talooquas Sonk, Mudum, and 
Doneitea, it was not even alleged by the Rajah that the rights of the 
original zemindars had been transferred to his ancestors in any legal 
manner, but he relied upon the assertion, that the descendants of those 
zemindars were extinct, and that the ancestors of the present claimants 
had been located by his predecessors as common assamees. This 
assertion, however, was in itself vague and improbable, it was supported 
by no proof and opposed to all evidence, oral or documentary. The 
holders of the several villages give a clear and credible account of 
their descent and past history, which is attested by all those who could 
be supposed to have any knowledge on the subject. Their rights 
were acknowledged by the former Government when opportunity offered, 
as is proved by some original Canoongoes' papers of the latter part of the 
last century. By these papers it appears, that during the time that 
Rajah Phope Sing was expelled from his estate, the ancestors of the 
present village occupants were recorded by the Government of the 
time as zemindars or mukuddums (for the terms appear to have been 
used indiscriminately) of their respective villages. Even during the life 
of the late Rajah Bhugwunt Singh, the management of the land was left 
to these men, except when some reason presented itself to the contrary. 
All other were called Moostajirs, and even when any village was leased 
out to an individual of the latter class, the hereditary village occupants 
frequently continued to hold as kitkenedars under him, and, if totally 
deprived of the management, they still retained their seer land, whicli 

II 2 
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they repeatedly mortgaged as necessity occurred. These points^ taken 
together and combined with the total absence of proof on the other 
side^ form as strong evidence as can generally be looked for in enquiries 
of this nature. But in Moorsan the assertion of the Rajah is still 
more powerfully refuted by the circumstances of the cases themselves, 
and particularly by the formation of Talooquas mentioned in the first 
paragraph of this report. No race of mere tenants at will could have 
obtained the sole occupancy of a large tract ; caused by such occupancy 
the villages which arose therein to be so connected as to be termed a 
talooqua^ divided that talooqua from a remote period into separate 
portions, each known by the name of one of the early members of the 
family; held each of those portions distinct to the present day, settled 
their several shares without dispute as soon as they were allowed to 
engage in 1232 F. Y., and finally procured the sanction and the testi- 
mony of the neighboring inhabitants to their claim of being the party 
to whom, under whatever superior, the right of cultivating and manag* 
ing the soil belongs. 

In the three talooquas above mentioned, the Rajah allowed 
the descent of the present mookuddums from the original zemindars, 
but rested his claim for their expulsion from the management on the 
plea that their ancestors had sold them to his father Bhugwunt Singh 
in return for his discharging some arrears of revenue due to the 
Government of the time. But it appeared upon examination that these 
transactions were rather between the aumils and Bhugwunt Singh than 
between the Rajah and the zemindars, or at all events, that the inconsi- 
derable number of the latter, who were present at the time, contemplated 
nothing more than the annexation of their villages to the pergunnah 
and the consequent transfer of their future payments from the aumil to 
the Rajah. 

I have therefore, admitted to engagements all those who have 
established their descent from the original zemindars, and who conse- 
quently inherit rights which existed at a period anterior to the Rajah's 
authority. Those who have derived their terms from the Rajah himself 
or his ancestors, have been directed to apply to the same quarter for 
their renewal. In about one«third of the pergunnah the stock of the 
old zemindars was extinct, and these villages have in consequence been 
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made over to the exclusive management of the Rajah with the title of 
zemindar. A similar course has been pursued with regard to a few 
villages^ in which the rightful occupants have been prevailed upon^ by 
certain equivalents, to withdraw their claims of every kind in favor of 
the S udder M algoozar. 

VI. With regard to the terms which should be allowed to the 
village communities under the new settlement, I have thought it 

advisable to proceed upon more liberal principles 
.uctpa'tiir""'"^ '° than have hitherto been adopted as regards this per- 

gunnah. It is true that if the whole deduction allowed 
by Government from the jummabundee of these villages had been no 
more than would have been allowed, if there had been only one party 
possessing an interest in the produce of the soil, it would not have been 
possible to improve materially the condition of the village malgoozars, 
without lowering the income of the Rajah for this purpose, and this in 
my opinion, would have been inconsistent with the relative position of 
the two parties towards each other. For there is no doubt that from 
the time of the annexation of the several villages to the pergunnah 
till the death of Rajah Bhugwunt Singh, a period varying from 30 to 
140 years, the demand of the talooqdars was only limited by the 
amount of the net rental, after deducting the bare expences of manage- 
ment; and provided he did not exceed that limit, so as to crush and 
expel the village malgoozars, he was probably considered to be only 
exercising the right which originally belonged to the state, and which 
had been entrusted to him in return for his satisfying the demand of the 
Government against the district under his control. Upon the same prin- 
ciple, it would appear that, if the revenue demanded by Government 
from the present Rajah were as high in proportion as that of other 
pergunnahs, he would be entitled to require that the jumma of the 
village occupants should be as high as it would be possible for them to 
discharge. 

On the other hand experience has shown both in the case of 
Moorsan and Hattrass, that when the jumma of a number of villages 
has been calculated at a deduction of only 10 or 12 per cent, from the 
gross rental, and these villages are occupied by numerous and indigent 
putteedaree communities, who possess no resources of their own, and 
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are dependant upon Sahookars for every thing needful, such a jumma 
is in few cases realized without distress and difficulty. All those whose 
system of management is not of the very best description, as well as. 
those who have met with any accidental loss by the failure of a 
crop or the like, have been unable to recover themselves, and have sunk 
invariably into ruin. A general bad year is in a district thus assessed, 
an almost insuperable calamity. The present condition of Hattrass 
is considerably worse than that of Moorsan owing partly to the greater 
heaviness and inequality of its assessment, and partly to the longer 
period during which the Mofussil settlement has been in existence. 
But the same effects have been also fully experienced in Moorsan as 
is proved by the irrecoverable balances of the last four years, which 
amounted to more than 35,000 rupees, and also by the numerous and 
heavy private debts, of the extent of which no estimate has been formed. 
The state of poverty also, in which those malgoozars are sunk, who 
have failed to bear up against the pressure of the last settlement, could 
scarcely be equalled among the same class in any other district of the 
country. 

I have therefore adopted the only remaining alternative, and 
have allowed a further deduction of 8 per cent, from the gross rental in 
those villages which are held by hereditary malgoozars, for the purpose 
of placing the latter in that state of comparative comfort and indepen- 
dance, which it is evidently advantageous to the country that they 
should retain. The total deductions, therefore amount in these vil- 
lages to 38 per cent, while in those which have been settled solely with 
the Rajah, and in which he alone is entitled to the profits, and is sub- 
ject to none of the disadvantages attending a poor and numerous 
brotherhood, the Government revenue has been taken at a deduction of 
only 3 per cent, from the assumed rental. 

YII. It remains for me to say something upon the designation and 
the tenure under which the Rajah and the village occupants have been 

respectively allowed to engage. I have considered 

io^^l\hekl^X^''^^' the title of zemindar, which both parties claim, to 

be strictly applicable to neither. The Rajah claims 
it on the strength of the pottahs, which his predecessors received, 
chiefly from the Mahratta Government, during the latter part of the 
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last, and the beginning of the present century, in which he is called 
sometimes ''zemindar,'* sometimes ''talooqdar" and sometimes "talooq- 
dar zemindar" of the greater part of his estate, though not of the whole : 
but the term zemindar appears to have borne a different meaning under 
the native rule from that which it now conveys. The Mogul conquerors 
of Hindustan, and in imitation of them, their Mahratta successors, seem 
to have applied it to all those from whom they received the revenue, 
whether of a large tract, or of a single village, provided the tenure of 
such individuals was of a permanent nature. Thus, as has been above 
stated in the 4th paragraph, when Rajah Phope Singh was expelled 
from Moorsan, and the ancestors of the present village malgoozars 
engaged direct with the state, the latter enjoyed the same title which 
had before been bestowed upon the Rajah. It is clear, therefore, that the 
title in dispute was never intended, at the time of which I am writing, 
to convey or express a right to the occupancy of the soil itself. In the 
districts held by the larger zemindars, the land was still retained by 
those to whom it belonged before the appointment of any permanent 
officer between them and the state, and who were emphatically termed 
''Bhoomeas" as being indissolubly connected with the soil. And 
although these large zemindars were frequently enabled by the apathy 
of the Native Goverments, and especially of an usurping power like the 
Mahrattas, to encroach upon the rights of those whom they were bound 
by the terms of all their pottahs to protect, the condemnation of such 
tyranny by the general voice of the country was sufficient to prove 
that in so doing they exceeded the power entrusted to them. 

If, then, the title of zemindar had still retained its original 
meaning, there would have been no objection to apply it still, in the 
sense of sudder roalgoozar, to all the individuals of that class in the 
country. But from the first period of our sway we seem to have been 
misled, partly by the etymology of the word, and partly by the absence 
of any class in our own country, corresponding with these larger far- 
mers of revenue, and the term zemindar has thus been brought to 
signify the possession of a proprietary right in the land itself. In 
compliance with this new signification of the word, those who bore it 
in the lower provinces have been constituted absolute masters of the 
tract of which they were found to pay the revenue, whether that tract 
were large or small, and whether the occupancy of the soil really belonged 
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to them or not. And it appears^ as far as my experience has gone, 
that the people of the country have entirely adopted the term in its 
new sense, and they have learned to prize it as the official title which 
conveys the same idea as the more familiar ones of " Bhoomeas/' " Biswa- 
dars/' &c., which are in use among themselves. In the present case, 
for example, they would consider the recognition of the Rajah as 
zemindar of the whole pergunnah to be fatal to the security of their 
tenures. Since, then, the native Governments whose usage in this 
respect is the only foundation of the Rajah's claim, have passed away 
and diflferent views have »ow been adopted, as well by the mass of the 
people, as by the Government itself, it appears to me that it would be 
neither just nor expedient to admit the claim alluded to. 

Nor is there any thing in the purwanehs granted to Nundram 
and Bhoj Singh which can affect this question. The first indeed 
requires no remark, since no part of the present Moorsan estate is 
derived by direct inheritance from Nundram. The purwaneh in favor 
of Bhoj Singh would relate only to those parts of the pergunnah which 
were transferred from his heirs to Rajah Phope Singh. But in any 
case, the argument as I have stated it, will apply equally against the 
concession of the title of zemindar to the Rajah, whether his ancestors 
obtained that title by a formal grant, or merely from custom and 
courtesy, and moreover, it is evident, that no formal grant was intended 
in either of those cases. Such a grant would have required an imperial 
firman, and the Emperor's seal, and would have clearly conveyed an 
hereditary title. But the simple order of the minister of the day was 
sufficient to commit the fiscal and foujdaree charge of a district to 
any individual, and to assign him a jageer therein as the reward of his 
services, both arrangements being equally liable to cease on the death 
of the individual in question^ or at the minister's own pleasure. The 
purwanehs alluded to, therefore, are far from establishing the present 
Rajah's claim to any particular title, and they do not even add any thing 
in confirmation of his right of tenure. That tenure is upheld only by 
its continuance through a long course of years, and by the principle 
laid down by our Government of maintaining any arrangement which 
was found in force at the time of the cession or conquest. 

For these reasons I have not thought it right to designate the 



Rajah aB zemindar of those villages in which the stock of the orlginfit} 
occupants still exist. I have therefore termed him talooqdar of suoh 
villages^ which title was in former days synonymous with that of zemi^* 
dar, but which is now universally understood in the sense in whioh 
1 have applied it, as distinguished from the latter title and, with regard 
to the village communities, although I should consider it less objection- 
able to bestow upon them the disputed appellation, yet I am not aware 
of any instance in which the term zemindar is granted ofiScially to those 
who do not engage direct with Government. I have therefore designated 
them as '' Biswadars,*' by which title their right of occupancy is fully 
indicated and secured, and which indeed is the term familiarly applied 
to themselves, by the members of the putteedarree communities in other 
places, even where there is no talooqdar between them and the state. 
The lumberdars or representatives of the community have been called 
mookuddums, i. e. chief biswadars. 

VIII. It will be well for me to conclude this branch of the subject 
by recording here the rules which I have laid down for preventing any 
doubt or uncertainty in future as to the relation between the two parties 
who have thus been found to exist in the pergunnah. It will be seen at once 

that these rules involve no new principle, and that they 
J^l^^tll'flr :^X follow naturally upon the recognition of the indepe«d- 
LCtoii^h'XV'^'''''^ ance of the village malgoozars. They are therefore 

not intended as an enactment, but are only inserted 
in this place and in this formal shape, for the purpose of affording an easy 
reference to those who may succeed me in the charge of the pergupnah. 
It is evident that a great part of the advantages attending the present 
settlement will be lost, if the arrangements connected with it are not upr 
held in the spirit in which they have been formed. A translation of these 
rules has been inserted in the final robucarree of settlement for talooqua 
Bisanah, to which reference has been made in the robucanrees of the 
other villages. 

First, as regards the village occupants. 

I. I consider them entitled to retain the management of their 
respective villages, as long as they shall pay the jumma which it may 
be settled by the Collector, at any revision of the settlement, that the 

KK 
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Rajah is to obtain from them. This jumroa shall at least be ro 
moderate^ as to be paid easily in an average year^ in order that even 
in case of an unfavorable season, the malgoozars may be able to make 
arrangements for its liquidation. 

2. If they shall at any time be deprived of the management on 
account of refusing to engage at time of settlement^ or on account of 
balances afterwards due from them^ they shall retain the lands which 
are in their own seer cultivation, and shall not be called upon to pay 
more for the same, than the rates fixed at time of settlement. 

3. In all such cases of dispossession, they shall be allowed the 
option of recovering the management at any ensuing settlement, provid- 
ed they then discharge the arrears due from them, in cases where 
failure in paying the revenue may have been the cause of their deprivation. 

4. They shall be termed "Biswadars," and their representatives 
''Mookuddum Biswadars/' 

6. Whenever the holders of any thoke or puttee, the jumma of 
which is separate from that of the remainder of the village, shall fall 
into balance, the holders of the other thokes shall have the .option of 
taking it into their own hands upon discharging the balance, and of 
holding it as mortgagees till they shall have been repaid the amount. 

6, The above mentioned rights shall be considered to be hereditary 
and transferable; that is to say, while in possession of the management, 
they may transfer their share or interest, and, when dispossessed, their 
seer land, subject to the payment of the settlement rates. 

Secondly, as regards the Rajah. 

1. The Rajah being established by length of possession as sudder 
malgoozar of the pergunnah, is entitled to the difference between the 
revenue required by the state from each village, and the sum which it 
may fix that he shall receive from the village communities. It follows 
that if the Government demand should at any time be pressed to the 
utmost extent that each village can regularly pay, his interest will cease 
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in the villages settled with mookuddums or remains in abeyance, though 
the revenue may still be paid through his hands. 

2. When the malgoozars of any village may fail to pay their revenue 
in any year, the Rajah shall sue them before the Collector, aud after 
establishing his claim if neither they nor their securities shall discharge 
the balance, he shall be entitled to make his own arrangements for the 
future management. He shall also assume the management in cases 
where the mookuddums may decline engaging on the terms proposed at 
time of settlement. 

3. Whenever the descendants of the old zemindars, who have now 
been recorded as biswadars, shall become extinct in any village, the 
Rajah shall succeed to their rights and title in the same manner as he 
has now been allowed to succeed to the original occupants in those 
estates which have been settled with him as zemindan 

4. As long as the above mentioned descendants continue to exist, 
and are forthcoming on the spot to assert their claims to the occupancy of 
the soil, the Rajah shall, in such villages, retain the appellation of talooqdar. 

5. The talooqdaree rights, which the Rajah has been above des- 
cribed to possess, shall be considered to be hereditary and transferable. 
His successor will be of course in exactly the same position with respect 
to the village malgoozars, as has now been assigned to himself. 

IX. The only villages in which it has been proved that the hereditary 
occupants are in existence and have a right to protection, but in which 

they have not been admitted to engagements, are 

Mentioat 2 viUagcfl which baye x«-ai -n a. jo* oil.

X. The soil of pergunnah Moorsan is, with few exceptions, of a 
good quality, but it depends very much upon irrigation for its produc- 

kk2 
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tiv^^tidss. Thtft water for this purpose is derived entirely from wells. 

On the soil and crops of the ^^^st of wWch are cutcha, for the formation of 

pergunn.h. ^j^j^j^ ^|^^ grouttd is usually well adapted. This 

will be seen from the fact that, of the 58>628 acres of cultivated malgoo- 
2aree land which the pergunnah contains, only 10,686 acres (about 18 
per cent.) are destitute of the means of irrigation. There is scarcely any 
really productive waste land, except such as has been lately cultivated 
and which has now been thrown up from accidental causes. This where 
it existii ha^ of course been taken into the account of the comparative 
resources of the different villages. For these reasons there can be no 
expectation of an increase in the revenue of the pergunnah at any future 
revisal df the settlement. 

The land is divided, with reference to its proximity to the village. 
Into thf^e classes, known by the nameis of Barah, Munjah, and Berha, 
which correspond to the Goend, Meana, and Paloo of other parts of the 
country. These classes are formed in Moorsan on the only system by 
which it is possible that they should afford any clue to the relative 
eiapabilities of the different fields, viz. by allowing a comparatively small 
extent to the two superior divisions, and by including the bulk of the 
land in the third class. Thus the Barah land contained in the whole 
pergunnah amounts only to 7 per cent, upon the cultivated area, and 
the Miinjah to 9 per cent. Upon ditto. To this extent the superiority 
of the land which is under the walls of the village (with the exception 
of course of particular fields) is evident to every eye, and is acknowledged 
by the people in their transactions with each other. The non-irrigated 
land is <altnost entirely confined to the Berha. 

There is hardly any sugar-cane grown in this pergunnah, but 
every other species of crop is produced in abundance. The khurreef 
harvest is an extensive one, and the condition of the malgoozars depends 
mainly upon iik^ favorable result. In cases where this crop has failed, 
tiot buly have they been precluded, by the smallness of their means, 
fto^ Making any extraordinary exertioBS to repair the injury by 
extending their cultivatioR for the rubbee crop, but they have frequently 
undergone further loss in consequence of many assamees being driven by 
utter want to seek elsewhere the means of subsistence, whereby the 
l^bbee Cultivation, faws not even (reached its original proposed extent 
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XI. The common ryots of the pergunnah cultivate almost entirdy 
upon money rates^ the bataiee system being only in use for the very 
On the common cultivating worst kuds, aud scarcely for them in well managed 
"■■"***•• villages. The pattahs are generally Bilmuktah, 

containing no detail of fields. They contain the number of beegahs, but 
no measurement takes place for the purpose of ascertaining this point, 
as the extent of each field is well known to all parties. This extent is 
universally expressed in the beegahs current on the spot, which are 
usually somewhat larger, or somewhat smaller, than kucha beegahs of 
the Government measurement, which last is | of the puckah Govern- 
ment beegah. The ryots even when they cultivate largely, seem to 
have but little attachment to particular fields, or even to particular 
villages. They are easily induced by circumstances to shift their place 
of abode, and frequently abscond in the middle of the year when it is 
impossible to supply -their place, or when they are in balance with the 
malgoozars. It is to this cause, and the want of timely interference 
to check the evil, that much of the distress which has taken place in 
the pergunnah may be attributed.

revenue receivable by Government of Rs. 1,66,874 for and after 1250 
F. Y. I was prepared by general opinion to find this jumma at least 
quite heavy enough, and I have been led to the same conclusion by the 
result of ray own investigations. 

My first aim was to obtain a basis for my proceedings^ by 
determining as nearly as possible the gross rental which the pergunnah 
could yield. I found upon first joining my office, that the native contin- 
gent establishment, which had been previously employed in the measure- 
ment, and in preparipg the other papers for the new settlement, had 
made up ajummabundee for each village, the aggregate of which 
jummabundees, (exclusive of course of some maafee lands subse((uently 
resumed) amounted to Rs. 2,55,84 k The method pursued appears to 
have been this. In the khusrehs the land is divided into the three 
divisions of Barah, Munjeh, and Berha, with a further distinction of 
irrigated and non-irrigated, the latter being almost wholly confined to 
the third class. Each of these is subdivided into several grades, as Ist^ 
2nd, 3rd, &c. The native ofiicers in forming the jummabundee of any 
village after making enquiries on the spot as to the relative value which 
the different classes of land b(M:e to each other therein, for there is much 
variance in this respect in different villages, proceeded to attach such 
rates to these divisions and subdivisions, as would bring the total of the 
rent payable by common assamees to nearly the sum which appeared 
by the putwarrees' papers to be actually paid by them. The same rates 
were then applied to the land cultivated by the malgoozars and their 
brethren. But if the amount thus found was in the said oflScer^s 
opinion too high or too low, he altered the rates, throughout, until he 
considered the total sum suitable to the capabilities of the village. 

These jummabundees, if correct, would have allowed a large 
increase in the revenue, but it was evident that they were much too 
high. The jummabundee of the last settlement (iacluding the progres- 
sive increase on the jumma) was Rs. 2,27,836, and though it is probable 
that this was lower than would have been thought reasonable, if the 
deductions to be made therefrom had been larger, still no causes appear- 
ed for considering it so much too low as the native estimate would 
indicate. The cultivated ruqbah (exclusively of some maafee lands since 
resumed) appeared by the present measurement to be about 10^000 
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pucka beegahs less than that of the shudkar measurement, and though 
the greater part of this difference must be attributed to error in the 
shudkar estimate, (a nearly proportionate decrease appearing upon the 
total areas,) still enough remains to show that the total cultivation has 
diminished, rather than increased since the last settlement. 

Upon examining the village accounts, I found that they presented 
scarcely any guide to the real amount of the gross rental in consequence 
of the prevalence of seer cultivation, which (^except in talooquas 
Moheria and Tuksan) approaches to nearly the same extent as that of 
common Assamees. I directed a settlement to be made out for each 
village, by finding the average rate per beegah paid by the assamees in 
each, and then assessing the seer at that rate. The total of the jum- 
mabundees thus formed stood as follows :

But there could be little doubt that even this was considerably 
too high, because though in some instances the seer land may perhaps 
be better than that held by assamees, in the majority of villages the 
former includes all the less productive spots, and will not therefore bear 
the same average assessment as the latter. 

But I am fortunate in having been able to procure a most 
satisfactory standard whereby to estimate the gross rental of this per- 
gunnah, in consequence of the progress of the detailed settlement which 
has taken place in the neighborhood. Pergunnahs Saidabad, Suhpoo, 
Mahabun, Soneye, and Raia, which belong to zillah M uttra, lie in a 
semicircle round the south and west of Moorsan, and are in many 
places intermingled with the latter pergunnah. They have all been 
settled under Regulation 7 of 1822, and the following is a statement of 
the number of beegahs contained in each, and of the jummabundee 
which was finally adopted as the basis of settlement, together with the 
Government jumma assessed thereupon, which last has been calculated 
at an average deduction of 25 per cent, from the said jummabundee.

The gross rental of these pergunnahs therefore falls at the rate of 
Rs. 2-5-7 per cultivated pucka beegah. The beegah is the same as that 
by which Moorsan has been measured, i. e. nearly '5695 of an acre. 
The rate at which the jumma falls will be shewn hereafter. 

To the north and east of Moorsan lies pergunnah Hattrass, 
of which only 13 villages have been settled under Regulation 7 of 1822. 
During the time that I was engaged in the settlement of Moorsan, 1 
had received none of the measurement papers for Hattrass, and was 
therefore unable to determine the exact rate at which that pergunnah 
was assessed. I was^ however^ generally aware that in the greater part 
of it the rate of assessment was higher than in any of the surrounding 
districts. I have since obtained fuller information on this subject, 
the result of which will be shewn below. 

Being aware, then, that the soil of Moorsan, taken as a whole, 
was equal in productiveness to that of the neighboring districts, and 
considering that the extent of the data upon which the above mentioned 
average rate of rental had been formed, was a sufficient security against 
any material error, I have been chiefly guided by the said rate in pro- 
posing a sum as the basis of settlement for the whole pergunnah ; with 
reference to which sum the separate villages have subsequently been 
assessed. The rate alluded to, viz. Rs. 2-5-7 per pucka beegah, would 
give a rental of Rs. 2,41,870 upon the 1,02,969 beegahs of cultivated 
malgoozaree land shewn by the present measurement in pergunnah 
Moorsan : among these however are included about 1000 beegahs of 
resumed maafee and garden lands, a part of which are of very inferior 
quality, or encumbered with trees, and are therefore less productive 
than the rest of the pergunnah ; and there are also several parts of the 
pergunnah, as talooquas Moheria and Doneitea, which from peculiar 
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causes, cannot be expected to yield regularly the full rental which the 
actual capability of the soil would otherwise appear to promise. These 
peculiar causes are alluded to in the separate remarks upon the talooquas 
to which they apply. 

Upon a careful consideration of the different points above detail- 
ed, I proposed Rs. 2,36,656 as a suitable sum for the gross rental of the 
whole pergunnah, and have since proceeded to fix the jummabundee of 
the separate villages, in the manner hereafter to be mentioned, with 
reference to the same standard. 

Having thus established the basis of my settlement at a rate 
somewhat less than that of the neighboring pergunnahs, it appeared to 
me that I should allow sufficiently favorable terms to the Rajah, in the 
villages held exclusively by him, if I assumed the Government jumma 
of such villages at a deduction of 30 per cent, from the gross rental 
instead of 25 per cent, which was the amount of deduction allowed to 
the zemindars in the abovementioned pergunnahs. I have therefore 
first deducted 12 per cent, from the jummabundee of each of these 
villages, under the head of expences of management, including 2 per 
cent, for the putwarree. The sum thus found is inserted in the litho- 
graphed forms as ''Jumma receivable by the Rajah," since it is the sum 
which he is intended to receive from his farmers, or to obtain by kham 
management defraying the expence of collection. It will be remembered, 
however, that this jumma is merely nominal, since no Mofussil settle- 
ment has been concluded by me in these cases. A further sum of 18 
per cent, on the gross rental has then been deducted under the head of 
Proprietary Profit, and the remainder is the Government revenue. 

In the mokuddumee villages the whole deductions amount 
to 38 per cent, as men tioncd above in the 6th paragraph. Of this the 
village malgoozars receive 12 per cent, under the head of expences, and 
8 per cent, under that of ''huk mookuddumee.** The remaining 18 per 
cent, is enjoyed by the Rajah as in his own villages. 

In consequence, however, of the distress and poverty which 
came under my notice during the progress of the assessment, and which 
exist in one or more villages of nearly every talooqua in the pergunnah,

the aggregate of the separate village rentals has uot quite reached the 
sum which I originally proposed for the whole pergunnah. The same 
cause has rendered it necessary to allow an abatement from the full 
demand for the first and second years. On this point I would desire 
reference to the remarks on the tabular statements, particularly those 
of talooquas Ar Luskurpoor and Putenee, and of Mouzas Busgoee, 
Seijpoora, Chundya, Jusrana^ and Sitahree in talooqua Moheria. The 
following statement will show the amount, which has been fixed for each 
year, and also the extent to which a settlement has been concluded with 
the village malgoozars. The jumma receivable by the Rajah, with the 
exception of the first line, is of course nominal. 
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XIII. In order to show the comparative rate per cultivated acre at 
which Moorsan and the neighboring pergunnahs are now assessed^ I 
have prepared the following table. By it will be seen that the Govern- 
ment revenue falls lighter upon Moorsan than

**" **^ * ' ^' consequence of the increased deductions^ which as 

before explained^ have been made from the gross rental. And with 
reference to the rate of the new jumma even upon the 77 mehals which 
have been now made over to the Rajah's exclusive management^ 1 am 
satisfied of the reasonableness of the jumma in question^ and I have no 
doubt that he may easily obtain the full profit which it is intended that 
he should receive from such villages, either by committing them to sub- 
stantial farmers, or by holding them kham under skilful and diligent 
agents. He has indeed succeeded in procuring engagements for almost 
all these villages at much larger sums than I have assumed that he 
would obtain from them. The increase of his assessment over the 
amount inserted in the table for his own villages as ''jumma receivable 
by the Rajah," is about 8000 rupees. 

With regard to the jumma demandable in future from the vil- 
lage occupants, it will be seen that it is considerably lower than that 
hitherto fixed for any part of Hattrass, and it is also 5 annas 7| pie per 
acre less than the former jumma of the same villages. This decrease is 
not more than is necessary to enable the malgoozars to pay off their 
debts, and to fulfil their engagements with regularity in future years. 
They have still to bear a heavier burthen than the zemindars in most of 
the Muttra pergunnahs. In making the comparison with the jumma 
of pergunnah Hatrass, it must be remembered that the revenue of that 
pergunnah is much higher than can ever be regularly paid. The fair 
and reasonable rate which should be demanded from the mookuddums of 
Hattrass, could not be much higher than that which has now been fixed 
under the new settlement for the same class in Moorsan.

XIV. The mode which I have adopted for assessing the separate vil- 
lages requires some particular explanation, in order to render intelligible 
the remarks on this point which will he found in the lithographed 

statements. The 18 talooquas into which the

^^ *^ tolerably similar to each other in quality and condi- 

tion. My first step was therefore to distribute upon these different 
talooquas the sum of Rs. 2,36,656 which I had proposed as the jumma- 
bundee of the whole pergunnah. With this view I formed the following 
three estimates for each talooqua. The first was formed by lowering 
the total amount of the jummabundees which the native ofiicers had 
prepared for each, to the extent of 7^ per cent., that being the rate of

The third estimate was the amount of rental given in by the 
putwarrees for the year of measurement^ with the seer land assessed at 
the average of the assamee's cultivation. Upon these three estimates, 
together with the wasilbaquee accounts of the lastjumma, which I 
obtained from the Rajah's tehseeldar and the general information which 
1 had myself acquired during several months residence on the spot 
regarding the condition and resources of the different talooquas^ I fixed 
the proportion of the whole sum of Rs. 2^36,656 which it appeared to 
me that each could yield. 

Having done this, I commenced afresh upon each talooqua 
singly, and followed precisely a similar plan in forming estimates for 
the jummabundees of the separate villages contained therein. That is 
to say, the estimate was formed by lowering the native jummabundee 
for each village in the proportion in which the native jummabundee for 
that whole talooqua had been lowered by the sum which I had proposed 
for the new rental of the same, and the average rates for the second 
estimate were formed by lowering in the same proportion the average 
rates of the native officers, taking the whole talooqua together. But 
the distress which (as before stated) has been found to exist in many 
parts of the pergunnah has in most cases prevented the aggregate of 
the village jummabundees from quite reaching the sum originally proposed 
for the talooqua in which they are situated. 
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As it was necessary to decide upon the amount which should 
be payable by the village malgoozars upon their seer land^ in case of 
their dispossession from the management, I have a third time formed 
average rates on the same principle as before, but in this case for each 
village separately, by comparing the sum which I may have finally 
adopted as the basis of settlen»ent in each, with the jummabundee of 
the native officers, and then lowering in the same proportion the average 
rate at which those officers had assessed each of the four classes of land 
in the said villages. By this means new rates are procured which 
if put in force through the whole village, would give the sum at which 
I have estimated the gross, rental, and upon which the Government 
revenue has been calculated, so that the Rajah cannot complain ot 
undergoing loss by its adoption^ 

Before quiting this subject, I may mentiof>, that I have gene« 
rally found the first of the above mentioned three estimates the best 
guide to the real rental, as the native jummabundees, though too high, 
have been carefully prepared, and in most cases show with considerable- 
accuracy the relative capabilities of the different villages. The second 
estimate, though prepared with aa much care and labor as it is possible 
to bestow upon the formation of average rates, has frequently proved 
very deceptive. The third has in the generality of cases been rendered 
unworthy of reliance in consequence of the extent of seer land, which 
has been rated therein at the same average as the land cultivated by 
common assamees, whereas its quality is sometimes better than the 
latter, but generally worse. These estimates have been alluded to in 
the tabular statements for each village, as first, second, or third, in the 
order in which they have been here mentioned. 

XV. The arrangements which I have made for ejecting at once from 
the management those malgoozars who may fall into balance in any 
year, together with the comparative lightness of the new jumma, will 
doubtless be a sufficient safe-guard against the recurrence of loss to 

the Rajah in the villages which have been set-

been entered by the mookud- tied With the hereditary occupauts, and in event ot 
^^"^ the dispossession of any malgoozar on account of 

arrears due from him, those arrears may be more than realized by the 
increased jumma procurable from a fanner for the defaulter's share. It 
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was not therefore at all necessary^ as regards the Rajah's interests^ that 
the village occupants^ with whom I have concluded the settlement, 
should he called upon to enter security for the amount of their revenue. 
But in consequence of the utter want of resources, and the general 
distressed condition of many of these malgoozars I have thought it 
advisable, for their own sakes, to connect them for the present with 
some respectable and wealthy individual who will have a direct interest 
in keeping up the cultivation of the village. It is to be hoped that, 
after a short time, such a measure will no longer be necessary, and it 
should then be discontinued, as the premium which the security receives 
is evidently lost both to the Rajah and to the malgoozars themselves. 
I would therefore propose that the malgoozars of all the villages from 
whom I have demanded security, may hereafter be released from this 
additional burthen, as soon as they can satisfy the collector of their 
ability to manage their estate without assistance. 

XVI. Having thus detailed as fully and clearly as I am able the 
course which has been pursued for determining the Government revenue, 
and for regulating the position of the Rajah and his under-tenants, it 
On the future prospect, of wiU probaWy bc cxpcctcd that 1 should state my 
the Rajah« opiuiou as to the future prospects of both parties* 

With regard to the former, I cannot but fear that he is rapidly approach- 
ing those pecuniary difficulties into which nearly all the talooquas of 
the same family have fallen, and from which he has been only preserved 
hitherto by means of the treasure left him by his father, which treasure 
is now much diminished. This income after 1243 F. Y. may be thu» 
stated.

It will be observed that the first item is inserted according to the 
estimate which I had formed of the net collections which he would 
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be able to make from his own villages^ nob according to the much larger 
amount for which he has procured engagements. He also derives some 
profit from an estate which he purchased several years ago in the neigh* 
boring talooqua Kanka. As he has no expensive tastes, and keeps up 
no kind of state, and as the current expences of his zenanah (for 
which he nominally enjoys his seer land) are very trifling, there can be 
no doubt that the provision thus made for him is amply sufficient for 
his maintenance. But he seems to have no method for regulating his 
accounts, and indeed appears to be ignorant of the manner in which 
his large income is expended. He is also a victim to the custom which 
has ruined so many of his class, of throwing away large sums of money 
on the occasion of the marriages of their daughters. He informs me 
that last year he spent 20,000 rupees on one of these marriages, and that 
in the ensuing year it will be necessary for him to bestow at least 
15,000 rupees upon a similar one. In a year or two afterwards a third 
occasion of the kind will occur. On the subject of his expences he 
listens patiently to advice but shows no inclination to take any steps in 
compliance with it 

I have not seen sufficient cause for declaring him at once 
incompetent to manage that part of his estate for which no mofussil 
settlement has been concluded in this office. But I cannot help foresee* 
ing the probability that the experiment which has now been made, may 
lead, sooner or later, to that conclusion. Instead of granting leases for 
these villages on moderate terms and for such a period as would make 
it worth while for the farmers to inprove the soil by forming pucka 
wells, &c., he seems to have proceeded upon his father's system of 
demanding an excessive sum, which can only be paid in the most 
favorable seasons, and he has given pottahs in few cases for more than 
three years. Nor has he been in every case careful to select farmers of 
wealth and respectability. Under these circumstances it is necessary 
for him to keep constant watch, lest the heaviness of his jumma, or the 
inefficiency of his malgoozars, should produce an injurious effect upon 
the cultivation. I have to impress upon him the importance of remem- 
bering, that if his villages fall into ruin, the legal justness of his demands 
upon his farmers will not ensure their realization. If it should hereafter 
be found requisite in consequence of the failure of his arrangements, to 
interfere for the purpose of forming a mofussil settlement for these 

MM 
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villages also, the terms upon which I should have taken engagements, 
had I made such a settlement, will he found in the lithographed state- 
ment for every village, under the head of '' Jumma receivable by the 
Rajah." I am certain that good responsible farmers may be easily found 
upon these terms, but, in the supposed case, some reductions might in 
some places be required for the first year, inasmuch as these large 
villages are not readily brought up again to their former state, when the 
resident assamees have been from any cause expelled and dispersed. 

XVII. But whatever may be the result of the measures which the 
Rajah has adopted with regard to his own villages, I am unwilling to 
trust the future prospects of the hereditary biswasdars to the chance of 
the Rajah himself, or of his officers, being able and willing to bestow 

upon their affairs that care and attention, with- 
tba^n^tSl^R^aT w^^^^^^^^ out which they cauuot prosper. Many of them 

Itto^Jupa^^^^^^ hereditary ^avc bccu rcducod by their past difficulties to 

such a state, not only of poverty, and loss of 
credit, but also of apathy and resignation to ruin, that they have neither 
the power to overcome, nor even the spirit to encounter any obstacles 
which may hereafter present themselves. The liberal remission of past 
balances with the decrease in the jumma, ought to ensure their prosperi- 
ty, but I cannot too strongly assert my conviction, that for sevraal 
years this pergunnah will require careful nursing, and that without 
this a great part of the present remissions will have been without avail. 
Even in the present year I have found myself called upon to interpose 
my advice and assistance for the preservation of several villages. It 
must be remembered that the Rajah will derive direct benefit from the 
failure of any of these malgoozars to fulfil their engagements, and it is 
therefore clear that the collector must keep a vigilant eye upon the 
weaker party till they have acquired resources of their own, when they 
may protect themselves as in other pergunnahs. For this purpose it 
is necessary that some native officer should be employed, who will be 
in immediate communication with the collector, and directly subject to 
his orders. 

It would doubtless be a most desirable arrangement that the 
whole tehseeldaree establishment entertained by the Rajah, should be 
placed under the immediate orders of the Collector, in the same manner 
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as the similar establishments in other pergunnahs. But as the Rajah is 
considerably averse to this proposition^ even as regards the mookuddumee 
villages^ it may be thought harsh to insist upon it, until its adoption may 
have been rendered imperative by future experience. But he has consent- 
ed, at my suggestion, to the following conditions. He is to appoint his 
tehseeldar with the approbation of the Collector, and the officer in question, 
when thus appointed, is to receive a sunnud as well from the Collector as 
from the Rajah himself, whereby he is to be secured from dismission during 
good conduct. In all common matters he is to address his representations 
to the Rajah, but whenever he has reason to fear that the malgoozars of 
any village, with whom I have made a settlement, are in a precarious posi- 
tion, he is to address the Collector himself on the subject, and to request 
that steps may be taken without delay to obviate the danger. A diligent 
attention to this point is to be the condition of his retaining office. 

I would also strongly recommend that a good canoongoe be appointed 
for the pergunnah on the part of Government, at a salary of 30 rupees 
a month. This officer will at once assist and check the tehseeldar, and he 
will be particularly required to furnish the Collector in the month of 
Jeth with a settlement of the proposed extent of cultivation in each 
village for the ensuing agricultural year, together with the amount of 
the assamees' rents, and the probable proceeds of the malgoozars' seer. 
It will then be incumbent on the Collector to summon the holders of 
any village, in which the total produce may appear to be inadequate to 
the jumma and expences, and to impress upon them and their securities 
the necessity of exertion for the purpose of bringing the whole of the 
land into cultivation. The canoongoe will also be of use in authenticat- 
ing transfers and other transactions, and in reporting the death of any 
malgoozar, with the name of his heir and successor. 

I have myself superintended the collections till the present time, 
and I am happy to say that the whole of the khurreef kists, that is half 
the annual jumma for 1242 F. Y. will have been discharged with ease 
and readiness before the end of December. I may here mention that 
the arrears which have hitherto taken place are in almost every case attri- 
butable to the assets sinking below the jumma in consequence of the 
decrease of cultivation. I have met with few instances of wilful mis- 
appropriation on the part of the malgoozars.

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XV III. It will be seen that I have not thought fit to recommend 
the continuance in future of any monthly allowance to the Rajah on 
account of the expence of collections. His income under the new 

settlement will considerably exceed that which has

«%'*nce*of7^^^^^^ received by him under the head alluded to. No 

other individual of his class in the district receives 
any such allowance^ and if his claim thereto should rest upon the circum- 
stance of his saving Government the cost of a tehseeldaree establishment, 
it must be remembered that it costs very much more to support him in 
his present position, than would maintain such an establishment if the 
pergunnah were not in his hands. The only grounds upon which his 
present position can be defended, consist in his bearing the expence of 
the mofussil management. And, moreover, the extensive seer lands 
which he holds free of revenue, would fully cancel any claim which he 
might possibly be supposed to possess. 

XIX. With regard to the accounts which are to be furnished 
periodically by the Rajah, and which have hitherto been more numerous 

than is necessary, I consider it sufficient for him

But no rules have till now been laid down for regulating his collections 
from his under tenants, and he has consequently been in the habit of 
making his demands long before it was possible for the latter to comply 
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with them. This has been productive of great distress to the village 
Malgoozars and has subjected them to useless and unavoidable expense 
under the head of tulubanah. I have now remedied this by fixing the 
following kistbundee whereby they will in future make their payments-

But it is necessary for me to require fresh sanction for the remission of 
the other lands held rent free by the Rajah, as the authority formerly 
granted for this purpose appears to have expired with the term of the 
shudkar settlement These lands consist of Ameerpoor, which is an 
entire village, containing (by the Rajah's statement, for it has not been 
measured) 900 cucha beegahs ; of three pieces of ground, containing

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groves and the house built by the Rajah some years ago, to the extent 
in all of 207 cucha beegahs, and of grazing grounds in 8 different villages, 
which consists altogether of 1742 cucha beegahs. About half of Ameer- 
poor is occupied by a garden belonging to the Rajah, which is however 
productive of considerable profit to him. 

The lands now under mention contain therefore in all about 2849 
cucha beegahs, equal to 712 pucka beegahs; I have not thought fit to 
interfere with them, and I beg to recommend that they be allowed to 
remain free of revenue for the term of the new settlement. 

XXII. The remaining maafee lands of the pergunnah (with the 

exception of two villages, viz. Kashimpoor and Mominabad, mentioned

former maafeedars,) consist generally of very small portions of land, 
held almost entirely by brahmins or faqueers of different denominations. 
They are all, without exception, subject to resumption under the regu- 
lations, as none of them have been registered and they have all been 
given by the talooqdars or village malgoozars, and have never been 
recognized by the sovereign power. Very few of the occupants possess 
any written document to show the date or nature of the grant. But 
I have not thought it right to resume indiscriminately these small hold- 
ings, and have made liberal use of the authority conveyed by the provi- 
sions of Regulation 31, of 1803. 

The mode which I have adopted has been this. All the maafeedars 
who held lands to a greater extent than 10 cucha beegahs (equal to 3 
beegahs 7 biswas pucka) have been summoned and examined. Wherever 
the occupant was of any religious tribe, and was clearly proved to be 
at present in possession, his tenure has been upheld, if the land did not 
exceed 30 cucha or 10 puckah beegahs ; where the land was of greater 
extent than this, the excess has been resumed, and the remainder remitted. 

I have not thought it necessary to summon the maafeedars in cases 
where the land was less than 10 cucha beegahs. These are very numerous, 
and have almost universally been given by the village malgoozars to 
brahmins, &c., on the occasion of a marriage, funeral or the like. In 
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some of the 18 talooquas their aggregate amount appeared too large, 
when compared with the whole cultivated rucbah. In such talooquas 
I have resumed all those grants, which were not included in the list 
formed at the shudkar settlement. This list did not include all the 
maafee tenures in the pergunnah, but only those of oldest date. In 
talooquas where the total amount appeared to be moderate, I have 
allowed the list to remain as it was, except in a few cases, where the 
occupants seemed to have no claim on the score of caste or of general 
usefulness. 

Annexed to this report is a list in English of the various portions 
of maafee land which I have thus allowed to remain unresumed, amount* 
ing in the aggregate to 3576 cucha or 1192 pucka beegahs. I would 
recommend that authority be obtained for them to remain free of revenue 
^ till the next settlement.'' Whenever investigation shall again be made, 
after the lapse of several years, it will doubtless be found that a great 
number of fresh grants have been bestowed on similar occasions to those 
which now exist, in which case it will be desirable to clear off all former 
holdings in which the new recorded occupants shall have become extinct. 
The list in question is exclusive of 1672 cucha beegahs, held by the 
police and other village servants. 

XXIII. With regard to the term of the new settlement, I have

XXIY. All that now remains is for me to make a few observations 
On the naUve measurement, &c qq \}^^ subjcct of the tabular Statements forward- 
ed with this report I would in the first instance state, that the maps 
and other documents containing the result of the professional survey, did 
not reach me till my proceedings relative to the settlement were completely 
closed. It will therefore be understood that my operations have been 
entirely based upon the previous native measurement, which is certainly 
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as complete and careftil a specimen as I have ever seen of the manner 
in which the distribution and the occupiers of the land should be 
recorded. I am perfectly satisfied of the correctness of this measure- 
ment^ and of the general fidelity and judgment with which the different 
kinds of land^ as well as that irrigated and non-irrigated, have been 
entered. It is not easy to form a comparison between the results of the 
native measurement and those of the professional survey. They took 
place in different years, and the surveyor has included the entire maafee 
villages in his returns, which villages were not measured by the contin- 
gent establishment. But I believe that the extent of the cultivated 
land, if united with that of the lately cultivated waste will be nearly the 
same in both. As however^ some discrepancy may be observed in the 
extent of irrigation, it is necessary for me to mention here, that the 
information on this point, as given by the surveyor, must be received 
with caution, since it is derived solely from the inquiries of his native 
officers, over whom no sufficient check can be exercised. I shall have 
more to say on this subject in treating hereafter of pergunnah Hattrass. 
The lithographed forms are of course made out according to the native 
measurement. 

XXY. As the division of the pergunnah into 18 talooquas has been 

found productive of much clearness and facility, there will be found a

aggregate of the others. The remarks attached 
to these documents, as well as to the village statements, No. III., show 
the estimates by which I have been principally guided, first, in proposing 
a jummabundee for each talooqua, and subsequently, in finally assessing 
each village. The former history of the talooqua or village, its condition, 
and that of the malgoozars, if requiring particular notice ; the fact of the 
jummabundee receivable by the Rajah having been raised or lowered, 
and of the general realization or otherwise of that jumma under the 
last settlement, will also be found among the said remarks. In these 
columns of the tabular forms, which are intended to contain the arrears 
and remissions of the last settlement, I have only inserted the balances 
due to Government from the Rajah^ the whole of which have been 
suspended. If I had attempted to insert in detail the balances due to the 
Rajah from his under-tenants> 1 should have been involved in an endless 
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maze of imperfect or disputed accounts. But, as above said, the remarks 
contain general information upon this head. 

XXYL The villages which are in the hands of the hereditary 

occupants may almost without exception, be considered to be of the 

putteedarree class.

portions, may have been now separately fixed, still 
there will generally be found within some or all of these subdivisions 
two or more co-sharers, who continue to settle their affairs upon the 
original system of an annual Dhar Baach. And even where it may 
happen that every single sharer has separated his portion from the rest, 
and pays thereupon a fixed jumma, there is nothing in such an arrange- 
ment which is contrary to the distinguishing principle of the putteedarree 
tenure, viz. ''that the degree of interest which each partner shall possess 
in the village for any given year, shall depend upon the extent of 
land which he may hold during the year in his own cultivation, or in 
that of his assamees." And it is moreover evident, that as soon as the 
number of occupants shall have increased in any puttee, as will be the 
case for instance in the next generation, the Dhar Baach system will 
again be resorted to. 

XXY II. But in consequence of the peculiar circumstances attending 
this pergunnah, I have thought it advisable to class the different 
villages as follows. Those which have been settled with the Rajah 

under the title of zemindar in consequence of the 
ga^^At^e'STnd^^^^^^ abscucc of Eny other claimants, have been classed 
orSTJjES'J^^^^ as ♦'TCmindarree.'* Those which have been settled 

solely with the Rajah, on account of the refusal of 
the villi^ occupants, have been termed ^' talooqdarree,'' such being the 
title under which the Rajah has engaged for them ; and the remaining 
villages, which have been settled with the village communities, have 
been classed under the head of '' mookuddumee.'' I hope this arrangement 
will meet with approval, considering the advantage of keeping the 
villages to which these descriptions respectively apply, as distinct as 
possible from the. others, the circuBistaQces of which are different. 
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XXVIII. In conclusion, I may state, in apology for the length of 

this report, that hardly any thing has before been 

re^rt** ""*** *' '*"^*' *^ placed on record in consecutive form regarding the 

past history or present condition of this pergunnah, 
and that these are peculiar enough to demand a detailed account. I be- 
lieve also that no rules have as yet been explicitly laid down for the gui- 
dance of the local officers in cases of this description, in which one of 
the two existing parties appears to be entitled to the occupancy of the soil 
itself, and the other to possess an interest in the rents payable by the for- 
mer party, so long as those rents shall not be absorbed by the demand of 
Government. I have therefore been anxious to state clearly all that I 
have done, as well as the reasons by which I have been guided. 

It will be acknowledged, I trust, that the position of both the 
Rajah and the village zemindars has been greatly improved by the 
formation of the new settlement, instead of a vague title, and an income 
insufficient for his expences, especially as it was never fully collected, 
the former has now been recorded as zemindar of more than one-third of 
the pergunnah, and as hereditary talooqdar, with defined rights in the 
remainder; his income has been considerably increased, and there is 
every ground for hope that he will fully realize it. The village occu- 
pants, on the other hand, with a title equally vague, were weighed down 
with a burden, which by comparison with that of the same class even 
in heavily assessed districts, was proved to be excessive. They have 
now been restored to the rights which they have always claimed, and to 
a title which they consider a sufficient indication of those rights, while 
the revenue demanded from them, though still by no means too light, is 
such as to afford them a reasonable expectation of future prosperity^ 
Both parties have been relieved from the hopeless balances which had 
been accumulated under the former state of things, and which if allowed 
to remain, would have checked the improvement of their condition. 
All that is now required is a sufficient degree of attention on the part of 
the managing officer, at least until the effects of the past over-assessment 
shall have become wholly obliterated.

Improfoement of Putwareei Records. 

Under this general headings may be noticed in outline^ three dif- 
ferent measures which have been instituted in the AUygurh district within 
the last year or two, with the object of rendering the registration of 
landed property more complete, and the records of the village account- 
ants more correct and trustworthy. 

These measures are respectively — 

I. The Hulkuhbundee distribution of Putwarees. 

II. The instruction of Putwarees. 

III. The revision of the Settlement papers. 

We shall briefly detail the circumstances connected with each of 
these. 

1st. The Hulkuhbundee distribution of Putwarees. 

The state of things which had rendered necessary a new division of 
villages amongst the Putwarees, on some organized plan, is thus des- 
cribed by Mr. E. Tyler, the then Collector, in a letter to the Commis- 
sioner dated 27th April 1852. 

'' Each Putwaree had a number of estates, but these were not in a 
link, or near one another, but generally apart, at a distance of 6 or 8 
miles or even more. Further, the residences of the Putwarees were 
often 8 to 16 miles distant from the villages under their charge ; con- 
sequently the Putwarees seldom visited their villages except at the 
harvest, and were thus precluded from recording daily transactions in 
their roznamchas, although it is most essential that they should do so. 

QQ 
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'' There can be no doubt the greatest inconvenience was caused by 
these circumstances^ and an irregular system of keeping village accounts 
introduced. 

" When Putwarees also were required at the Suddur station, difficul- 
ties occurred from ignorance of where to find them, thus constant delays 
took place in deciding summary suits." 

The Collector further shows that the rents being frequently collected 
in the absence of the Putwaree, great irregularities prevailed in record- 
ing the wasool baqee and consequently the decision of suits was dif- 
ficult and precarious. He continues — 

" Many Putwarees again received so trifling an allowance, that they 
were driven to look out for other means of support and to undertake 
the duties of agents. On the other hand, many of them bad the sole 
charge of villages whose jumma exceeded 500Q Rupees. Their damee 
allowance was in these cases more than 200 Rupees, but they were 
unable to do justice to their office, and their nikasees were both far 
from correct and prepared with great delay and invariably filed after the 
proper time.*' 

To remedy these evils the Collector introduced a system of Hulkuhs 
or circles of villages. The object of this was, that all villages served 
by the same Putwaree should be in a cluster, so that if he resided any 
where within the circle, he would be within an easy distance of all the 
villages under his charge. 

« 

Mr. Tyler began with requiring from each tuhseeldar, a sketch map 
of villages within his pergunnah, arranged in circles. The damee allow- 
ances of these circles were to be as little below 100 Rupees as possible 
and not to exceed 150 Rupees. When they did so exceed, a Gomashta 
was appointed under the Putwaree as an assistant on a salary varying 
from 35 Rupees to 50 Rupees and these Gomashtas were chosen from 
Putwarees ousted by the revision. The object here was to secure the 
sole responsibility of the Putwaree and at the same time to relieve him 
of an excess of work, which would render him unable to file the yearly 
accounts at the time they became due. 
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These sketch maps^ which were duly submitted by the tuhseeldars^ 
the Collector revised with the view of preserving whenever it was pos- 
sible the same Putwaree in charge of some of the estates he had 
formerly served, and also of graduating the scale of allowances, so that 
it should correspond in some measure to the different salaries previously 
enjoyed by the Putwarees, For instance, a Putwaree who had pre- 
viously received 100 Rupees, was appointed if possible to a Ilulkuh 
containing one or more of his old villages : if the allowance of this 
Hulkuh was 100 Rupees, he retained it : if, say, it was 150 Rupees, 50 
Rupees was deducted to pay an assistant, and this assistant most likely 
would be a former Putwaree of one of the villages of the Hulkuh, 
whose damee was not sufficient for an independent post. 

The new arrangements were carried out with very little opposition, 
the Collector appearing to manage the Putwarees with much forbear- 
ance and kindness. In cases where the revision entirely separated some 
Putwaree from his old villages, Mr. Tyler would soften any disappoint- 
ment he might feel, by giving him the choice of a new Hulkuh : and in 
this way, by a little conciliaticn, a great change was at once effectively, 
and harmoniously completed. In another report to the Commissioner, 
dated 30th April, 1853, the Collector recapitulates the arrangements he 
had made and adds — '' Having completed my circles, I explained that 
every Putwaree and his assistant must reside within the circle to which 
he was attached, and that with their present allowances, the undertaking 
of other occupations would under no pretext be permitted. They were 
further told that as Gomashtas died off or were removed, the full allow- 
ance, where it did not exceed 150 Rupees, would be given to the 
Putwaree, and vice versa when the Putwaree died, in villages similarly 
situated, the Gomashta would be permitted to become Putwaree on full 
allowances." 

There was only one difficulty in the institution of this Hulkuhbundee 
system, which was not easily overcome, and indeed in some instances 
was not overcome, and that was the ascertaining of what damee, in any 
particular village, the Putwaree actually received. 

Great differences were found to prevail in the rates. In some 
villages the settlement officer's rates had never come into use. In some, 

QQ 2 
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the Putwaree's allowances were reckoned on the jummaj in some on the 
nikasee. In others again^ the Putwaree was paid according to settle- 
ment rates^ but his allowance was collected on the nikasee and the 
Malgoozar pocketed the difibrence. 

Mr. Tyler therefore was driven to the depositions of the Putwarees 
themselves^ for guidance as to the actual amount they received, and it 
appears, from facts afterwards learnt, that in some instances, they exag- 
gerated the sums alleged to be paid to them, in the hope of securing the 
higher rates hereafter. 

An opportunity will be afforded in the revision of the settlement 
papers for discovering these errors and rectifying the few inexactitudes 
which impede this excellent plan from working with complete success^ 
The Hulkuhbundee system received the sanction of the Sudder Board of 
Revenue on 23rd Fiebruary 1855. 

//• The Instructiofk of Puttourees. 

The long winter-tours in the district which Mr. E. Tyler was in the 
habit of making, afforded him constant opportunities of personally 
comparing the actual position of the fields in different villages, with 
that which they occupied in the rude village map accompanying the 
Putwarees' papers, and also of testing, by inquiries on the spot, the 
registers of proprietary and occupancy^ 

Both maps and registers were found to be grossly incorrect. The 
map, originally a sketch drawn from sight and not on a scale, and pro- 
bably at the first and best merely a rude approximation to a repre- 
sentation of the actual relative position of the fields, had become in the 
course of time, which had gradually altered the aspect of many of the 
fields and the site of their boundaries, worse than useless. The register, 
too, had been most imperfectly kept up, and this state of things while 
it paralysed the judicial functions of the Collector, opened a wide field 
for successful fraud, to those who were cunning enough to avail them- 
selves of the agency of the Civil Courts for their nefarious projects* 
Nor were the violence and bloodshed wanting, which always accompany 
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confusion in the definition of landed rights^ and frequent and enforced 
changes in the proprietary. 

The condition of the district in this respect was forcibly brought to 
the notice of the late Mr. Thomason, during an official visit to Ally- 
gurh in 1851^ and from that date the revision of the settlement papers 
began to be a project more or less resolved on> and to be carried out as. 
circumstances should afterwards suggest. Previously^ however, the 
instruction of the Putwarees became a measure of great importance, as 
it was evident, that whatever plan of revision should be carried out 
their agency would be required : whilst, till such revision could take 
place, some of the inconveniences arising from the defective state of 
the records^ might be lessened by Putwarees acquainted with the rules, 
of our system, and impressed with the importance attached to complete 
and accurate registration. 

Abdool Kadur, a teacher acquainted with the system of survey as 
carried out in the Punjab, was appointed under orders of Government 
(dated 2nd July 1853) on a salary of 25 Rupees per mensem,, for the 
instruction of the Putwarees. He was engaged in instruction from 
18th July 1853 to 30th June 1854^ and the result of his* instructions, 
was as follows : 

72 Putwarees thoroughly instructed in surveying- 

7 Other persons ditto. 

29 Putwarees partially instructed in surveying. 

Abdool Kadur was removed by orders of the Suddur Board of 
Revenue (dated 8th August 1854) to Saharunpoor» He was an indus- 
trious, able teacher : but the Putwareea taught by him were found 
deficient in practical knowledge, as he had not tested their knowledge 
by causing them, without assistance, to apply their acquired rules to 
actual fields. Abdool Kadur's instructions were confined to the Coel 
tuhsceldaree : in each of the other seven tuhseeldarees, an Ameen was 
appointed who taught ten Putwarees at a time and received ten rupees 
a month salary, by a cess of one rupee from each Putwaree* 
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The whole charge which fell on the Government was Rs. 611-2-2, 
thus accounted for^ 

Abdool Kadur's salary, Rs. 350

The remaining expenses were defrayed by the Putwarees themselves. 

///. The Revision of the Settlement Papers. 

This measure took actual shape in the appointment under Govern- 
ment orders, (dated 30th June 1854 No. 1007 A.) of Lalluh Nanuk 
Chund, extra Deputy Collector, for the purpose of revision, on a salary 
of 250 Rupees a month, with 50 Rupees allowance for Omlah. This 
50 Rupees is thus distributed by the Deputy Collector — 

1 Mohurrir on 25 Rupees per mensem. 
1 ditto on 15 „ ditto. 
1 ditto on 10 „ ditto. 

These form his Sherista at the Suddur Station, 

When the revision is commenced in a Purgunnah, five Mohurrirs 
are appointed on salaries of 10 Rupees each. 

To each of these, eight Putwarees are assigned, and there are four 
jureebs amongst eight Putwarees. 

The expence of the jureeb and other apparatus is calculated at 
Rs. 7-8-0. With each jureeb there is a Mirda on the part of Govern- 
ment and another man, generally cooly or chumar, to assist on the part 
of the Zemindars. Over the five Mohurrirs, there is a Moonsurim on 15 
Rupees a month for superintendence and revision. 

This then is the actual surveying establishment and the papers pre- 
pared by them are as follows :

These papers complete the misl which is then bound up into a 
volume^ and as in the AUygurh Record Office^ the bundles of papers 
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belonging to each Purgunnah are colored differently : the binding of 
the revised misl is of a color to correspond^ according to the Purgunnah. 
The Deputy Collector is abolishing as he goes along grants of land to 
the Chokeedars and BuUahurs^ and getting the Zemindars to agree to 
money payments instead. The wages of Chokeedars are 18 Rupees^ 
24f Rupees, 30 Rupees and 36 Rupees per annum. Those on the 
lowest rates are attached generally to two hamlets, small in extent and 
near together. The Bullahurs receive 12 Rupees per annum. The 
Deputy Collector also so far regulates the damee of Putwarees, that 
wherever he finds it less than 3 per cent on the jumma he fixes it at 
that rate. 

A stipulation also is entered in the iqrarnamuh of each village, that 
the wages of Putwaree, Chokeedar and BuUahur shall be paid into the 
tuhseelee with the kists. 

Subjoined is the last report of progress submitted to the Revenue 
Bpard which may appropriately conclude this memorandum.

the Treasurer, who is remunerated by a commission of 2 Rupees per cent, 
on the value of stamps sold. From these fees, he is required to keep up 
the following establishment : 

1 Moohasib, at 25 Rs. per mensem. 

2 Gomashtas, at 10 Rs. each. 

One Gomashta remains at the Collectory office and the other is in 
attendance daily at the Civil Courts. The Moohasib is appointed by Go- 
vernment, and the Gomashtas by the Treasurer. 

Postage Stamps also are entrusted to the care of the Treasurer as 
directed by Government letter No. 606, dated 25th July 1854 ; but on 
the sale of these no commission is allowed. 

The anna postage came into operation from 1st September 1854.

NEW JAIL ARRANGEMENTS. 



Under the system of Central Prisons, which had been organized by 
the Government, it became necessary in 1854 to transfer all prisoners 
whose period of sentence exceeded six months to the Agra Central Pri- 
son. This transfer involved a large reduction of the Jail Establishment. 
The following letter from the Inspector General of Prisons fully details 
the whole measure. It is only necessary to add, that his directions were 
carried out on the 1st June 1854, and that since the^number of prisoners 
has been so reduced, and those that there are remain for such short 
periods, it has not been found practicable either to keep up the working 
at trades, or to continue the education^ project.

I have the honor to inform you that the Hon'ble the Lieutenant 
Governor has been pleased to sanction the following arrangement for 
transferring to the Central Prison at Agra, all convicts of the Allygurh 
district sentenced to more than six months' imprisonment. 

It is proposed that the Central Prison at Agra shall hereafter be 
the place of punishment for all criminals sentenced in the Allygurh 
district to more than 6 months' imprisonment 

All convicts now in the Allygurh jail, whose unexpired sentences 
exceed six months, are to be at once transferred to Agra, and hereafter 
those who may be sentenced to more than six months' imprisonment are 
to be periodically escorted to the Central Prison by guards furnished 
from the fixed establishment of that jail.

The returns of past years shew, that 360 is about the average 
number of prisoners sentenced to more than six months in the AUygurh 
jail : 360 Rupees a month has therefore with the approval of the Magis- 
trate been fixed as the monthly rate of compensation which is to be paid 
as aid of the public works of the district in lieu of the prisoners with- 
drawn from them. 

The removal of the majority of the prisoners, including all who 
have been guilty of heinous offences, renders it unnecessary to maintain 
so large a permanent establishment, which will therefore be reduced to 
the following extent :

NEW DISTRIBUTION OP THE POLICE. 



This new Distribution, involving a complete re-organization of the 
Police body, came into play on the 1st of November 1855. The revision 
was directed by Govt, orders, dated 25th August 1855, No. 1834 A., and 
the distribution in accordance with it, approved by subsequent Govt, 
orders, dated 19th January 1856, No. 47 A.

MARKET ROADS, 



A very useful expenditure of a portion of the Road Fund has been 
suggested during the present year (1855) by the Commissioner of 
Meerut^ and is being now carried out under his directions. Enquiries 
have been made in all the pergunnahs and lists formed of the village 
in which markets (penth) are held. Maps also have been drawn out of 
all existing lanes or tracks leading to these market villages, and from 
these a system of hulkuhs or circles connected with each market village 
has been formed. To each hidkuh a sum of money is allotted, the 
amount being regulated by the mileage of tracks in the hulkuh, and 
five rupees being the rate allowed per mile, except when any physical 
difficulty calls for a somewhat larger sum. The money is expended by 
the thanadars in rendering these tracks eonvenieutly passable : more is 
not aimed at. This expenditure is placed under the immediate control 
and supervision of the magistrate, to whom the whole sum sanctioned 
is made over by the Road Fund Committee. 

Whilst on the subject of roads, I may add to what Mr. Hutchinson 
has said at pages 22 and 23, that Mr. Tyler's bridge over the Kalee Nuddee 
near Akrabad is entirely finished, that the Bheekumpoor bridge, which 
turned out a far more expensive undertaking than was expected, has now 
every prospect of speedy completion, a loan having judiciously been sanc- 
tioned to Daood Khan the talookdar, out of the Ferry fund. 

The Government propose giving a grant for improvement and future 
repair of the Anoopshuhr road, and as this will, in some degree, relieve 
the Committee's Fund, all exertions are being made to metal the Ram- 
ghat road and to build a safe and permanent bridge at Mulluhpoor 
across the Neem Nuddee.

VERNACULAR SCHOOLS. 



As a yearly report is devoted to the subject of indigenous education^ 
it would be out of place to notice here^ except in the briefest manner, 
how the cause of schools is progressing in the AUygurh district. The 
following table compiled from Mr. H. S. Reid's reports, will be suf- 
ficient to show that the increase in the number of scholars within the 
last year or two (notwithstanding a temporary check in 1852-53), is 
very encouraging.

THE GANGES CANAL- 



Through the kindness of Lieut. T. C. Merrick, in whose charge trie 
line of Canal is from its entering the district to Nanown, I am enabled 
to supply the following particulars. 

The Ganges Canal first enters the Allygurh district at Gungowlie, 
which is 152 miles from the head of the Canal at Hurdwar. The Coel 
branch, which is to run to Hattrass and then join the Boolundshuhur 
branch, starts from this place. There are regulating bridges at the head 
of the branch and over the main Canal, which will ultimately have gates for 
the regulation of the supply of water to the branch. At these branch 
headworks there are two ghats of 100 feet each, one on the branch and 
one on the main Canal. There is also at Gungowlie a first class chokee. 

At Juvan there is in the main Canal a masonry fall of 5 feet. This 
is passed by a navigable channel, fitted with locks, which commences 
about 3000 feet above the fall, and re-enters the Canal about the same 
distance below it. The channel is about 600 feet to the left of the 
Canal. A mill channel also runs alongside of the locks, upon which are 
built two mill houses fitted up with six sets of stones for grinding corn. 
Should there be a greater demand for mills, additional houses could be 
built, but at present (Oct. 1855) no one had been enterprising enough 
to take the existing ones, although they had been put up to public 
auction. It is thought the mills would give a good return, as Coel is 
only 12 miles distant, with a good metalled road the whole way. About 
400 feet above the bridge at Kasimpoor there is an escape-head^ contain- 
ing ten openings of six feet each : this communicates with the Kala 
Nuddee. The bridge and the escape are joined on the left bank by a 
ghat of 390 feet in length, and faced on the right bank by another ghat 
of 490 feet in length. The whole of these works is built of black kun- 
kur and has a good effect. At this place, too, is a first-class chokee 
for the accommodation of Canal officers on inspection duty. 
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At Nanown, which is 180 miles below Hurdwar, the main Canal 
terminates and is thence divided into two branches ; one running to the 
Ganges at Cawnpore and the other to the Jumna at Etawah. At the 
head of the branches there are regulating bridges provided with gates : 
over these is carried the Grand Trunk Road. There are two ghats 
also of 100 feet each^ one on the Cawnpore and one on the Etawah 
branch. It should have been mentioned that at the bridges between 
Gungowlie and Nanown, though not at the headworks at these two 
places^ there are masonry rajbuha-heads^ one on the right and the other 
on the left bank of the Canal, which are connected with the bridges. 

Work was commenced on the portion of the Canal between the 152nd 
and the 180th miles (from Hurdwar) early in the year 1851 and water 
first reached this portion about the 10th of January 1855. The water 
was shut off again for the inspection of the Canal bed and works in the 
middle of March and permanently re-admitted at the end of May. Since 
then the water has varied from 3 to 5 feet in depth. 

Water was first admitted into the rajbuhas about the end of May 
and has been flowing in them constantly since. The rajbuhas are made 
for 4 feet, but at the time Lieut. Merrick supplied the information, 
October 1855, owing to the incompleteness of the feeder lines not more 
than 2 feet had been admitted into the main rajbuhas. 

At the time also of his communication, not more than four villages 
had applied for water, out of these one required a supply for 600 pukka 
beegas and the other three for 60 beegas each. This backwardness to 
contract was however doubtless only to be attributed to the indisposi- 
tion of the people to embark without experience or example in any new 
undertaking, and will disappear when the advantages of this kind of 
irrigation become generally seen and established. 

Lieutenant G. Price, in charge of the Cawnpore branch starting 
from Nanown, has obligingly responded as follows to my request for any 
information he might think worthy of note. " There are neither mills 
nor locks in this part of the Canal in the AUygurh district : nothing 
beyond mere bridges and ordinary works attached to them. No difficul- 
ties have occurred in the execution of the work, hitherto, that I am. 
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aware of^ beyond what are usually incidental to such matters. Regard- 
ing the disposition of the natives to take Canal water, irrigation not 
having been developed at all in the upper part of the division, I could 
not say anything for certain, but judging from what is seen in the line 
of Canal between this and Mynpoory, wherever irrigation is going on, 
as far as the works will permit at present, nothing can possibly exceed 
the eagerness with which the natives take the water from every avail- 
able outlet, and also from the nuddies which receive the water from the 
Canal escapes. In fact its value is unmistakeable, everywhere. As 
there is no reason to believe that the value of the water would be less 
appreciated in the Allygurh district than in the others through which 
the Canal passes, we may fairly reckon upon there being just as great a 
demand for it there as elsewhere." March 1856. 

I may add from my own observation that the Canal proves a con- 
stant source of social comfort and pleasure to the community at large. 
The bridge near Hurdooa gunj and that at Nanown are the habitual 
resort of all classes on Hindoo holidays, and especially on Sundays, of 
those who are confined by office work during the week. It is perhaps 
a pity that the ghats are on a small scale at Hurdooa and on a much 
larger at Kasimpoor, which latter place few ever visit. 

As the sanctity of the element is not considered to be at all impaired 
by its administration through infidel hands, the little town of Ramghat 
on the Ganges which was formerly so largely frequented by this neigh- 
bourhood, does not now attract nearly so many visitors. 

An occasional attempt is made to cast the dead into the Canal, 
which is an additional proof how completely its identity with the sacred 
river is recognised.

THE PILLAR AT COEL. 



(Reprinted from Ledlie's Miscellany). 

This Pillar stands on high ground in the centre of the old Fort 
in the town of Coel, and forms, with the adjoining mosque, a conspicuous 
landmark for miles around. It is a plain round tower on a square base, 
and appears to have been divided by external cornices into stages, or it 
may be that balconies were at one time thrown out as in the Delhi pillar. 
At present there is left standing the first stage entire and a part of the 
second. The base is of block kunker, with a few pieces of sung surkh, 
the first stage entirely of block kunker and what remains of the second 
of burnt brick. From the somewhat irregular termination of the block 
kunker at the top of the first stage, it would appear to us that that stone 
had originally been carried higher, and indeed it is by no means impro- 
bable that the second stage, as it now stands, is the work of a far more 
modern aera than the original pillar. If the inscription can be depended 
upon, and there can scarcely be a doubt of it, it must be so, as we believe 
burnt bricks are not to be found in any Pathan architectural remains. To 
the north is a doorway opening on a spiral staircase which originally 
led to the top of the column, but now is perfect only as far as the first 
stage. This staircase, also of block kunker, is lighted by several aper- 
tures in the outer wall and a doorway in it opens on the cornice, or bal« 
cony, at the top of the first stage. The lower stage is 54 feet high, the 
remains of the second 20 feet, so that the extreme altitude is 74 feet. 
The external circumference at the base is 80 feet, the thickness of the 
walls at the base is 6 feet, at the top of the first stage 4|^. Immediately 
where the block kunker staircase terminates there is laid across the stair- 
way as it were to form one of the steps, a Hindu pillar carved and orna- 
mented with mythological figures. This is the only Hindu stone we 
could discover in the whole pillar. Above this several beams of wood are

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laid across shewing that the architects who built the second stage^ as it 
now stands, were very different persons from those who erected the first, 
and as the top story of a pillar is not built before the lower it can scarce- 
ly be doubted that the remains of the second stage are of comparative 
modern origin. Over the doorway is an inscription, in the ornamented 
character called Toghra, which we have translated thus — '* This building 
was founded during the reign of the most noble Sultan, master of the 
necks of mankind, defender of the world and of the faith. Sultan of Sul- 
tans, guide of the faithful to safety, heir to the dominion of Solomon, lord 
of the signet ring in the world, Abool Mozuffur Mahmood, son of the 
Sultan. May God make his empire and government perpetual. By order 
of the perfect master of wisdom, Azum Kootlagh Khan, the mirror of 
truth and religion, chief of the chiefs of Serv, and China, Bulbun Shem- 
shee, during the time of his government. May his exalted rank be last- 
ing. On the 10th of Rujjub 652."

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In a former number we stated that the Mahmood here mentioned 
was Naser-uldeen Mahmood, youngest son of Shems-uldeen Altamsh, 
and that the Kootlagh Khan here mentioned had married after the death of 
Altamsh, the mother of this Mahmood and that Kootlagh Khan fell into 
disgrace the year after the pillar was erected. Some persons however have 
questioned the accuracy of this, as Elphinstone styles Naser-uldeen the 
grandson of Altamsh, and also informs us that '* he reposed with entire 
confidence on the conduct of his vizeer whose name was Gheeas-uldeen 
Bulbun.*' The Bulbun mentioned in this passage was supposed to be the 
Bulbun Shemshee of the inscription. We will now shew that the latter 
supposition is wrong and that Elphinstone was in error as to the pater- 
nity of Naser-uldeen Mahmood. Elphinstone appears to have been misled 
by the following passage of Ferishta — this portion of his history is but an 
abridgement of Ferishta : — *' We have already related that when the elder 
son of Shemsuldeen Altamsh died in Bengal, he conferred the govern- 
ment of that principality on his youngest son Mahmood to whom he also 
gave the title of Naseruldeen." Brigg's Ferishta I. 234. He thought pro- 
bably that Mahmood was the youngest son of the first Naseruldeen which 
would have made him the grandson of Altamsh. But in the very same 
page from which we have taken the above quotation there is the follow- 
ing passage : — '* He was accordingly seated on the throne of his father 
Shems-uldeen Altamsh, &c." Altamsh had styled his eldest son Naserul- 
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deen^ and upon the premature death of the latter in Bengal, he, Altamsh, 
bestowed the same title on his own younger son, see Brigg's Ferishta, 
I. 210 ; see also pages 229, 230. In the Tajul Muasir, a work of that time, 
and in every other Indian history with which we are acquainted, Naser- 
uldeen is always styled the son of Altamsh. It may just be that Elphin- 
stone adopted the error from D'Herbelot. With regard to Kootlagh Khan 
the following quotation from Ferishta will suffice : — ** In the year 653 the 
" King had some personal quarrel with his mother, Mulika Jehan, who after 
^^ the death of Shemsuldeen Altamsh, had married Seefood-deen Kutlagh 
" Khan, a noble of the court. Nasir-uldeen in order to remove his mother 
from Delhi conferred on her husband the government of Oude, and 
shortly after removed him to Beiraich. Kutlagh Khan, dissatisfied with 
" this arrangement, prepared for rebellion, and being joined by the ex- 
minister, Imad-ood-deen Zungany and Eibuk Kishly Khan, revolted. 
The vizeer marched against them, and defeated the insurgents : the late 
'^ minister Imad-ood-deen Zungany, was taken prisoner, and put to death, 
" but Seif-ood-deen Kutlagh Khan effected his escape and fled to Chittoor. 
" The vizeer destroyed the Fort in which Kutlagh Khan held out, but, 
*• being unable to secure his person returned to Delhi." The vizeer here 
mentioned was the very Gheeas-uldeea of Elphinstone, who, as all the 
world knows, succeeded to the throne on the death of his master : so 
that he and Kutlagh Khan were very different persons. Kutlagh Khan 
found means afterwards to raise an army and march to the very gates of 
Delhi, but, being disappointed in his expectations of finding many friends 
within the walls, disbanded his army and is never afterwards mentioned 
in history. 

There is no proof or likelihood of the Coel pillar having been 
designed as a minar for a mosque ; on the contrary, the existence of an 
inscription over the doorway is incompatible with such a supposition, it 
being contrary to Mahometan practice to engrave inscriptions on the 
minarets of mosques. The pillar (as we mentioned in our August num- 
ber) has no connection with the adjoining mosque> which also is a com- 
paratively modern building, having been founded nearly 500 years after 
the date of the pillar, by Sabit Khan, Governor of Coel, in the time of 
the Emperor Mahmood Shah> and there are no traces or traditions of a 
mosque of earlier date having stood on the site of the present one. Our 
conclusion therefore, is that the pillar was not designed as a minaret of

a mosque> nor as a watch tower (as we formerly suggested) though it 
may have been used as such afterwards, but as a monument of the second 
and final subjugation of the Hindoo Rajahs of Coel ; the first temporary 
conquest having been made in A. H. 509 by Kootub-ood-deen Eibuk, 
in the time of the Emperor Shahab-ood-deen Ghoree. From the fact of 
fragments of pillars and idols being found amongst the materials of the 
staircase of the column, we may safely conjecture that its site was once 
occupied by a Hindoo temple, which was destroyed by the Mahomedan 
conqueror, and part of its materials used in the construction of his 
trophy. 

The Hindoos are of course unwilling to take this view of the ques- 
tion, and claim the column as the work of their own Rajahs. The fol- 
lowing is their legend on the subject: — 

In sumbut 429 or A. D. 372, Rajah Bikram Seynof the Dor tribe 
of Rajpoots was ruler of Burrun (now Bolundshuher), and his brother 
Kalee Rajah was ruler of JuUalee, both being tributaries to Rajah Ar- 
rungpal. Bikram Seyn had two sons, Indur Seyn and Mokundur Seyn, 
the former succeeded his father at Burrun, and the latter his uncle at 
JuUalee. Mokundur Seyn was succeeded by his son Gobind Seyn and he 
again by his son Nahur Sing, who built the fort of Sunbul. After him came 
his grandson Dusruth Sing, the founder of the fort of Jaleysur, who dying 
childless, was succeeded by his brother Bijjey Ram. The next ruler 
of JuUalee was the Iatter*s son. Rajah Boodheysen. 

One day as he was riding from JuUalee to Delhi, considerably ahead 
of his followers, he came to a Jheel, (in old Hindee called Kol) he 
dismounted, and waiting for his retinue, when a fox came up, and began 
to bark at him. The Rajah very much irritated, drew his sword and 
struck at the fox, but reynard retreated into a convenient hole, and from 
thence continued yelping at the Rajah, and occasionally sallying forth 
whenever the Rajah turned his back. This state of things continued till 
the Rajah's suite arrived. After consoling their master, they suggested 
that there must be some excellent inherent quality in the soil, which had 
imparted to the contemptible creature like the fox, vigor and audacity to 
enable him to set at nought a royal Rajpoot ; and that therefore it would 
be a desirable site for the foundation of a city and fort. Rajah Boodheysen, 
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after consulting his astrologer^ found that it was an auspicious moment 
for the purpose, so at once he dug up a little clay from the Jheel with 
his own dagger, and laid the foundation of a city which he named Kol 
after the Jheel. In seven years the fortiess and city were finished, and 
the seat and government was removed from JuUalee to Coel, which be- 
came the capital of a large kingdom, comprising Puttialee, Budaon, 
Sumbhul, Kumpill, Jaleysur and Burrun. After a reign of 55 years, the 
Rajah was succeeded by his son Mungulseyn. The latter made an alliance 
with the Rajah Beem of Mahrerah and Etawah, and gave his daughter 
Pudmontee in marriage to his heir. On Rajah Beem's death his sons de- 
posed and murdered their eldest brother, and Pudmontee returned a 
widow to her father's house at Coel ; she became a devotee of Gunga and 
her father built for her a lofty column in the centre of his fortress from 
whence she mig'ht be able to view daily the sacred river. 

Another version of the legend is that the unfortunate Pudmontee 
was murdered alive in this column, like the Constance of Marmion — 

" What was this tower of strength ? Within its cave 
What treasure lay so lock'd, so hid ? a woman's grave." 

Although we would much rather look upon this pillar as the shrine 
whence the sad and gentle Pudmontee paid her orisons to Gunga, 
than as the trophy of a conqueror, we are bound, by a regard to truth, 
to confess our utter disbelief in the above fable, and to us it appears quite 
as probable (if not more so) that Coel was founded by old King Cole, of 
glorious memory, as by the Rajah Boodseyn of the Hindoo legend. 

We will conclude our account of the pillar by expressing a hope 
that either the local authorities, or the Government may be induced to 
interpose in behalf of this relic of antiquity. It ought to be restored 
either wholly or at all events repaired and covered in from the weather. 
Though vastly inferior to the Kootub Minar in size and beauty, it is of 
almost equal historical interest, and deserves to be rescued from the grasp 
of Decay's effacing fingers.

THE FORT. 



The accompanying eye-sketch of the Fort gives a capital idea of it 
as it at present exists. It was drawn for the Collector by a distinguish- 
ed Engineer Officer and permission has been kindly given to insert it in 
this place. 

In the year 1843 it appeared to the then Governor General, Lord 
Ellenborough, that a want of suitable accommodation existed for the 
large number of life prisoners confined in the several Jails of the 
provinces, and in looking about for a locality, which might serve es- 
pecially for the retention of this class of prisoners, it occurred to him 
that the Fort of Allygurh might be adapted to the purpose. An esti- 
mate of the expense of turning the Fort into a Jail was prepared at the 
order of Government by the Superintending Engineer ; to this estimate 
when prepared, some objections were offered by the Military Board and 
the estimate which was sanctioned by the Supreme Government in May 
1844, amounting to Rs. 60,989- J -0, was one which had been revised by 
Lieutenant Atkinson. The Court of Directors signified their approval 
of the proposed expenditure in July 1844. 

Beyond, however, the repairing of two bridges at the entrance and 
the conversion of a Conductor's old house into a residence for a jailor, 
nothing was ever done; for, in September, 1844 Mn, William Woodcock 
(then officiating Judge of Saharunpore, but shortly after made Inspec- 
tor General of Prisons) having been requested to visit the place, made 
such strong objections to the Fort as a situation for a prison at all, that 
at Mr. Thomason's desire the Military Board arrested the works and 
they were never afterwards resumed. 

The principal objections urged by Mr. Woodcock against the Fort 
were, that egress was exceedingly easy from it, that the ditch would be 
prejudicial to the health of the prisoners, that the many angles in the 
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ramparts would render a very large guard necessary ; that Allygurh was 
without the means and resources required in the neighbourhood of a 
large Jail^ that no visiting committee would be possible in so small 
a station, and that building would be attended with inconvenience and 
expense. 

This reasoning prevailed ; the idea was finally abandoned, and a short 
time afterwards the great Central Jail at Agra was commenced instead. 
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
